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If before the Civil War there had been such an effort 
made for the control or education of war correspondents 
as Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., put forth in 
his circular on that subject published in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of Dec. 18, possibly Gen. William T. 
Sherman might not have had his soul so harrowed 
through the four years of the war as it was by what he 
considered conduct by the newspaper correspondents that 
bordered upon, if it did not actually constitute, treason to 
the country. From the very beginning of the war he 
saw the danger more clearly than others, and his are the 
only expressions so directly to the point that are on 
record. In the “Home Letters of General Sherman,” 
just from the Scribner press, New York, we see him, in 
these letters to his wife, bitterly referring to the desire 
for news which threatened to expose all the plans of the 
Government. Writing home from Fort Corcoran, oppo- 
site Georgetcwn, July 3, 1861, when the Army was on 
the way to its disastrous defeat at Bull Run, he said: 
“The manner and fact that nothing is now secret or 
sacred from the craving for public news is disgraceful to 
us as a people. The South manage to keep their councils 
[counsels?] better than we.” As the war went on 
General Sherman’s anger toward the correspondents and 
editors increased, until, in a letter from near Vicksburg, 
Jan. 28, 1863, he wrote: “The newspapers are after me 
again. I published an order that they [the correspon- 
dents] should not come along on pain of being treated 
as spies. I am now determined to test the question. Do 
they rule or the commanding general? If they rule, I 
quit. I have ordered the arrest of one, shall try him, 
and, if possible, execute him as.a spy. They publish all 
the data for our enemy. They revealed our attempt to 
attack Haines’s Bluff. I will never again command an 
army in America if we must carry along paid spies. I 
will banish myself to some foreign country first. I 
shall notify Mr. Lincoln of this if he attempt to interfere 
with the sentence of any court ordered by me. If he 
wants an army he must conform to the well established 
rules of military nations, and not attempt to keep up the 
open rules of peace. The South at the start did these 
things, and the result has been they move their forces 
from Virginia to Mississippi and back without a breath 
spoken or written.” Again, from the same place, he 
wrote, in evident bitterness: “‘We look in vain to the 
Southern newspapers for scraps from which to guess at 
the disposition of their forces, and know and feel all the 
time that everything we do is, or attempt to do is, 
paraded in all our newspapers, which reach Vicksburg 
by telegraph from Richmond, Va., or Memphis long 
before we ourselves are advised. Let any accident befall me 
or any temporary rumor like that at Vicksburg, the same 
howl will be renewed, because these buzzards of the press 
who hang in scent about our camps know full well that 
death awaits them whenever I have the power or when 
time develops their true character and influence.”

Sherman even rebuked Grant once for being afraid 
of newspaper opinion, as we may judge from this, 
written from the Headquarters, 15th Army Corps, 
before Vicksburg, April 29, 1863: “Grant is down at 
Carthage, the fleet is below Vicksburg. and I was on the 
point of following when the order was countermanded. 
Then I got an order that he would like to have a feint 
made on Haines’s Bluff, provided I did not fear the 
people might style it a repulse. I wrote him to make his 
plans founded on as much good sense as possible, and. let 
the people mind their own business.” The point of these 
criticisms by General Sherman is that they are just as 
important now as they ever were. ‘The Spanish- 
American War disclosed the existence of a belief in. some 


newspaper Offices that the war was really for the purpose 
ef furnishing news. Japan’s attitude toward the corre- 
spondents in the Manchurian war would have warmed 
the cockles of General Sherman’s heart, although, as a 
matter of fact, the suppression of news that would benefit 
the enemy was as carefully done by the South in the 
Civil War as in Japan in 1904-05. That the trouble 
Sherman spoke of would be increased many times to-day 
if we should be plunged into war there can be no doubt, 
and, as in the Spanish War the spectacle was presented 
of a New York editor equipping a yacht for a gaily 
conducted news service in the waters around Cuba, we 
might find an editor sending aloft a news balloon or aero- 
plane to flash back to his paper the latest news of an 
action or the movements of troops. General Bell’s plan 
of regulating the war correspondent has not come too 
soon, for it will not be the work of a day or a year to 
bring this plan to complete fruition, and it would be well 
to lose no time in giving to the tentative scheme of Gen- 
eral Bell some measure of definitiveness and finality. 


The growth of the bureau system to a point where it 
so largely shaped the development of the Navy is, accord- 
ing to Admiral Goodrich, in his article in the North 
American Review, heretofore referred to, a perfectly 
natural thing, as the bureaus have been normal instru- 
mentalities for carrying on the Department’s work. If 
they were abolished to-day, he thinks a substitute, prac- 
tically the same thing under another name, would have 
to be created to-morrow. Admiral Goodrich finds that 
the navy yards have done well, and that the charge of 
want of economy is wholly unjustified in view of the 
fifteen days’ leave of absence and holidays at full pay 
they must grant to the employees and the full pay for 
the half Saturdays in July, August and September. It 
is estimated that the leaves and holidays at the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard increase the running expenses of the yard 
by nearly $400,000, and also that these leaves entail a 
general addition of fifteen per cent. to the cost of navy 
work. This compulsory extravagance, no matter how 
good its work, would bar a navy yard from competition 
with outside concerns. The gradual side-tracking of the 
Secretary of the Navy by the bureaus came through no 
purpose of their chiefs, but from their desire not to 
trouble him with details with which they deemed them- 
selves wholly able to cope. The Secretary came to receive 
only such professional advice as he got from his bureau 
chiefs, who had daily and hourly access to him. The 
naval Service might be practically of one mind on some 
vital point, and yet its voice never reached his ears, 
provided it found no echo in a departmental bureau. It 
was nobody’s business to say to the Secretary: “Sir, the 
Navy thinks so and so. Personally, I do not think so, 
but it is my duty to inform you that such views are held 
with substantial unanimity.” Admiral] Goodrich finds 
that the prolonged absences of his chiefs, when he was 
Assistant Secretary, at which times the conduct of the 
Department fell upon his shoulders, gave to Mr. New- 
berry that training and experience necessary to the proper 
management of the affairs of the Navy. Consequently, 
when he was appointed Secretary, he entered upon a 
work with which he was familiar in all details, and could 
at once set about making reforms tending to simplifica- 
tion and efficiency. The methods of concentration and 
directness adopted were in accord with the latest 
development in the business world, and were primarily 
designed to do away with roundaboutness, such as had 
kept contractors waiting for their pay for three or four 
weeks after the delivery of the goods. Under the new 
system pay is made practically without delay. It is not 
uncommon for a firm to make a delivery and within 
forty-eight hours receive its money. One of the best 
effects of this simplification is the attracting of great 
firms to compete, which they would not do before on ac- 
count of the delays, and the Navy is profiting by the low 
prices produced by this competition. Prompt inspection, 
prompt rejection and prompt payment combine to save 
the Navy a large sum annually, with the obtaining of 
equally good, if not better, material. ‘These economies 
have already run into the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 





Since the publication in our issue of May 30, 1908, 
page 1062, of a description of the oil depots which Eng- 
land was establishing at Plymouth, Portsmouth and 
Chatham for the storing of liquid fuel usable for war- 
ships, there have been frequent reports in the daily 
papers that it was the intention of the Admiralty to 
dispense with coal in favor of oil. The latest rumor in 
London says that the Admiralty has placed a preliminary 
order for 11,000,000 gallons, or 50,000 tons. The tanks 
at Plymouth are said to have a capacity of half a million 
tons. The British government has been conducting ex- 
periments for several years to develop methods for using 
the oil. At Portsmouth tanks were built equipped with 
hose connections through which oi] could be pumped into 
ships lying at the jetty, thus doing away with the confu- 
sion and dirt of coaling, beside saving time and labor. 
Some students of naval progress affect to see in Eng- 
land’s plan to substitute oil for coal an effort to make a 
big gain over her opponents by forming a chain of supply 
stations around the globe, just as she already has the 
best system of coaling depots. The substitution of oil 
will, ic is estimated, make possible the reduction of 
seventy-five per cent. in the working force. The liquid 
fuel can be carried as ballast in the double bottom of 
the ship, and as the oil is consumed water can be ad- 





mitted. But, more than all, the tedious and unsatisfac: - 


tory process of coaling at sea will be done away with, as 
Pipes can be passed from a tank steamer into the side 
of a warship and the reservoir quickly filled. Stoking 
with oil can be done effectively in all kinds of weather, 
even when at full speed. The cruiser Duke of Edinburgh 
in the 1907 maneuvers, with oil as fuel, made twenty- 
three knots an hour against a head sea at a critical 
moment, and the battleship King Edward left far behind 
an “enemy” of equal speed using coal under similar con- 
ditions. The furnace can be fed automatically with oil 
without waste. The destroyer Swift, with oil, reached 
the high speed of 38.8 knots, or nearly 45 land miles in 
an hour. The feature of protection to the vitals of a 
ship which is supplied by the coal bunkers in a vessel is 
one that is not likely to be lost upon those who are 
making studies of the comparative merits of the two 
kinds of fuel. ‘Che ease with which oil could be destroyed 
by the enemy and the necessity of protecting and guard- 
ing the tanks may be factors in showing the wisdom of 
going slow in the abandonment of coal. Great Britain 
now, with her great coal supplies at her various coaling 
Stations around the globe, might feeh she was giving up 
a great advantage by turning to another kind of fuel. 
Still, the building of the great reservoirs at three points 
would indicate at least a desire to prepare for any 
eventuality that may arise in connection with the 
development of the uses of oil as fuel. 

Universal liability to military service in the Conti- 
nental countries of Europe may ultimately have an im- 
portant bearing upon the question of the right of a coun- 
try to prevent citizens of the nation against which it has 
declared war from quitting its borders and returning to 
their own country. Vattel in 1758 laid down the rule 
that no sovereign had the right to detain citizens of an- 
other country from leaving his domains, on the ground 
that in permitting them to enter his country and live 
under his flag he tacitly promised them freedom and 
safety in returning home. Thomas Erskine Holland 
K.C,, D.C.L., vice-president of the Institut de Droit In. 
ternational (the Institute of International Law), holds 
that “there is no ground for asserting that this indulgent 
system is imposed by international law. The doctrine of 
Vattel has, in fact, become less plausible than it was 
before universal military service became the rule in most 
Continental countries. The peaceably engaged foreign 
resident is now in all probability a trained soldier and 
liable to be recalled to the flag of a possible enemy.” 
However, for ourselves we never understood that Vattel 
intended to confine his principle to those who would 
be useless as war agencies in case of return to their 
native land. One can be of great service in other ways 
than by active belligerency, as in the case of Robert 
Morris, whose financial assistance was of such value to 
the Continental Congress in supporting the army in the 
Revolutionary War. A banker to-day might be detained 
in an enemy’s country and prevented from lending to 
his government aid that might be worth whole regiments ; 
so we are not inclined to believe, with Mr. Holland, that 
military effectiveness will much affect the rule of Vattel. 
Mr. Holland’s letters to the London Times on war and 
neutrality, covering the period 1881-1909, have just been 
published by Longmans, Green and Company, London 
and New York. Among subjects discussed are the neu- 
tralization of the Suez Canal, which he says was not 
effected by the convention of 1888, and the United States 
Naval War Code, of which in his treatment of it in 1901 
he said: “In this code the Government of the United 
States did not shirk responsibility.” He suggested that 
such a code would be useful in the British navy. “Our 
code might be better arranged and would differ from it 
on certain questions, but should resemble it in clearness 
of expression, in brevity, and above all in frank accept- 
ance of responsibility. What naval men most want is 
definite guidance in categorical language, upon those 
points of maritime international law upon which their 
government has made up its own mind.” 








Another contribution to the general health of a coun- 
try through universal military training is made in 
France, where the government is proceeding to build up 
the constitutions of those- semi-fit to bear arms. To 
save these to the colors a law was passed in France in 
1905, placing them in a special class. It was believed 
regimental life might assist many to perfect their 
physical development. These weaklings number about 
twenty thousand. Some officers organized in their regi- 
ments platoons of the weaker recruits, put under a special 
regimen of work and food, under the joint direction of 
the officers and physicians of the corps. The results did 
not come up to expectations. The medical service, 
generally overworked, could not give these below par 
recruits the attention needed, and their presence was 
found to be detrimental to the healthy men. So physi- 
cians and colonels united to condemn the weakling 
platoon system. However, an army physician, Dr. Sol- 
mon, has developed what the Paris correspondent of the 
Journal of the American Medical Association calls “the 
happy idea” of withdrawing these soldier candidates 
from their regiments and bringing them together at 
special points on the seacoast or in the mountains, chosen 
solely for hygienic reasons. Even if the object is not 
completely attained from the military point of view, still 
the men will be returned to their families more vigorous 
than at their arrival in the regiment, and will have 
learned good habits in these schools of hygiene, which 
they will be ready to disseminate. The platoons of in- 
vigoration would result in the marked physical regenera- 
tion of q large part of the population. 
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Somebody has said that the South was defeated in the 
Civil War by its own bullets, referring to the accidental 
killing of Stonewall Jackson by his own men, and now 
Gen. Morris Schaff (M.A., 1862), in the Atlantic Month- 
ly, in describing the Battle of the Wilderness, says that 
Grant might have been driven back across the Rapidan 
if Longstreet had not been wounded by the fire of some 
Virginia troops. This wounding occurred at the time 
that the whole of Hancock’s right wing was smashed to 
pieces and the Plank Road was Lee’s. Hancock ap- 
pealed to Carroll, who had halted his brigade on arriving 
at the Brock Road, to give him a point for rallying. 
Carroll rode among the dispirited trailing groups, shout- 
ing, “For God’s sake, don’t leave my men to fight the 
whole rebel: army. Stand your ground.” For he ex- 
pected Lee to strike at any moment. General Schaft 
then asks why, when the way was open to him, Lee’s 
fresh troops did not come on and burst through while 
Hancock, Carroll, Lyman, Rice and scores of officers 
were trying to rally their men. What did the continu- 
ing silence mean? Something mysterious must have hap- 
pened. And it had. Longstreet, with fresh brigades at 
double quick, was coming down the Plank _Road de- 
termined to clinch the victory. The 6ist Virginia of 
Mahone’s brigade had approached within forty or fifty 
yards of the road, and through the smoke and the in- 
tervening underbrush, seeing objects emerging on to it 
from the bushes on the opposite side, mistook them for 
enemies and let drive a scattering volley. The volley 
eut. right through Longstreet, Kershaw, Jenkins, Sorrel 
and others, who just then came riding by, killing in- 
stantly General Jenkins and severely wounding Long- 
street. The great Confederate leader was hit in the right 
shoulder, the bullet passing through his throat and nearly 
lifting: him from the saddle. He was thought to be 
mortally wounded, and, propped against a tree, he de- 
spatched word to Lee to continue the movement he 
[Longstreet] was engaged on. But three or four hours 
had to be wasted to get something of order out of the 
confusion which prevailed, and before that time had 
passed the Federals were in position to meet the attack. 
This is the view which General Schaff gives of the cause 
of the failure of Lee that day to push Grant back across 
the Rapidan. but the confusion General Schaff himself 
says Lee found would have existed as well for Long- 
street, who would have been compelled to spend time in 
reorganizing the Texans, South Carolinians and other 
troops. Whether in the confusion Longstreet, if not 
wounded, could have broken through is a question in 
view of the tangle of commands which General Schaff 
brings before the mind.

“Ericsson’s Monitor,” says Gerald Ellis Cronin in the 
Scientific American, “was without doubt the first ‘all- 
big-gun’ ship built. The Roanoke was really a combi- 
nation of the Merrimac and the Monitor, being, like her 
antagonist, a razed frigate, and resembling the Monitor 
in the matter of her turrets: therefore, it appears that 
the Monitor was the original Dreadnought, and the pres- 
ent mighty vessels of that class are but the design of the 
great Swedish-American engineer applied to ocean-going 
vessels. For be it known that Ericsson never intended 
to employ the Monitor vessels for any other than coast 
defense duty.” However this may be, the Monitors were, 
as Ericsson claimed, and as experience showed, the best of 
sea boats. Of the behavior of the Weehawken at sea, 
Capt. John Rodgers, U.S.N., said: ‘“‘Durtng the heaviest 
of the gale I stood upon the turret and admired the be- 
havior of the vessel. She rose and fell to the waves, and 
I concluded then that the Monitor form had great sea- 
going qualities. If leaks were prevented no hurricane 
could injure her. The sea was about thirty feet high, 
but the behavior of the vessel was easy, buoyant and indic- 
ative of thorough safety. Her movements filled me with 
admiration. I saw in them everything to admire; noth- 
ing to improve. The waves rolled furiously across the 
deck. Instead of spending their force against the side, 
as in an ordinary vessel, they swept harmlessly by.” 
Ericsson estimated that the Dictator could carry five hun- 
dred tons of water, or other additional weight to that 
amount, before she would sink. As less than two hundred 
tons of water, entering the ordinary screw steamers, of 
the size of the Dictator, would flood the furnaces and, by 
putting out the fires, cause fatal disaster, he argued that 
the supposed great risk of the Monitors is in reality shared 
by all sea-going steamers. Again, the safety of an ocean 
steamer might be seriously endangered by shipping heavy 
seas, as their deck arrangements are ill prepared to en- 
counter the risk. The Monitor deck, on the contrary, is 
designed to be washed by the waves, and is tight and 
strong as the vessel’s bottom. “The Monitors have not 
only proved sea boats,” wrote Ericsson, “but they are 
lifeboats on a large scale. which cannot perish in any 
hurricane or raging sea, provided there is water under 
their bottoms and their deck openings are properly 
closed.” 





The story of the dying confession by Gen. Frank S. 
Armistead, the brilliant Confederate officer, of his mis- 
take in opposing the Union is told by the late Colonel 
Haskell, U:S. Vols., in his history of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, which has been published in the Cavalry Journal. 
The story is not new, but it is told in the Haskell recital 
with a tinge of the dramatic that has given his descrip- 
tion of this greatest of American battles so high a rank 
among pen pictures of great conflicts. Colonel Haskell 
is describing his first look around the field as the Con- 
federates fell back and it was realized by the Federals 
that they had won. “Where the long lines of the en- 
emy’s thousands so proudly advanced,” he says, “see 
now how thick the silent men of ‘the gray are scattered. 
It is not an hour since those legions were Sweeping along 
so grandly—-now sixteen hundred of their fiery mass are 
strewn among the trampled grass, dead as the clods they 
load; more than seven thousand, probably eight thou- 
sand, are wounded, some there with the dead in our 
hands, some fugitive far toward the woods, among them 
Generals Pettigrew, Garnett, Kemper and Armistead, the 
last three mortally wounded, and the last one in our 
hands—‘Tell Genera] Hancock,’ he said to Lieutenant 
Mitchell, Hancock’s aide-de-camp, to whom he handed his 
watch, ‘that I know I did my country a great wrong 
when I took up arms against her, for which I am sorry, 
but for which I cannot live to atone.” General Armi- 
stead was graduated from the Academy in the class of 
1856, and was a first lieutenant of the 10th U.S. Infantry 
when, on June 14, 1861, he resigned from the Army to 
throw his fortunes with the South. The narrative of 
Colonel Haskell differs from such battle descriptions as 





that given by Gen. Morris Schaff, of the Wilderness, in 
that it was written almost at the time of the occurrence 
and contains none of those reflections on human nature 
and events which are likely to creep into an account 
written long after an event as the sentiments of the ma- 
turer period of life, although the writer may think they 
were his views at the time of the happenings he may be 
describing. 





Much fuss has been stirred up in Virginia by the 
request of the three batteries of Field Artillery of the 
National Guard that the Legislature allot $2,000 a year 
to each for the care of the guns and equipment given by 
the Federal Government. One Virginia newspaper, in 
opposing the request, launched into a general tirade 
against the batteries, assailing violently the Richmond 
Howitzers, but the Artillery has found many newspaper 
defenders. As the Roanoke Times very properly points 
out, it is not a question what this or that battery has 
done. If any organization has been guilty of misconduct 
or breach of duty, it may be punished by military 
methods, but the question of properly protecting the valu- 
able property confided to the state by the General 
Government goes beyond such derelictions. At the pres- 
ent time Virginia p on the assumption that a 
company of Infantry should be allowed about as much 
as a battery of Artillery. Five thousand dollars is the 
approximate value of the arms and equipment of an 
Infantry company, while the value of the guns and equip- 
ment of a battery is about $75,000. The Infantry re- 
ceives $180 a company a year, and at the same ratio 
each battery would receive $2,700. The Artillery is not 
asking for that sum, but only for $2,000. The Ports- 
mouth Star calls attention to the fine modern equipment 
which Uncle Sam has given to such historic commands 
as Grimes Battery, of Portsmouth; the Howitzers, of 
Richmond, and the Norfolk Light Artillery Blues, and, 
as it is liable to be recalled at any time if not properly 
cared for, the state, by adopting a niggardly policy, might 
suffer a serious loss in the end. This controversy has 
served one good purpose—it is bringing to public notice 
the Artillery service of the state and the need of more 
recognition at the hands of the state authorities.

After reading in the Cablenews-American that much 
misconception has arisen because of the word “scouts,” 
friends of the Philippine Scouts may think the time has 
arrived when that organization should have a new name 
and profit by a rechristening that will not so strongly 
suggest scouting, which is not by any means the chief 
duty of those soldiers. Scouting is associated with the 
service of security and information, but the work of the 
Philippine Scouts is not of that order. They differ from 
the Constabulary in being soldiers kept in concentrated 
bodies ready to deliver heavy blows and overcome orgati- 
ized opposition when the civil authorities are set at de- 
fiance. ‘They owe allegiance to no one but the United 
States. In the popular mind, says the Manila paper, 
the Scouts and the Constabulary are essentially the same, 
and hence the frequent inquiry as to the necessity of 
maintaining two similar armed bodies of Filipinos. It 
believes that “no one would have been led astray as to 
the functions of the two bodies had the Scouts been 
ealled the Philippine Infantry and the Constabulary the 
Philippine Police. No one has suggested that the Porto 
Rican Regiment of Infantry should be incorporated with 
the Porto Rican police. It has been frequently pro- 
posed to muster the Scouts into the Constabulary, and 
have the United States defray one-half the cost of the 
Constabulary The absurdity would be more apparent, 
but little greater in degree, if some reformer should ad- 
vance a proposition to transfer the Infantry and the Coast 
Artillery stationed near New York to the municipal police 
of that city and demand that the United States defray 
half the expenses of policing the city. The Scouts are 
Regulars. They are paid by the Government, fed by the 
Government, and look to the Government for all the 
good that can come to them in this life. Of their loy- 
alty we entertain no doubt.”

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The annual report of the Board of Governors of the 
Army and Navy Club, Washington, D.C., states that dur- 
ing the year 704 resident and non-resident members and 
two temporary members were admitted up to Dec. 31, 
1909, and two resident and one non-resident member 
reinstated. Twenty-nine resident and non-resident mem- 
bers have resigned, thirty-one have died and thirty-nine 
were dropped, making a net gain in membership, exclu- 
sive of temporary members, of 608. The total member- 
ship of the club on Dee. 31, 1909. was 2,070, exclusive 
ef sixteen honorary members and fourteen temporary 
members. The board makes the following report with 
reference to the new club project: The assets of the 
club over liabilities are $146,587, of which $100,000 
could be readily converted into cash, assuming that the 
old club house he sold for $70,000. The total amount of 
club bond subscriptions promised at the date of printing 
of this report is $144,250. From this it is believed that 
the total subscription will be between $150,000 and 
$200,000. The board is in favor of the construction of 
a new club house costing about $350,000 equipped. It 
is estimated that when the club is settled in its new 
house the club’s indebtedness will be $400,000, involving 
an annual expenditure of $20,000 for interest and $5,250 
for taxes and insurance. The running expenses are fig- 
ured at $38,850: in all, $64,100. With 2,000 resident 
and 500 non-resident members and 75 rooms to let a 
revenue of $78.275 is counted upon, showing a surplus 
of $14,175. This seems to be a conservative estimate, 
and a better showing is hoped for. The surplus for 1909 
was $23,967.02. 





That fnture battles at sea may be affected by the 
weather news received from shore seems entirely within 
the range of the possibilities of the wireless information 
from the Weather Bureau, which it is planned to send 
out into space over the Atlantic Ocean. By an arrange- 
ment between the telegraph companies and the naval 
wireless station at Newport storm warnings are tele- 
graphed along the Atlantic coast and to ships at sea. 
The warnings are received from the U.S. Weather 
Bureau by the telegraph companies, who in turn notify 
the government wireless operator at Newport, and he 
sends out the warning, which is picked up by the Nan- 
tucket Shoals lightship and relayed to all vessels within 
speaking distance, with the result that hundreds of miles 
off the coast vessels pick up warnings of such blizzards 
as swept along the coast on Christmas day. Who knows 
but that in the future daily weather mang will be printed 





on board ships for the edification of the passengers and 
the guidance of the navigators? When a ar can be 
told hours before that a low barometer area is heading 
his way another terror of the seas is removed. A few 
years hence word may travel out to an admiral that a 
big storm is moving toward him, and that if he don’t 
attack the enemy at once the latter may escape in the 
blow. Storms before this have often changed the battle 
plans of a fleet commander, and certainly knowledge of 
their approach more accurate than the signs of clouds at 
sunset and sunrise, which heretofore have been the only 
tokens of the approach of bad weather preceding the fail 
of the barometer, will be of great importance to the de- 
signs of future Nelsons and Deweys. Ultimately ships 
will communicate weather news to one another, until 
there wil! be a chain of moving weather stations across 
all seas and over all oceans. 


The Boston Transcript, in commenting upon our an- 
nouncement of the scheme of military defense of the 
Canal Zone, is hardly fair in suggesting that the cost of 
fortifying the Canal Zone should be counted in the esti- 
mate of the cost of the Panama Canal. The cost of the 
Canal is one thing; that of fortifying it entirely another. 
The cost of the Eads jetties at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi River should not have had added to it the expense 
of fortifying the approaches to New Orleans or the 
maintenance of a navy yard there; yet there would be 
just as much reason for Inmbering up the expense of that 
improvement with such a charge as there would be to 
saddle upon the canal estimates the cost of the Navy and 
Army force required to keep the control of the Canal 
within the hands of the United States. There is now an 
agitation for the building of an inland waterway from 
Boston to the Southern seaports, which will cost millions, 
The extension of such a system of water communication 
will naturally make more important the fortifications along 
the line of such improved waterways, and more necessary 
the enlargement of those defenses; yet it would be mani- 
festly improper to charge against the proposed improve- 
ments the cost of the fortifications. The Canal across 
the Isthmus will be as much a part of the legitimate ex- 
pansion of this country as any other phase of its develop- 
ment, and its proper defense devolves upon the nation 
as naturally and inevitably as any other duty imposed 
upon the Government at Washington. 


The Ottawa (Ont.) Citizen does well to bring home to 
Canadians the value of the Dreadnought type of battle- 
ship to the British navy, and the wisdom of the colonies 
in supporting heartily any plan for the further addition 
of such fighting ships to the Empire’s line of sea defense. 
but it claims too much for the Dreadnought when it 
says its speed is twenty-two and a half knots an hour. 
When the Canadians hear of some of her trips and find 
that she has fallen far below that figure they may be dis- 
appointed. It is best to give the exact figures in the 
handling of data about warships. The designed horse- 
power of the Dreadnought is 23,000, giving a speed of 
twenty-one knots. In her trial with 16.250 H.P. for 
thirty hours she made 19.3 knots, and at full H.P. she 
reached a speed of 21.02, which is considerably more 
than a knot less than the Citizen claimed for her. Our 
Canadian contemporary mentions the suggestion first 
made in this paper, that Great Britain made what some 
might call a dangerous mistake when she launched her 
first Dreadnought, and thus by one act almost relegated 
the rest of her battleships to the scrap heap, and says: 
“It is hardly an exaggeration to say that these swift 
monsters could run down and destroy the older class of 
vessels as a shark goes through a shoal of fish. Great 
Britain in putting the Dreadnought afloat was practically 
— a new start with her navy and Germany saw her 
chance.”

Taking exception to the recent statement to the House 
Naval Committee by the Secretary of the Navy, that 
“an inland man is often better for the Navy than a man 
from near the sea because he comes with no preconceived 
ideas and learns what he is taught,” and that “what the 
Navy wants to-day is not the class of man that could run 
up the mast with readiness and furl the sails, but the 
man that can be trained to manage the mechanical 
features of a modern battleship,” the Marine Journal 
says that in order to be useful on the sea, whether as a 
mechanic or navigator, it is essential that the sailors be 
bred to the sea, as no matter what manner of ships we 
use the sea remains the same, and only those who have 
had long experience on it, and with its varying moods. 
in whose flesh and bone is bred an inherent love for it 
can hope to be successful in fighting battles on it. “Young 
men from the interior may make good sailors eventually, 
but they first have to have a training in sea life to ac- 
complish the things on the ocean that those, for instance, 
from our fishing fleets or off-shore shipping can accom- 
plish, through having followed it ever since they were 
able to earn a dollar and who often are in turn the sons 
of seamen.”

Of the 5,222 deaths in New York city investigated by 
the Coroner’s office during 1909, 2,067 were due to 
violence. Automobiles were responsible for the death of 
46 persons. Surface cars, subway and elevated trains 
contributed S9 deaths, while the New York Central was 
responsible for the death of 20 persons. Twenty-one per- 
sons were killed by elevators. Of the total number dying 
by violence 83 were children, 41 of whom were killed by 
trucks and wagons, 23 by automobiles and 22 by surface 
cars. Suicides reached the number of 442. Six hundred 
and thirty-seven persons were killed by miscellaneous 
accidents, 122 children and 92 adults were killed by burns 
and scalding. while accidental asphyxiation was respon- 
sible for the death of 353 persons. This is worse than 
war.

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YELLOW FEVER PREVENTION. 


Without wishing to appear to disparage the attain- 
ments of our civilian medical practitioners, we can in- 
dulge the hope that into -the hands of all the physi- 
cians associated with public sanitary work in sections of 
the country where there may be danger of yellow fever 
infection will be placed the illustrated leaflet published 
by William Wood and Company, New York, in which 
Major Powell C. Fauntleroy, Med. Corps, U.S.A., de- 
scribes the methods which he adopted to check the last 
epidemic of yellow fever in Cuba, that of the summer of 
1908, in Daiquiri, fifteen miles from Santiago. The 
thoroughness of quarantine, the military precision with 
which guards were maintained, the completeness of the 
daily examination of the inhabitants, the unyielding 
severity Of the pass system to minimize the danger of 
infected persons getting outside the lines, the importance 
attached to the smallest detail—all these should be 
brought home to the civilian physician, that he may be 
made to understand that the quick victory won by the 
Army surgeons in Cuba over the scourge of the country 
vas not due to haphazard methods or to relying upon 
medicines, but came from persistent attention to details 
and from fighting the disease enemy with guards and 
patrols as a human enemy would be met and conquered. 
No non-immunes were allowed to go outside quarantine 
until they deposited $25, which was forfeited unless 
they reported to the sanitary otticer of the town they 
were going to immediately on arrival, and thereafter daily. 
for five days. There were about 3,000 secretive Spaniards 
in the infected territory, and it was necessary to give 
Major Fauntleroy a force of 300 assistants, with whom 
he was able to subdivide the region and put in each sub- 
division an adequate force to enumerate the inhabitants 
quickly, take their temperatures daily, and map the 
locality, giving dwellings, roads and trails. Large or- 
vanized gangs with necessary tools were put into each 
subdivision to clean it up. ‘The men who aided the 
‘American Army officer were Cubans from Santiago, and 
he has nothing but praise for the way they stuck to their 
duty, despite the fights with clubs, stones, knives and 
firearms between the sanitary force and the miners, 
which the rural guards had to quell. ‘The first case was 
noted in the first week in June, the last on July 31, the 
total being twenty-three cases, of which six were fatal. 
So thoroughly was the work done that there has been 
no recurrence of the fever. ; 

In connection with the case of yellow fever in the 
Panama Canal Zone, of which we spoke in a recent 
issue, it is worth while again to state that medical 
scienee no longer believes that the fever is contagious, 
and holds that the sole means of transmission of the 
disease from one human being to another is through the 
stegomyia mosquito. ‘These insects being destroyed be- 
fore the disease germ in them has developed an infecting 
power, the spread of the fever is prevented. The reason 
why the early attempts to prove the mosquito the carrier 
of the disease failed was that the mosquitoes’ power to 
infect was tried too soon after they had bitten a fever 
victim. Subsequently tests have shown that a period of 
twelve days must elapse before the bite becomes infect- 
ing. ‘These twelve days give the sanitarians time to 
prosecute their work for the extinction of the mosquitoes. 
The records of the Canal Commission give figures as tu 
the work of the medical officers of the U.§. Army in con- 
trolling the yellow fever situation in the Zone. At the 
beginning of the American occupancy there were some 
cases of yellow fever. The American records date from 
July, 1904. In January, 1905, there were nineteen 
cases in the whole population, of whom seven were em- 
ployees of the Panama railroad and the Commission. 
In April, 1905, a panic was caused among the Americans 
by seven cases in the Administration building in Panama, 
in which were about three hundred non-immune em- 
ployees. Three of those attacked died, and the steamers 
sailing from the Isthmus were crowded to their utmost 
capacity by frightened employees. This outbreak was 
beneficial in a measure, for it taught the authorities how 
intimately exemption from fever is associated with a 
large and effective force of laborers, and that a con- 
tinuation of the fever would seriously threaten the sup- 
ply of employees. In May the number of cases rose to 
thirty-three, in June to sixty-two, more than half among 
the employees. By this time the work of the Army 
sanitarians began to make itself felt, and the total for 
July fell to forty-two. In August the cases were only 
twenty-seven. 

The disease was now completely under control, and 
there was a steady diminution, until in December there 
was only one case, an American employee, who recovered. 
Since that last month in 1905 there has been no case of 
fever in the entire zone, a condition which bears out 
the prophecy of Dr. James Carroll, who after his mos- 
quito experiments said, in 1905, that “before the lapse 
of many years yellow fever will have become extinct. 
The length of time necessary for its complete eradication 
will depend upon the readiness of our Southern neigh- 
bors to accept the mosquito theory in toto and institute 
in their infected seaports vigorous and energetic meas- 
ures based upon it.” Mankind should consider itself 
fortunate in that strict military control and discipline 
existed in the home of yellow fever during the time when 
the medical world was striving to prove the mosquito 
theory of transmission, for in no other way than by mili- 
tary regulation could the indolent and ignorant tropical 
natives been made to observe the sanitary rules essential 
to the proper testing of the theory. If the Spanish- 
American War resulted in no other benefit than the mas- 
tery of one of the greatest disease scourges of the world, 
made possible by. instituting in Cuba the thorough-going 
methods of the Medical Department of the Army, who 
shall say that the gain to the human race has not com- 
pletely offset the small loss sustained in deaths and 
wounds in battle and that resulting from the damage to 
property directly and through the interruption to trade? 

If the fears of Fleet Surg. John Lloyd-Thomas, Royal 
Navy. are to be accepted, the medical profession may 
soon have the problem of Oriental yellow fever to grapple 
with. In an address before the Army, Navy and Ambu- 
lanee Section of the seventy-seventh annual meeting of 
the British Medical Association he said: “The Stegomyia 
species of mosquito has been found in the Philippine 
Islands, and that brings us face to face with the knowl- 
edge that the spread of yellow fever to the East is, in all 
human probability, only a matter of time. The gigantic 
problem of how to protect those of the Eastern nations 
against this disease will, therefore, before long call for 
the closest attention of such as work in the domain of 
preventive medicine.” 
Stegomyia mosquito is a creature of recent importation 
into the Philippines, we are at a loss to understand why 
its presence there is to be deemed to presage the spread 
of the fever to the Orient. If the mosquito of that species 


Since there is no evidence that the — 


has existed in the archipelago through the years and no 
fever epidemics have developed, we are not ready to admit 
that, because it is discovered there now and is associated 
with the spread of yellow fever in the West Indies regions, 
it must be considered as the harbinger of yellow jack in 
the Orient. However, if such a situation should arise the 
skili of the medica] officers of the American Army that 
was able to cope with the fever successfully in its cradle 
in Cuba will be able to overcome it in the Philippines 
The speaker paid a fine tribute to the medical men of the 
Army and Navy of the United States. He reminded his 
audience of the great strides made by “our American 
cousins in the realm of preventive medicine. It is only 
recent history how Cuba, once the hotbed of yellow fever, 
has been lifted out of the slough of despond and placed 
on a working footing with the other West Indian islands 
by the most strenuous and rigid observations of modern 
sanitary methods.” In the midst of the chorus of denun- 
ciation raised against the fly family on account of its 
supposed connection with typhoid fever, it is interesting 
to note that somebody rises to say a word in defense. Dr. 
J. Mitford Atkinson, in the London Lancet, says that 
when flies were recently seen eating mosquito larve in 
the waters of China, some were collected and sent to the 
Tropical School of Medicine, London, where they were 
properly classified as belonging to the family of 
anthomyide, or flower flies. A government inspector of 
Hong Kong last spring saw hundreds of these flies eating 
larve of mosquitoes in the nullah and in the streams near 
by. On stirring up the stagnant waters at the sides of 
the nullah swarms of larve were disturbed, and the flies 
pounced upon them and rapidly devoured larve almost 
as long as their own bodies. At times they would fly away 
with the larve in their mouths. Dr. Atkinson concludes 
that in these insects we may find a natural enemy of the 
mosquito that may do much to rid us of that pest. A 
fish native to Italy, which has a fondness for larve, has 
been taken to mosquito-infested localities, and perhaps 
some day our Army sanitarians in Panama, the Philip- 
pines and other places where the mosquito is dangerous 
to health may find it advisable to stock a neighborhood 
with these new friends of advanced medical science. 

The New York Medical Journal thinks that too much 
weight is given to the importance of the fly as a carrier 
of fever germs. While it says that there is no doubt 
whatever that in certain circumstances flies play an 
important part in the transmission of typhoid, this being 
especially true in a number of the Army camps in the 
Spanish War, it is doubtful whether fly transmission 
plays a great part in the causation of typhoid fever in 
New York. The commission that studied typhoid in 
Washington found but little connection between the germ 
of typhoid and the fly as its disseminator.

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FOOTBALL REFORM. 


We would suggest to experts in the reformation of 
football that they read in the January Naval Medical 
Bulletin the joint paper of Surg. George Pickrell and Asst. 
Surg. L. M. Schmidt, U.S.N., on injuries to the thigh 
resulting from blows, that they may understand how 
erroneous is the belief that hurts received in a football 
game do not long after bring serious illness, if not death. 
Those who were inclined to question the correctness of 
our view, expressed at the time of the death of Cadet 
Byrne after the West Point-Harvard game, that “injuries 
in order to have a serious effect in after-life do not 
necessarily have to display their seriousness on the grid- 
iron itself,” will find much to think over in this strictly 
scientific report of these two Navy medical officers. 
Radiographs are given in the cases of three Annapolis 
midshipmen who were hurt playing football. Their 
injuries were received in substantially the same manner, 
and in each case seemed to be only of passing moment, 
till some time after, when soreness in the spot affected 
and a gradual running down of the system were noted. 
X-ray pictures of the legs showed growths on the bone, 
and operations had to be performed. Three operations 
were needed in one case and two in another. The opinion 
of the essayists is that much danger exists in delaying 
operations, as so great an area may become infected 
that complete removal of the injured part might threaten 
the nutrition of the bone and result in permanent lame- 
ness. Dr. Schmidt well says: “These three cases, 
occurring in one season among the members of one team, 
and assuming a serious aspect only after a considerable 
lapse of time, make it seem highly probable that the cases 
of late bad results of this branch of athletics will fully 
equal, if not overshadow, the already large list of imme- 
diate serious injuries.” When one contemplates such 
effects as these from blows on so substantial a part of the 
human frame as the thigh, one can well understand that, 
because a player dazed by a terrific blow on the head in 
a football collision apparently recovers the full possession 
of his faculties in a few hours, or even minutes, there is 
not necessarily reason for supposing that he may not 
suffer later from some serious mental trouble. 

One of the most uncompromising attacks on the present 
college football game by any institution of learning is 
that of Fordham University, New York city, which, 
through its official organ, the Fordham Monthly, de- 
nounces the present style of play in unmeasured terms. 
It says, “If the proposed changes will kill the game, let 
it die, for its offenses make it worthy of capital punish- 
ment,” and charges that “stevedores and blacksmiths” 
are enlisted to attend colleges during the football season 
to play on the teams. Going beyond the usual condemna- 
tion of the game, it seeks to show that abolishing the 
sport in some institutions has sensibly improved the 
academic tone of the student body. Since Columbia 
University abolished football the autumn weeks there 
have become quiet and orderly, where previously academic 
work did not seriously begin until after Thanksgiving, 
owing to the distracting effect of the intercollegiate 
games and the attending excitement. The F

Monthly reiterates the charge that has been made by 
others that the mass play, the piling up of players, affords 
an excellent chance to injure a g player so that he 
will have to be taken out of the game, and asserts that 
this opportunity is eagerly sought. “It happens,” it 
says, “that certain men of exceptional ability on both 
sides are preordained for sacrifice,” and the superiority 
of play that should redound to a player’s credit and glory 
often leads to a permanent injury t may wreck his 
future life. “The officials are unable to see all these 
assaults, and even if they do the decision of an umpire 
and the infliction of a penalty cannot mend a broken 
back or cure a fractured skull.” The objectionableness 
of the coach and the dominance he exercises are pointed 
out as a serious evil to be radically reniedied, a suggestion 
closely in line with the views of Lieut. Comdr. M. E. 
Trench, U.S.N., on duty ‘at'thé Naval Academy, whose 
analysis of the coath* system ‘and the injury it works to 
the game was presented in'the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
of Dec. 25 last, page 465; ° The ‘Fordham critic says: “In 
1904, at the height of the football controversy in Cali- 


fornia, the presidents and committees on athletics of the 
two universities notified the students that no form of 
football having mass play would be again permitted. 

students then adopted’ the rugby game. It has been 
tested for five seasons, and has proved wholly satisfactory 
to all concerned.” We are convinced that the future of 
the game in this country lies largely in the hands of the 
two Service academies, and that if they take a stand for 
proper reform, and not the mere shadow of it, the popular 
outcry against the game may end, and the sport may 
resume its old place. The re-election of Capt. Palmer 
BH. Pierce, U.S.A., as president of the Intercollegiate 


. Athletic Association, reveals the belief of the large col- 


leges that the Army is deeply concerned in promoting the 
best interests of the game. 

A correspondent says: “The enclosure is to invite your 
attention to the fact that in the present football discus- 
sion it should not be overlooked that Cadet Byrne is not- 
the only sacrifice to the game at West Point.” Accom= 
panying the letter is the following extract from 
the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL of Nov. 9, 1895: 
“Second Lieut. Leonard M. Prince, 2d U.S. Inf, 
died at the Presbyterian Hospital, Chicago, death’ being 
the result of injuries received in the great Army and 
Navy football game at Annapolis in 1892. In a scrim- 
mage for the ball Prince, who was under the struggling 
mass of players, was struck by an unknown Annapolis 
player, who fell on the small of his back with both knees. 
When the ball was put in play again it was discovered 
that Prince could not rise, and he was carried off the 
field. An examination showed two floating ribs on his 
left side were broken and internal injuries inflicted. He 
was sick for some time, but after he was graduated in 
June, 1892, and had joined his regiment, it was thought 
all danger from his injuries was past. But while exer- 
cising in the post gymnasium, Fort Omaha, eight months 
ago, he again experienced the old pains. He returned to 
his home in Bloomington, Ill., where the family physician 
pronounced his sickness a result of the injuries received 
in the football game of 1892. Lieutenant Prince was 
the recognized leader of his regiment in everything per- 
taining to athletics. He leaves a widow and a child only 
a few weeks old.” Our correspondent goes on to say: “I 
am under the impression that Lieutenant Stacy, ’96 West 
Point, also died as the result of injuries at football. An 
examination would show other young officers retired from 
disability as result of- football injuries and possibly 
other deaths.” As Lieut. Lucien Stacy died of 
malarial fever after a sickness of six weeks his death 
can hardly be ascribed to football. 





BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 


The Provisional Drill Regulations for machine-gun 
companies, now nearly ready for issue, may be’ pur- 
chased from the Superintendent of Documents, Office of 
the Public Printer, Washington, D.C., or procured on 
requisition of the Governor. 

The expense of renting a telephone on the state rifle 
range is payable from the allotment for rifle practice 
upon the certificate of the Governor as to the propriety 
of the expenditure. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to sell such maga- 
zine rifles as are not needed for the use of rifle clubs, 
but there is no provision of law for a gratuitous issue 
of property to civilian rifle clubs. 

It having been brought to the attention of the War 
Department that in certain states armory instruction is 
seriously interfered with, and the efficiency. of the Or- 
ganized Militia impaired, by provisions of the state laws 
which allow the armories to be used for non-military pur- 
poses, such as fairs, exhibitions, revival meetings, civilian 
athletic contests, etc:, attention is invited to citations 
from existing laws of certain states touching upon this 
matter, in the hope that provisions of like nature may be 
introduced into the laws of those states in which the 
difficulties referred to have occurred. 

Massachusetts allows the temporary use of its armories 
for public purposes designated by the conimander-in- 
chief, who shall fix the compensation for their use. 
Similar provisions are in the military codes of Michigan, 
New York and Washington. New York also allows the 
use of its armories by cadet corps and veteran organiza- 
tions, but prohibits their use for political or religious 
purposes. Organizations other than those named must 
give a bond of indemnity for loss, damage or expense. 
Washington sets aside a room for the use of veteran 
organizations and grants the use of its rifle ranges to 
civilian rifle clubs affiliated with the N.R.A.

PANAMA FLOODS. 


We have been asked why the floods of the Isthmus of 
Panama would be more injurious to a sea-level than to a 
lock type of canal. A sea-level ditch means a water- 
way at the level.of the sea. Consequently, it must keep 
to that level even if it be many feet below the sur- 
face of the territory through which it passes. In the 
swamp near Gatun the bottom of a sea-level ditch would 
be some fifty feet below the general ground level. Near 
Bohio the bottom would be about seventy feet below this 
level. At Gamboa, where the Chagres River enters, the 
bottom of the river bed would be about ninety feet above 
the canal bottom. This waterway would be cut through 
the soft alluvial deposits of the lower Chagres Valley. 
In this respect it would differ widely from the Suez 
Canal, which runs through a rainless desert. With the 
Panama rainfalls, which often amount to continuous 
cloudbursts during the rainy season, one can form some 
conception of the effects of the freshets upon this deep 
ditch far below the level of the surrounding country, but 
he cannot have any but a vague idea, unless versed in 
tropical conditions, of the wash all along the sides of 
such a channel, subjected as it would be to these enor- 
mous rainfalls. These floods. pouring into the canal 
would tend continually to fill it with silt. and mud and 
compel steady dredging of the course. The-soft swamp 
mud through most of the tributaries: of the Chagres 
offers no foundation to support. controlling works de- 
signed to regulate and properly distribute the volume of 
these suddenly raised rivers, such as dams, or.weirs.- ._ 

We have the actual figures of the, rainfall. in 
the Canal Zone from the official records. of the Canal 
Commission for the past year, and from them we can 
make very instructive comparisons... -The greatest . rain- 
fall for one year ever recorded on. the Isthmus was that 
of 1909 at Porto Bello, where 237.28 inches was re- 
corded. ‘The greatest fall previously registered was that 
of #898 at Bohio; 204.61: inches. The rainfall of 151.46 
inches’ at Alhajuela in’ 1909 was the greatest ever noted 
at ‘that’ station, and-the records: run baek nine years. 
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eight years, the rainfall of 1909, 183.41 inches, was 
greater than that of any previous year on record. New 
Orleans has the highest mean yearly rainfall for the 
cities of the United States, 60.3 inches, the next coming 
Charleston, S.C., with 49.1, Galveston being third, with 
47.7, and nver, high up among the mountains, having 
the lowest, 14.3. The mean yearly rainfall for seventeen 
leading cities of the United States is 38.3 inches; hence, 
it would have taken the rain that fell upon six of these 
cities to equal in inches the heaviest downpour in the 
Canal Zone. In two months the fall in Porto Bello ex- 
ceeded an inch a day—in November and December, the 
falls being 45 and 58 inches, respectively, thus, in the 
last, the almost phenomenal precipitation of nearly two 
inches a day having been reached. In the month of 
July nearly an inch a day fell, the total being 26 inches, 
and in January nearly two-thirds of an inch a day, or 
twenty inches for the month, was recorded. Such pre- 
cipitation can scarcely be understood by the mind ac- 
eustomed to the comparatively smal] rainfall of the 
Northern latitudes, but one can imagine what would be 
the effect on the soft, easily moved earth of the Zone 
when he recalls what a fall of more than two inches in 
twenty-four hours means in the way of damage to a 
northen city. If one will consult the files of the news- 
papers of Oct. 9 and 10, 1903, he will learn the destruc- 
tion that a fall of 9.40 inches in a full day—the record 
for the city of New York—wrought in the metropolis and 
vicinity.

A Maine memorial service will be held at Carnegie 
Hall, New York city, Feb. 20, at 2:30 p.m., under the 
auspices of Manhattan Borough Council of the United 
Spanish War Veterans, and the services are to be public. 
Hon. Joseph H. Choate, former Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James. will preside. The speakers will be Rear 
Admiral C. D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., former commander of the 
Maine: Father Chidwick, former chaplain of the Maine; 
Congressman Sulzer, Rev. John Wesley Hill and Dr. 
Schulman. Music of the highest order has been retained 
and everything has been done to make this service note- 
worthy. 

Col. Walter B. Hotchkin, of the 22d Regiment, Corps 
of Enugrs.. N.G.N.Y., is chairman of the reception com- 
mittee, and with him are associated names familiar to 
rank and file in the Army and Navy. The survivors of 
the Maine will be in evidence, and it appears there will 
be a veritable reunion of Maine shipmates. The agita- 
tion on raising the Maine is becoming quite insistent, and 
at this time this service will be more interesting than 
at any other time. The United Spanish War Veterans 
will come from several states, and will congregate at 
the 12th Regiment armory, whence the whole body will 
march to the hall, under command of Past Comdr. James 
F. Court. The Maine survivors will head the column.

EVOLUTION OF THE MODERN RIFLE. 


That a minister of the Gospel was one of the pioneers 
of the modern military weapon may not be generally 
known. ‘This fact is brought out in an article in the 
London Graphic, which tells us that the man who in- 
vented the percussion lock met, at the hands of the War 
Office of the day, the usual reward of the inventor. This 
was the Rev. Alexander John Forsyth, the minister of 
the bleak Aberdeenshire parish of Belhelvie. The inven- 
tion, which “was in 1805, was so momentous that 
Napoleon offered the minister £20,000 for it, but he de- 
clined. Instead, he took it to the British government, 
which gave him a room in the Tower where he could 
carry on his experiments. 

After twelve months of hard work he was requested by 
the Ministry (which had changed) to remove himself and 
his “rubbish” from the Tower. He had the utmost diffi- 
culty in getting his actual expenses repaid; he had to 
wait twenty-seven years before his invention was tested 
at Woolwich, thirty-two before a regiment was armed 
with it, thirty-four before it was used in war, while he 
has had to wait till 1909 for a separate and accurate 

hy, which now comes from the pen of his proud 
geo. Major Gen. Sir Alexander John Forsyth 

id, K.C.B., Colonel of the 29th Punjabis. 

Forsyth varied his ministerial tasks by the study of 
chemistry and mechanics, and his attention was called to 
the mechanism of firearms when shooting wild-fowl on 
a loch near the manse. He noticed that many birds 
escaped his bag by diving the moment they saw the 
flash of his flint fowling-piece. He obviated this by 
covering the lock with a sidehead, a primitive device that 
may be said to have developed afterward into the per- 
cussion lock. Forsyth made his first percussion gun in 
1805, and took out a patent in July, 1807.-the specifica- 
tion being drawn up with the assistance of James Watt. 
A partnership was arranged, and under the superintend-

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Lieut. Gen. R. S. Baden-Powell is about to retire from 
the British army. It is understood that the General will 
in the future devote his energies to the furtherance of 
the Boy Scout movement, which he originated and has 
already brought to such a promising condition. The boys 
are much taken with the personality of their chief, whose 
heroic defense of Mafeking brought him at a bound into 
the highest popularity. “B. P.” became one of the idols 
of the day, and the relief of Mafeking was celebrated with 
an outburst of enthusiasm which had hardly any parallel 
throughout the Boer war. In a recent address to his boys, 
General Baden-Powell referred to the world-wide in- 
fluence of the movement, and said the last place he heard 
of a force being formed in was Smyrna, Asia Minor. He 
had a letter from the Emperor of Russia, stating that‘his 
staff officers- had started the movement there. He had 
also received a letter from the Governor of Canada, 
stating that the Scouts were so numerous that he did not 
know what to do with them all. He pointed out to the 
boys that they belonged to a big brotherhood, and if any 
of them went to the colonies they would find their brother 
Scout ready to give them the right hand of friendship. 

At a recent conference in London of school principals 
from various parts of the Empire among other matters 
was argued the question of military training for boys 
in schools, the result being the defeat, by an overwhelming 
majority, of a resolution declaring that it lowers the 
ideals of youth and impairs educational efficiency. The 
promoter of this misguided motion urged that ‘“‘there was 
a danger in military training of narrowing the thought 
of patriotism to one particular groove of activity,’’ while 
another contended that dressing boys in soldiers’ gar- 
ments made them think that necessarily they were the 
enemies of the boys of other countries. Evidence was 
given of the excellent results attending school camps. 
So far from the boys being pugnacious when under 
canvas, their gentler nature was more distinctly brought 
out, and as to the lowering of ideals it was pointed out 
with considerable force that there could be no nobler ideal 
than the duty of self-defense. 

Despatches from Shanghai announce that the Board 
of Foreign Affairs has decided to make representations to 
the Powers in order to secure such a modification of the 
peace protocol of 1901 as will permit the reconstruction 
of the Taku forts. The idea is to make Taku a naval 
base for the protection of Pekin. These representations 
to the Powers are being made on the advice of Prince 
Tsai Hsun, brother of the Regent, who is at the head 
of a commission which is now in Europe visiting and 
inspecting the various government and private shipbuild- 
ing yards. 

From statistics just published in the German press, 
giving for European countries the number of dirigible 
balloons and aeroplanes already finished at the end of 
1909, or which will be ready for use very shortly, Consul 
Carl Bailey Hurst, of Plauen, quotes the following: 
Germany possesses fourteen dirigibles of six different 
models—namely, Gross, Zeppelin, Parseval, Schiitte, 
Siemens-Schuckert and the Rhine-Westphalian airship— 
and five aeroplanes. France has seven dirigibles and 
twenty-nine aeroplanes; Italy, three dirigibles and seven 
aeroplanes; Russia, three dirigibles and six aeroplanes; 
Austria, two dirigibles and four aeroplanes; England, 
two dirigibles and two aeroplanes, and Spain, one 
dirigible and three aeroplanes. Altogether, European 
nations have thirty-two dirigibles and fifty-six aeroplanes 
that are presumed to be available for service. 

The illicit sale of arms on the Indian northwest frontier 
continues to engage the attention of the British and 
Indian military authorities. The cruiser.Perseus landed 
a force at Ras Pishkan, on the coast of British Baluchi- 
stan, some twelve miles west of Gwadur, which surprised 
a gun-running caravan and seized a large quantity of 
rifles and ammunition, while a few weeks ago a gun- 
running dhow was captured off Jack, near the entrance to 
the Persian Gulf. The police at Bombay recently arrested 
nineteen Afghan traders, who are believed to be engaged 
in the tre‘fiic and who were on their way to the Gulf to 
make arrangements, it is supposed, for convoying a con- 
signment of arms which was to be landed at one of the 
seaports. During the last few years large quantities of 
.303 rifles and ammunition, mostly made in-Germany, 
have been shipped to the Persian Gulf for sale to the 
natives. 

The General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Northern 
Command, British army, has issued orders that medical 
officers detecting cases of injury to health through exces- 
sive cigarette smoking shall send a special report to the 
commanding officer concerned. who, when there are 
grounds for believing that a young soldier is injuring his 
fitness for military duty by excessive cigarette smoking, 
his battery, squadron or company commander will order 
him to discontinue the use of cigarettes entirely for a 
specifie period. 

The Emperor of Austro-Hungary has placed the Land- 
wehr (National Guard) on an equal footing with the 
regular army as to matters concerning the wearing of 
foreign decorations and the reception of foreign princes 
or officers. The Emperor’s New Year gift, as the conces- 
sion is called, is warmly welcomed, but it is the hope of 
the Militiirische Presse, which is the military supplement 
of the Fremdenblatt, that the aspirations of the Land- 
wehr to be identified completely with the line will yet be 
gratified. It is hoped that the Emperor may yet see his 
way to do away with the designation of “Landwehr” 
altogether, and to unite the forces with the regulars as 
additional infantry and Ulan regiments. 

So far as coal is concerned, the industrial future of 
Japan seems well assured, says Cassier’s Magazine, for 
though the island kingdom is mining the black diamonds 
at the rate of fourteen million tons a year, she has a 
visible supply of 1,200 million tons. The coal seams 
usually vary from three to eight feet thick, and are 
mostly so conveniently situated that they can be worked 
by incline, there being very few shafts in operation yet. 
Some shafts are. however, being sunk to a depth of 1,000 
feet, and two 900-foot shafts have recently started work- 
ing. In the north, on the island of Hokkaido. a coal 
field containing thirteen seams, of which the thinnest is 
three feet thick, has been discovered; in another part of 
the same island twenty seams have been found, five at 
least being workable: while in still another district there 
are three excellent seams, of which one is twenty-five 
feet thick and of great extent. In the south, in the 
island of Kyushin, the coal measures are at least thirty 
miles Jong by from eight to sixteen miles wide, and are 
estimated to contain 600 million tons, or about half the 





entire quantity in sight in Japan. The Japanese coal 
mines now employ nearly 60, hands, the annual per 
capita output being about 240 tons. The ldrgest mine in 
Japan—the Manda—has a shaft forty-one feet by twelve 
feet, 896 feet deep, and a daily output of 1,100 tons, 
Nearly all the cutting in Japanese mines is done by hand; 
but machinery is being introduced, and it is hoped that 
cost of production will be reduced. 

Rear Admiral Sir Douglas Gamble, an officer on the 
active list of the British navy, who was lent to the 
Turkish government by the British Admiralty last year 
to assist in the rehabilitation of the Turkish navy, and 
who has drawn a salary of $15,00U a year from the Tur- 
kish government, has resigned this office on account of 
the effect of the Turkish climate upon his health. Dur- 
ing the time that Admiral Gamble has been with the 
Constantinople government he has transformed the semi- 
derelicts which lay before the palace on the Bosphorus, 
their hulls overgrown with barnacles, their engines out 
of order, their guns useless, and their bunkers and 
magazines empty, into a fleet ready for active service, so 
that when recently the moment came for the navy to 
declare itself on the side of the constitution, Admiral] 
Gamble was prepared to lead his ships to San Stefano 
to support the National Assembly. 

A giant hammerhead crane, built in England, and the 
largest yet sent to the Orient, has just been installed at 
Nagasaki for the Mitsu. Bishi dockyard and engine 
works. This crane is 177 feet high, one of the largest 
in the world. It is for lifting loads of 150 tons at a time 
and can swing them at a radius of eighty feet, and will 
be used in placing boilers, engineers and other heavy 
machinery aboard vessels. 

Eliminating as far as possible all military features in 
the control of her foreign possessions, Japan has formu- 
lated a plan that will mark a revolution in the adminis- 
tration of her leased and protected territory. ‘he 
Governor General’s office of Mwang-tung will be re- 
organized on a much smaller scale, and the naval station 
at Port Arthur will be abolished. ‘he stations at Sasebo 
and Chinampo, Corea, will, however, be enlarged. The 
administrative work of the South Manchurian Railway, 
together with the control of the police, will be turned 
over to the railway company. ‘The consuls are to take 
charge of all foreign affairs. The reason given for these 
proposed changes is a realization that suspicion has been 
unnecessarily aroused among the Powers and that a 
handle has been given for charges that in reality were 
not well founded. 

Australia’s first warship, the torpedoboat destroyer 
Parametta, was launched at Glasgow on Feb. 9, Mrs. 
Asquith, wife of the Premier, christening the vessel. 

The reason why the German shipyards are not receiy- 
ing many orders for the building of ships for foreign 
navies, in the opinion of Admiral von ‘Tirpitz, Secretary 
of the Admiralty, is that other countries exercise political 
pressure to secure the business. 

An expenditure of $500,000,000, extending over a 
period of ten years, is what the Russian scheme of naval 
rejuvenation calls for. Besides battleships and cruisers, 
the plan is said to cal] for fifty destroyers and fifty trans- 
ports, the construction to be principally Russian. The 
Czar’s approval has been obtained, but how the Douma 
will act toward such a gigantic appropriation scheme is 
yet to be known. 
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FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


Admiral] Wilson, the new First Sea Lord of the British 
Admiralty, is credited with having introduced into the 
navy the first effective repair ship, a recognized necessity 
of every first class fleet at the present time. Under 
Admiral Wilson's direction a further development of this 
policy of making fleets self-contained is expected, with 
ammunition ships provided for each large separate com- 
mand, the vessels being used as ordinary store carrying 
vessels for naval purposes at normal times, but ready for 
immediate use in case of war. According to British 
service papers Admiral Wilson’s plans are said to 
be favorable to the building of more armored cruisers, 
as against increased Dreadnought construction. After 
1912 Invincibles are to be the favorite model in the build- 
ing race with Germany. The practical view is taken that 
a naval war with Germany would be highly destructive, 
and that the second and third lines of reserves would be 
brought into service eventually, as England would have 
marked advantage in these reserves. ‘lhe premature 
condemnation of the older ships is now regarded as 
wasteful. Admiral Wilson has already made it plain to 
all officers of the navy that the feuds of favoritism and 
partisan warfare have ended. 

The French Cabinet on Feb. 7 approved the bill to 
fix the permanent strength of the French navy as fol- 
lows: Baltic fleet, 28 battleships, 10 scout ships, 52 
seagoing torpedoboats. Coast defense, 94 submarines, 2 
mine layers. Distant foreign service, 10 ships. This 
does not take account of the various classes of special 
service boats, transports, etc. Ia Liberté says the pro- 
gram of new construction and reconstruction involves an 
expenditure of $28,000,000 during the next ten years. 

On account of the limited amount of cabin room on 
the modern battleship, promotion to warrant rank is 
being denied to some branches of the enlisted personnel 
of the British navy on the ground that a warrant officer 
is entitled to his own cabin; therefore, no available 
cabins, no more warrants. In the eighteenth century, 
says the United Service Gazette, Admiral Boscawen 
raised his voice against all ‘‘standing cabins” other than 
the commanding officer’s or the admiral’s. In his opinion 
the lieutenant who wanted privacy could secure it with 
a canvas sereen—or go without it, as his forefathers had 
done. Admiral Boscawen held that lieutenants with 
standing cabins would not fail to use their quarters. as 
storage room for strong liquors. Going into action he 
once had occasion to knock away the timbers enclosing a 
Jieutenant’s cabin. So many bottles were found by the 
men detailed for the work that before Boscawen’s flagship 
met the French a merry disorganization had spread 
among the gun’s crews. 

It has been calculated that the capacity of the private 
firms in Great Britain for building, arming and com- 
pletely equipping vessels of the Dreadnought type is not 
less than eighteen at the same time. With some little 
addition to the facilities for gun mounting production, 
this number could he increased to twenty. There are ten 
private docks in the United Kingdom capable of taking 
ships of the Dreadnought type, and two more under 
construction. , 

In the fleet record for 1909 of gunlayers’ tests with 
heavy guns in the British navy the China Squadron leads, 
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with the King Alfred, flagship, best ship of the squadron. 
In this squadron five ships competed, sixty-four men 
fired, and the result was a score of 68.69 points per gun 
or turret, the King Alfred scoring 79.21. The second 
place in the list is taken by the Home Fleet, Third Divi- 
sion and Third Cruiser Squadron, score 49.872, with the 
Illustrious as the leading ship at 64.27. The third place 
in order of merit is taken by the Home Fleet, Second 
Division and Second Cruiser Squadron, score 48.613, with 
the Natal as best ship at 89.44. The nucleus crew ships 
(that is, those ships on a peace footing) have again done 
remarkably well, while the First Division of the Home 
Fleet has a comparatively poor record, 37.188. 

The new German cruiser Mainz on Feb. 4 covered a 
mile off Dantzig at the rate of 29.6 knots an hour. 


The scheme of copartnership between the West 
Hartlepool, England, shipworks and its workmen has 
heen pronouneed a success, from the directors’ point of 
view, after less than a year’s trial. The system was 
adopted provisionally for a year’s trial, the workmen 
shareholders to receive a four per cent. dividend on their 
share of the eapital, while the ordinary shareholders 
were to be paid at the rate of five per cent. In addition, 
surplus profits were to be divided equally between the 
ordinary and the workmen shareholders. Two stringent 
conditions were laid down for the workmen’s observance ; 
first, that everyone in the works was to become a share- 
holder, and, secondly, that there were to be no strikes. 
As a result of this provisional period in the working of 
the scheme, the workpeople are to be paid their specified 
four per eent., and, along with the ordinary shareholders, 
to receive a bonus of five per cent. The directors seek a 
continuance of the scheme, and point out that, in view of 
the heavy penalties imposed for delay in delivery of 
work entrusted to them, they feel disinclined to accept 
fresh work without some assurance as that embodied in 
the copartnery scheme that there will be a freedom from 
trade disputes and interruptions. As an instance of the 
loss which can thus be incurred, mention is made in the 
directors’ report of four large ships, the delay on which 
totaled 1,002 days. From the masters’ position, there- 
fore, the scheme is found to be successful. The men’s 
view of the question has yet to be heard, and it will be 
awgited with interest on all sides, says the London En- 
sinter, as it is known that the results of the present trial, 
if successful, will lead almost certainly to similar 
systems being adopted elsewhere. 

Of the $10,000,000 it costs to build a modern Dread- 
nought fully $7,000,000 goes to the payment of mechanics’ 
wages, says the Westminster Gazette, which notes that 
“there is jubilation on the Clyde,” where an order for 
a British super-Dreadnought has just been placed. Such 
a contract, says the paper, is worth a whole flotilla of 
torpedoboats, or half a dozen of the small cruisers.

A GRIM SUGGESTION. 


To tHe Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
tetarding as they do the movement of the army, re- 
quiring the attention of a large proportion of the sani- 
tary personnel, needed every hour of the day and night 
io fight off and prevent disease, will we not in future 
come to a realization of how much better it would be to 
painlessly kill all sick and wounded, except those whose 
ailments or wounds are so slight as to require the mini- 





mum of attention from the sanitary corps? It is appre- - 


ciated that this is an idea which will receive great criti- 
cism, but will we not come to it in the end of the revo- 
lution now in progress in the methods of military 
hygiene? It is not new. During the Civil War the 
refusal to exchange prisoners between North and South 
resulted in the death of hundreds of Northern soldiers in 
Andersonville. * i 
Would not the trained personnel of the proposed Sani- 
tary Corps, with officers of rank and experience, do more 
for ultimate victory in the shortest time by guarding the 
sourees of infection, cleaning up, with the assistance of 
details from the Infantry, breeding places for disease, 
and guarding the water supply of the Army, than by 
weakening their forces to supply details for duty in hos- 
pitals? Should not the sick and wounded at the dressing 
stations be cared for by a service of physicians and 
nurses, who need no knowledge of the intricate military 
problems of hygiene and _ sanitation? Surgeons and 
nurses, as well as physicians, can be found in any local- 
ity, well qualified to care for the sick and wounded 
until their eases ean be disposed of as suggested by pain- 
less death, but the development of a capable body of 
trained sanitary soldiers. No ward attendants require 
the encouragement of Congress to be efficient; the Sani- 
tary Corps should be a part of the line, and its officers 
should command troops of all arms in accordance with 
their rank. With the high rank necessary, as stated, to 
organize such a corps, it will soon be found that divisions 
will be commanded by sanitary officers, who, with the 
assistance of competent staff officers to plan actions 
under fire, will be able, by means of their special know]l- 
edge, to bring into the fight a perfect army in physique, 
morals and health, leaving the details of battle action to 
subordinates whose minds, freed from the problems of 
hygiene, are devoted to the requirements of battle. 
Indeed, it may be hoped that the sanitary corps senti- 
nel, armed with his carbine, posted over a _ suspected 
water supply, will, when the perfect method is adopted, 
he able, as is the sentinel of the line of to-day, in time 
of war, to shoot down persons who refuse to obey his 
order not to drink, as would the sentinel of to-day shoot 
down the person who refused to halt when ordered. 
HYGIENE. 


If the sanguinary proposal of this disciple of Dr. Osler 
were adopted our correspondent would have to be himself 
appointed Grand Executioner-in-Chief, for we doubt 
whether anyone else could be found to thus deliberately 
kill men in cold blood, whether they be friend or foe. 
We question whether “Hygiene” would himself seriously 
propose such a wholesale killing if he had the remotest 
idea that his suggestion would be adopted.

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INTERI’RETATION OF UNIFORM ORDER. 


To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The following appears in G.O. No. 169, W.D., Aug. 14, 
1907, page 63: 

“Dress uniform—dismounted: To be worn at retreat 
roll-call and on pass, when climate and weather permit.” 

The present interpretation of this order, at least in 
the Department of California, is that the Service uni- 
form cannot be worn outside the limits of the post, except 
when on duty. The general practice in the United States 
with which the citizens thereof are more or less familiar 











is to change their clothing at nightfall. Until recently 
the Service uniform was allowed to be worn until re- 
treat, which ceremony was in blue uniform, and this uni- 
form was required to be worn from that hour. Enlisted 
men leaving the post after that hour were required to 
be in the blue uniform. This requirement was in no 
way onerous. Now, however, no officer or enlisted man 
is permitted to leave the post in Service uniform at any 
time except on duty. The result of this is that a change 
of uniform must be made to go the slightest distance 
from the post; in some cases for distances less than one 
hundred yards. Non-commissioned officers, who are mar- 
ried, and in some cases have their families in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the post, are compelled to change 
their uniform in order to go there. Soldiers desiring to 
fish, hunt, take exercise of any description, are as a 
consequence debarred from the use of a simple, service- 
able and comfortable uniform, eminently suited for such 
purposes. 

The present clothing allowance and pay of enlisted 
men under this interpretation will be insufficient. Many 
posts are near comparatively small towns, and there 
certainly appears no reason, having any foundation in 
common sense, why men should not be able to indulge 
in healthful recreation suitably attired. It is especially 
inconvenient when stationed near small towns. Such an 
order ‘is certainly most annoying and vexatious to all 
affected by it, and who have not rank enough to disobey 
it with impunity. In several departments the use of the 
blue uniform is mandatory only after retreat, and not 
for short absences authorized under existing customs 
prior to that hour. Justice would seem to require simi- 
lar interpretation in all posts of the Army. While all 
orders should be promptly and strictly obeyed, this order, 
if the above interpretation is correct, should be modified 
to read, “At retreat and afterward.” To consider the 
national characteristics of the people, as reflected in the 
enlisted personnel of the Army, is a course the wisdom 
of which is to be seen in numberless examples in mili- 
tary history. The American soldier is not a European. 
and is not going to be made so; therefore the issue of 
irritating and annoying orders should properly be avoided. 
Furthermore, the spectacle of a man fishing from the end 
of a wharf, taking exercise on a road, or any other 
amusement about the vicinity of the post by no means 
appeals to the mind of the soldier when required to be 
in dress uniform. It is cbviously in the highest degree 
absurd. 

Army orders yet unrevoked require the presence of 
general officers and their staff at department headquar- 
ters in uniform. If it be essential to military efficiency 
for members of the garrison to change their uniforms to 
walk across the street in broad daylight, why should the 
violation of the War Department order requiring uniform 
to be worn on military duty be restricted solely to the 
headquarters of the Army and military departments? 
Tt is about time the like of a little common sense should 
be brought to bear on the subject.

EXPERT OPINION OF THE MEYER PLAN. 


To THE EprrorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As a constant reader of the JOURNAL, and as one who 
is somewhat familiar with navy yard organization and 
shop management, as well as a sincere friend of naval 
progress and efficiency, I have been greatly interested in 
the reports of the hearings before the Naval Committee 
with respect to the system of navy yard management 
which has been inaugurated by Secretary Meyer. 

T.et me say at once that when the Meyer plan was 
published I studied the provisions very carefully, and 
came to the conclusion that it was decidedly for the best 
interests of the Navy that it should be adopted because 
it was thoroughly in accord with the latest methods of 
shop management in the most progressive and most 
efficient large manufacturing establishments. 

It is somewhat curious to note that in the investiga- 
tion by the committee so little attempt seems to be made 
to utilize ordinary common sense and to get at the essen- 
tials without regard to technica) means. The essential 
features of shop management in so large a plant as the 
navy yard are not difficult to understand, and, if people 
would use the same common sense which they do in their 
personal business relations, it seems to me they could 
not fail to recognize the wisdom of the Meyer plan and 
the unwisdom of the Newberry plan. 

Because shoemakers and harness makers both use 
leather it has not been found conducive to economy to 
combine the two lines of work. The condition in the 
navy yards in a way is somewhat similar. The work to 
be done involves machine shops, foundries, woodworking 
shops, ete., but it by no means follows that the best 
economy and efficiency would result from consolidating 
each of these classes of work into one shop under one 
head. The large manufacturing concerns are going on 
exactly the opposite principle, and where they have 
enough work to make it worth while they set off each 
kind of product as if it were in a small factory by itself, 
and have all the different operations necessary to that 
work as a part of this small factory. The result is that 
they may have a dozen different shops doing exactly the 
same class of work. With them it is not a question of 
theory, because they have tried it out, and found that it 
gives the best results as to economy, efficiency and 
rapidity of production. 

One feature of the investigation by the committee has 
struck me as very remarkable, although it perhaps is 
common enough with all Congressional committees, viz.. 
that, although the committee is composed entirely of 
lawyers, they conduct their examination with less regard 
to the usual rules of evidence than does a country justice 
of the peace. ‘This was very noticeable in the examina- 
tion of the Paymaster General, who was asked and 
allowed to express his opinion with respect to such tech- 
nical matters as the education of engineers and con- 
structors, although it must have been evident to every 
member of the committee that such an opinion could be 
of no possible value, because he was entirely without 
technical education or experience. The friends of Admira' 
Rogers, of whom the writer is one, were sincerely grieved 
to see him fall into the error of attempting to express 
opinions where he obviously was incompetent, because it 
has a tendency to diminish the splendid reputation which 
he has made in his own legitimate line of work—accounts. 

Another instance comes out in your last issue where 
Admiral Goodrich was before the committee. One would 
suppose, from his testimony, that he really was an expert 
on shop management, and yet his opportunities for ex- 
perience in that line have been so very meagre that his 
own testimony shows those who are familiar with such 
matters that such information as he has is entirely 





theoretical and obtained from books. Those familiar with 
the literature of shop management will at once recognize 
in his stories about moving pig iron, shoveling, etc., that 
he has become enamored of what is known as the Taylor 
system. Mr. Taylor is one of the geniuses of the en- 
gineering .profession, but, much as engineers generally 
admire his great ability, his system has made little 
progress, for the reason that it takes a man of almost his 
own wonderful ability and energy to make it succeed. 
However admirable this system may be in other places, 
the navy yards are about the last places where it could 
be applied with the hope of any good results. 

It is rather amusing, in reading Admiral Goodrich’s 
testimony, to note his claim that the Newberry system 
gives the commandant charge of the work in the navy 
yards which he did not have before, and which it would 
be assumed by inference he does not have under the 
Meyer plan. Of course this is all absurd, as every 
person familiar with the Navy knows the commandant 
has charge of all work at the yards, but as a real matter 
of fact it would not have been long under the Newberry 
system until he degenerated into a mere figurehead, with 
the manager of the manufacturing department as the real 
power. It is amusing also to notice how gingerly Ad- 
miral Goodrich dodges any discussion of the Meyer plan. 

Admiral Capps has shown a brilliant example of how 
an able man can and should handle himself under trying 
circumstances. To have expected him to condemn the 
Newberry system, which virtually places all materiel of 
the Navy under him, and to praise the Meyer plan, 
which somewhat reduces his prerogatives from what they 
were before the Newberry plan, would have been to re- 
quire something of which ordinary humanity is incapable. 
Admiral Capps is certainly a clever man, and one of 
whom the Navy has good cause to be proud. His replies 
were dignified and fearless. As already stated, the writer 
does not agree with him as to the best system of navy 
yard management, but he cannot withhold his admiration 
for the ability shown in discussing what for him is such 
an important question and so beset with difficulty. If 
the Paymaster General had shown the same appreciation 
of the matter, and limited his discussion to those features 
of the organization on which he is an authority, he would 
have come out of the investigation with as good a record 
as his colleague. 

Undoubtedly some such scheme as that of Secretary 
Meyer would have been adopted ultimately, because the 
Newberry plan was opposed to all modern methods, and 
it would have been proved unworkable and uneconomical. 
It is to be hoped that the committee, which was so ready 
to give Secretary Newberry a chance to try out his 
hastily conceived and ill arranged plan, will be at least 
fair enough to give Secretary Meyer a fair opportunity 
to try out his plan, which is the result of long and care- 
ful consideration by some of the best talent in the Navy, 
and which is in accord with the best practice of the most 
progressive industrial establishments in our own country 
and in the world.

FOR UNIFORMITY OF SERVICE ARMS.

As the matter now 
stands, were the Navy or the Marine Corps to take the 
field in .eo:operation: with. the Army, and a shortage of 
ammunition. or rifles occurred in either force, it would 
be impossible. for either to draw on the other, because 
each requires a different cartridge to fit the arm with 
which it is equipped. . ; ae 

Nearly, if not all, of the Organized Militia are at 
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present armed with the new U.S. magazine rifle, model 
of 1903, and now comes a proposition to put this arm 
into the hands of civilian clubs and schoolboys, while 
there are over 50,000 soldiers and sailors of the Regular 
establishment who are still equipped with the old Krag- 
Jorgensen, model of 1898. Is this consistent or good mili- 
tary policy?

A vote at the present time 
would, I believe, show the practically unanimous opinion 
of the line against it, and it is after all the opinion of 
the line of the Army, the officers who do the work and 
who are to benefit from the advantages and suffer from 
the evils of the bill that is of value. 

The original excuse for this bill was said to be ineffi- 
ciency and want of promotion in the line. Promotion 
is something that all officers naturally desire. Promo- 
tion means increased rank, pay and distinction, and over 
ninety per cent. of the officers of the Army voted against 
this tempting bait. As to efficiency, we have the volun- 
tary statement of a department commander who has 
served nearly fifty years in the Army, soon to terminate 
a career of exceptional honor and distinction, that the 
Army is in a higher state of efficiency to-day than it ever 
has been. The Army is efficient. More than that, it is 
more efficient than it ever was before, and its efficiency 
is rapidly increasing. ; : 

We know and admit that there are a few inefficients in 
the Service, but we in the line know who they are and 
the number of them. We know that they consist gen- 
erally of individuals who by virtue of powerful family 
connection or strong political influence have obtained 
commissions, and through inadequate examinations have 
hung on from one grade to another. 

We would fain part with these barnacles of the Serv- 
ice, but their number is not so great and their ineffi- 
ciency is not so pernicious that we are willing to wreck 
the Service to get rid of them, and find after all that 
the real inefficients are still on the job. But, says our 
friend, who read it in the National Guard Magazine, or 
perhaps in the late lamented Army and Navy Life, the 
Germans and Japanese have elimination and selection. 
Yes, thou inspired of the wisdom of Solomon; and so 
do the Abyssinians and the Zulus. But—and this is 
trite—in all those countries the nobility and_politically 
powerful are immune from the application of the prin- 
ciple of “elimination,” and come in first for the highest 
benefits of “selection,” and that is precisely the “joker” 
in the “Elimination bill.”

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PHYSICAL TESTS. 


To THE EprTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A riding test of fifteen miles is prescribed. Field 
officers stand it. 

The test is increased to ninety miles. 


stand it. 

Is the plain inference accepted and the Service and the 
field officers credited with the good physical condition 
and hardiness shown? Not much. 

There seems to be a lot of people who know just what 
field officers should do and when, where, how and why 
they should do it. 

One correspondent, over the signature ‘‘*X” in a No- 
vember issue of the JoURNAL, is dissatisfied because some 
officers take the riding test without preparation (appar- 
ent to him), and fails to see that such men must be in 
good physical condition all the time, and must know it. 
Now comes a correspondent, over the signature “An Offi- 
cer” in the JourNatL of Jan. 29, who says that the riding 
test has not “secured the desired result.” Perhaps not. 
What is the “desired result”? 

It is more than probable that comparative physical 
examinations, with proper tests, would show that our 
field officers are in better physical condition for age 
than our captains and lieutenants, and age must be 
considered in both tests and preparations, as any expert 
trainer knows. T’reparation may safely be left to the 
field officers themselves, for it is absurd to suppose that 
men of their experience do not know what is best for 
themselves, and conditions vary for each one. 

The test, as it stands, is about right, except that it 
should be modified for the tropics. There has been about 
enough “rot” written and published about this thing over 
signatures which do not indicate who the writers are, or 
what are their claims to superiority of judgment, ex- 
perience or capacity to advise. This continual “knock- 
ing” of our field officers should stop: there is no warrant 
for it, and it is highly injurious to discipline and to the 
reputations of the Service. I think that the JourRNAL 
should refuse to publish such articles, except over the 
true signature of the writers.

TYPHOID AT FORT D. A. RUSSELL. 


U.S.A. General Hospital, San Francisco, Cal. 
‘To THE Eniror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

By direction of the Surgeon General I have published 
in the Military Surgeon for March, 1910, an account 
of a recent typhoid epidemic at Fort D. A. Russell, and 
as the incident carries valuable lessons for line officers | 
request your assistance in bringing to their attention the 
following facts concerning it: 

a The epidemic included thirty-three cases, all in the 
Field Artillery, and all but six in Battery F, 4th Field 
Art. 

2. The infection was probably kept alive for a time 
by mild and unrecognized cases. : 

3. It must spread and became epidemic because of 
the fact that men in the early stages of the disease were 
put on duty as waiters in the dining room and go in- 
fected their companions’ food. 
>. The epidemic was stopped by action based on this 
nelief. 

_ 5. The epidemic was made possible because of the ex- 
istence of the following faulty practices that are known 
to obtain in very many companies throughout the Army: 

(a) Dining room attendants and kitchen police were 
detailed by roster and without regard to their fitness 
for the work, their habits of cleanliness, or their state

of health, provided that they were not on sick report. 

(b) Being so detailed they did their work without 
supervision or instruction as to the importance of cleanli- 
ness of hands and apparel. 

(c) Infected men did not go on sick report until too 
sick to get about, probably partly for the reason that 
resort to sick report is often discouraged by line officers 
and non-commissioned officers to such a degree that the 
men get to regard it as an offense. 

I would therefore strongly recommend that line officers 
ponder these things in their hearts.

THE MORAL EQUIVALENT OF WAR. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
This little brochure of William James is the most re- 
markable production of the pen I have ever had the 
pleasure to read. It is well reasoned out and full of 
meat; but the one thing of all others that strikes me as 
of the greatest significance is the fact that before all 
and above al! the writer appears to believe that we want 
war all the time, and are born and bred with a certain 
innate desire for blood. Mr. James’s argument over- 
looks altogether the fact that the human creature will 
sacrifice anything and all things for a principle. None 
more than the woman—the woman who never fights: 
and when we are told that in 1898 our people read the 
word “ ‘war’ in letters three inches high for three months 
in every newspaper,” he must know that the instigators 
of that war were to be found in every church in our 
land, and if not all women, that the congregations of 
those churches embraced all that he describes as femin- 
ism. Men not in petticoats, but all ready for them, if 
by so attiring themselves, they could escape the deadly 
tropics. or the bullets of a wily foe. No, sir! Those 
gentlemen to whom Mr. James refers as of the military 
organization—“the most peaceful of activities’”—did not 
want the war at all. No more do the policemen desire 
to encounter mobs. The difficulty lies in this: that we 
as a nation have no army to speak of, and the outsiders 
have a notion that every soldier with a gun is never so 
happy as when he is shooting at someone or being shot 
at. Therefore it is that. on the outbreak of war the 
so-called volunteer is rushing into the Service for this de- 
lectable purpose: to kill and be killea. The motif for 
war—he it gain on the one hand or principle on the other, 
or both in one combined—is the matter Mr. James should 
devote his attention to for a few moments, and when he 
discovers a method for preserving peace in families where 
there is a disputed will at that moment, he may sink 
his ships and unhorse his troopers, and not until 3%

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The President has detailed Major Gen. William H. 
Carter, now commanding the Department of Luzon, as 
a member of the General Staff Corps, to succeed Brig. 
Gen. William W. Wotherspoon, and has relieved General 
Carter from duty in the Philippines Division, with in- 
structions to take the first available transport sailing 
from Manila and proceed to Washington. This action 
is taken because of the possibility that Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, who will relieve Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell on April 14 as Chief of Staff, may be relieved of a 
part of the strain and labor that would fall upon him 
as Chief of Staff for the first few months following the 
operation recently performed upon him at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital. General Wood’s present condition is said to 
be all that could be desired. On Thursday he sat up for 
a considerable part of the day and engaged in conversa- 
tion with his aide-de-camp, Capt. John R. Procter, 
cC.A.C., and with the members of the hospital staff: It 
has been decided, however, that General Wood should 
not undergo the strain of making the journey to Panama 
with the special board which will spend the month of 
April there selecting sites for fortifications to protect 
the Canal. While on Feb. 16 it was stated at the War 
Department that he would go to Panama, the following 
day it was announced that he would not go. It is not 
unlikely that General Wood will take a few months’ 
leave and that Brig. Gen. Walter Howe will continue in 
command of the Department of the East until mid- 
summer. General Howe took temporary command of the 
Department of the East on Feb. 16 with headquarters at 
Governors Island, and moved his belongings from Fort 
Hancock, Sandy Hook, to No. 13, the quarters formerly 
ogecupied by Lieut. Col. Edwin St. J. Greble. 

It is expected that Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss will be 
given command of the Department of the Lakes whon 
Major Gen. Fred. D. Grant assumes command of the 
Department of the East. The successor to Major Gen- 
eral Carter in the Department of Luzon has not been 
selected. 

A board appointed to select from the captains of the 
line having had service in the Ordnance Department an 
officer to be promoted major in place of Major W. 
Peirce, promoted to lieutenant colonel following the re- 
tirement on Feb. 12 of Lieut. Col. Ormond M. Lissak, 
have recommended the promotion of Capt. Herman W. 
Schull to be major. 

In order to replace medicine and hospital supplies 
destroyed by fire at the Army Medical Supply Depot in 
New York, Feb. 4, 1910, the Secretary of War, on Feb. 
14, submitted to the House a recommendation for a de- 
ficiency appropriation of $367,000. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral reported that the remainder of the appropriation 
for the present fiscal year is insufficient to meet this 
extraordinary loss “without dangerously encroaching on 
the reserves which every prudent government must 
maintain in anticipation of military emergencies, such 
as the recent intervention in Cuba, requiring the im- 
mediate issue of large quantities of equipment.” 

Unofficial advices received at Washington report con- 
ditions existing at Fort George Wright, in the Department 
of the Columbia, which will probably lead to a general 
court-martial, owing to a personal difference between Lieut. 
Col. William R. Abercrombie and Major J. M. T. Par- 
tello, both of the 25th Inf. Brig. Gen. M. P. Maus, 
commanding the Department, has placed both officers 
under arrest. This action followed a report made by 
Major George Bell, jr., Inspector General, which, it is 
said, showed a condition of affairs that made it advisable 
io relieve Lieutenant Colonel Abercrombie of command. 
Tt is known that Major Partello has for several months 
desired a transfer to another post because of the strained 
relations between himself and Lieutenant Colonel Aber- 
crombie. The precise nature of the difficulty is not 
known at the War Department, all the papers in the case 
having gone to the Department commander for his action. 

G.O. 23. W.D., publishes the findings and action in the 
trial of Capt. John E Hunt, 25th U.S. Inf. The sen- 
tence was dismissal, but President Taft has commuted 
it to reduction of fifty files. 

The findings of the courts-martial before which, at 
Washington, Ist Lieut. Carlos J. Stolbrand, and, at 
Fort Howard, 1st Lieut. Adoloh Langhorst, C.A.C., were 
tried are before Brig. Gen. Walter Howe, commanding 
the Department of the East, for review and fina] action. 
Owing to the absence of General Wood more than 
ordinary delay has occurred in these cases. 

President Taft has approved the sentence of dismissal 
in the case of 1st Lieut. George S. Thompson, Philippine 
Scouts, recently tried in the Philippine Islands under the 
Gist and 62d Articles of War on specifications alleging 
the making by him of false statements in an official 
communieation to his commanding officer and of failure 
to pay just debts when due and of reprehensible moral 

* conduct. 

The following decisions by the General Staff Corps 
have been made: A soldier who qualified as marksman 
as jn 1909 will be allowed to qualify as a sharpshooter 
in 1910, if still in the same enlistment, and will be re- 
quired to make 835 per cent. in estimating distance, at 
least 90 points in the marksman’s course, and an aggre- 
gate of not less than 415 points in the sharpshooter’s 
course fired in 1910 and the marksman’s course fired in 
1909. An officer who was classified as a sharpshooter 
in 1909 retains that classification for 1910 if he fires 
the complete course prescribed for an expert rifleman 
and does not qualify as an exvert. An officer who 
cualified in 1908 and did not fire in 1909 was not classi- 
fied as a sharpshooter in 1909. as hold-over qualifications 
were no longer authorized. An officer who qualified in 
1908, but who fired and failed to be reclassified as sharp- 
shooter in 1909, received classification of marksman. 
Such an officer, to he classified as a sharpshooter in 1910, 
must make at least 90 points in the sharpshooter’s course, 
and these noints, added to those in the marksman’s course 
made at the time of his qualifying as a marksman. must 
not be less than 415. In case it is impossible for an 
officer to obtain his scores made at the time of qualifying 
as a marksman, he is authorized to again fire record 
practice in the marksman’s course.

Dr. Charles B. MacDonald, U.S.A., post surgeon at 
Fort Mott, N.J., lectured to the enlisted men on duty 
there a few days since on typhoid fever and its results, 
and pointed out the advantages of the use of the vaccine 
now supplied by the Medical Department of the Army. 
He then asked for volunteers for typhoid vaccination, 
and the confidence in Dr. MacDonald’s advice is shown 
by the fact that some 200 men out of 225 on duty offered 
themselves, a hard record to equal. 

An exhibition drill was given by the 1st Squadron, 
16th Cavalry, and the 2d Battalion, 3d Field Artillery, 
at Fort Myer Friday afternoon, Feb. 18. The drill was 
given for the benefit of the Army Relief Society. Col. 
Joseph Garrard, 15th Cav., commanding the post, re- 
viewed the drill. ‘The program included a musical saddle 
drill, fancy movements and expert riding, bareback rid- 
ing, Cossack riding, fancy movements and expert driving. 
The 15th Cavalry band rendered a pleasing, musical pro- 
gram. Following the drill tea was served by. the society 
at the quarters of General Bell. 

The 20th U.S. Infantry was reviewed at Manila Jan. 
4 and afterward inspected by Major Gen. William H. 
Carter, commanding the Department of Luzon. The 
regiment was under command of Lieut. Col. Arthur C. 
Ducat, who was attended by the staff officers of the regi- 
ment. General Carter was accompanied by his aide-de- 
camp, Ist Lieut. Jerome G. Pillow, 13th Cav. The 
various companies presented a splendid appearance as 
they filed past the reviewing officer, keeping perfect align- 
ment and step. The 20th has a great many old soldiers 
in its ranks, which accounts in a good measure for the 
fine discipline and attention to duty in the regiment. 
“Its officers,” says the Manila Times, “from Colonel 
Dueat down, are an exceptionally efficient set of men, 
and never let an opportunity go by to enhance the esprit 
de corps in and kcep up the standard of the regiment.” 

Lieut. Col. H. C. Davis, commander of the Artillery 
District of the Potomac, has issued an order commending 
in the highest degree the quick action and determined 
courage shown in the rescue of Pvt. Herbert Brown, 44th 
Co., Coast Art. Corps, from drowning on the afternoon 
of Feb. 6, 1910. After having abandoned as_ too 
dangerous an important trip across the Potomac River 
from Fort Washington, Corpl. John Malone, 47th Co., 
Coast Art. Corps, and Mr. Edward D. Robey, Engineer, 
Q.M. Dept., on seeing Private Brown in the water, did, 
without hesitation or delay, put out in the teeth of a 
heavy gale in a small rowboat and succeed in effecting 
his rescue at about one hundred yards from shore, reach- 
ing for him below the surface where he had sunk.

From the first test of the resisting power of a re- 
inforced concrete parapet as a means of defense against 
the attack of the high-power projectiles of modern war 
vessels, recently concluded at the Sandy Hook Proving 
Grounds, N.J., the mathematical calculations of the 
penetrative power of the twelve-inch gun, it is reported, 
were confirmed. A concrete wall twenty feet thick and 
reinforced with heavy steel beams was pierced by this 
gun at its highest velocity. It was computed that its 
projectile would penetrate at its greatest speed a wall 
twenty-three feet in thickness before its power was 
spent, and the experiments at Sandy Hook confirmed 
this estimate. ‘The result of the tests made on Feb. 15 
demonstrated the fact that El Fraile Island, at the 
mouth of Manila Bay, can with reinforced concrete be 
made sufficiently strong against any possible gun fire. 
The tests were conducted by the Ordnance Board, con- 
sisting of Col. Rogers Birnie, Lieut. Col. E. B. Babbitt 
and Capt. H. J. Hatch, C.A.C. General Crozier, Chief 
of Ordnance; Lieut. Col. BE. J. Bailey, Assistant Chief 
of Coast Artillery; Major Richmond P. Davis, instructor 
of mines and electricity at the Coast Artillery School, 
Fort Monroe; Major Andrew Hero, jr., Assistant to the 
Chief of Coast Artillery; Major F. W. Coe, director in 
artillery and gun defense at the Artillery School; Capt. 
R. E. Callan, Assistant to the Chief of Coast Artillery ; 
Capt. P. P. Bishop, target practice observer; Capt. J. 
C. Nichols, Major J. L. Hayden, Capt. Edward Car- 
penter, detail officer, all of the Coast Artillery Corps; 
Major J. E. Hoffer and Major J. H. Rice, Ord. Dept., 
were present. A flaw having been found in one of the 
eastings of the carriage for the 14-inch gun that was 
to be tested, a 12-inch gun was used instead. A larger 
powder charge was employed, so as to secure as nearly 
as possible the energy and impact of a 14-inch projecture 
on the target. With such a shot the concrete target was 
penetrated for a distance of a little over twenty feet. It 
was calculated that the blow delivered was sufficient to 
penetrate armor plate twenty-two inches thick. That 
the concrete target stod up under such a terrific blow 
satisfied the experts present that they can go ahead and 
fortify Il Fraile upon the plans originally proposed. 
There. had been no demonstration anywhere as to just 
how much strength could be obtained from concrete in 
fortifications. (nm none of the operations during the siege 
of Port Arthur was there a test of anything like such a 
concrete structure as that fired upon at Sandy Hook. 
The necessity for fortifications at BE] Fraile lies in the 
limited space, the island being a mere rock jutting out 
of the water. Two large steel turrets are to be planted, 
each to carry two 14-inch guns, but the magazines, ma- 
chine rooms and fire control system require protection. 
The use of armor plate is precluded because of the cost. 
The last test at Sandy Hook will be directed against a 
much larger concrete structure than has yet been tried, 
and for which the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications 
at its last session allotted $9,000.

The military maneuvers near Manila, P.I., began at 
sunrise on Feb. 16, when the attacking force sailed for 
the Zambeles coast. The defending force was to move 
on Feb. 17, when there were to be 10,000 troops in the 
field. The unsophisticated nature of the Filipinos is 
shown by a report that, in several towns, the natives, on 
seeing the American. troops taking part in the maneu- 
vers, believed real war had broken out, sold their prop- 


erty and fled to the mountains. On Feb. 16 the “Blue” 
army, under Gen. Daniel H. Brush, started northward, 
assuming the defensive in the land operations. The 








“Red” forces under Gen. ‘R. D. Potts, were to embark 
on Feb. 17 on transports to go to the north coast and 
attack the “Blues,” the landing and advance upon the 
enemy to be made at any available point between Subic 
Bay, east of Manila, and the Lingayen Gulf at the, 


northern end. About 10,000 troops are taking part in 


the operations. Gen. William P. Duvall, commanding 
the Division of the Philippines, is the umpire of the war 
game and was expected to visit the contending forces 
on Feb. 18. A fine map of the scene of operations has 
been prepared by the Map Department of the Military 
Information Department, which is under the charge of 
1st Lieut. R. E. Beebe, 14th U.S. Inf. Comparing this 
map with the maps obtainable at the time of the for- 
ward movement of the American troops against the 
Filipinos in 1899 along the line of the railway leading 
to Dagupan, one can form some conception of the prog- 
ress made under American control in exploring and sur- 
veying the country for military necessities. A blue 
print of the field of these maneuvers, which extends 
from Manila to Camp Wallace (San Fernando), Province 
of Benguet, 235 miles north of Manila, and from the 
eastern coast of Luzon, to a point five miles west of 
Manila, shows the accurate and careful work which has 
been done by the members of the Information Depart- 
ment. Preparatory to the maneuvers the troops were 
concentrated in Manila, and a parade was held on Feb. 
12, which was reviewed by Governor General Forbes 
and Major Gen. W. H. Carter, commanding the De- 
partment of Luzon. There was a carnival in Manila on 
the night of Feb. 18, at which were present a thousand 
officers and men from the Japanese training squadron, 
anchored in the bay. : 





The Acting Secretary of the Navy’s decision in the 
Auld and Robnett cases, which appears in another col- 
umn, shows that he was entirely in accord with the opin- 
ion we expressed in our last issue, that the intentions of 
the officers, which were manifestly inspired by the high-_ 
est motives, should and would weigh heavily in their 
favor in the final estimate of their conduct. It is grati- 
fying to note that on the serious charge of falsehood 
Paymaster Auld was acquitted, and the further serious 
accusation in the letter of complaint that he assaulted 
a man in a cowardly manner, from the rear, was not 
borne out. By the verdict of the court he is thus un- 
mistakably relieved in the eyes of the Service from these 
two accusations. When it is considered that Passed As- 
sistant Sugeon Robnett was virtually punished for hav- 
ing used profane language over the telephone toward a 
man he correctly believed to be persisting in unchivalrous 
conduct toward his fiancée, one can almost wish that 
even a strict interpretation of the Regulations would 
have made it possible to exonerate completely a young 
man who had strong reason, if anyone ever had, for 
using a sulphurous safety-valve to relieve his feeling of 
righteous indignation.

In a recent hearing before the House Military Com- 
mittee, on S. 3196, “granting to the board of trustees 
of Whitman College the lands embraced in the Fort 
Walla Walla Military Reservation for the purpose of 
aiding in the establishment and maintenance of an insti- 
tution of higher learning in the Pacific Northwest,” it 
was brought out that, aside from one building construct- 
ed a couple of years ago, there were none but tumble- 
down buildings on the reservation, and the War De- 
partment has for some time been anxious to abandon 
the post, but political influence had prevented. Since 
the proposition to grant the land to the college in ques- 
tion has been made, this opposition has vanished, and 
there appears to be no reason why the bill should not 
pass. The college, which is at present on the other side 
of the town of Walla Walla, would abandon its present 
site, with probably $500,000, and reconstruct upon the 
reservation campus a new college, with branches giving 
a liberal education in engineering and science. 











Representative Hamilton Fish, of New York, having 
complained to the Secretary of the Navy that Midship- 
man Donald W. Davis, from the 21st Congressional 
District of New York and a member of the fourth class 
at the Naval Academy, had been appointed to the 
Academy when he was not a resident of the district, the 
Attorney General has rendered an opinion that a 
Congressman does not make the appointment, that right 
to appoint lies in the Navy Department, and that the 
Department is not obliged to question or verify the certifi- 
cate of residence furnished by a Congressman. Mid- 
shipman Davis was appointed by Representative Fish's 
predecessor.

The Department of Justice is at work on an opinion 
as to the legality of the naval supply fund established 
by legislation from year to year since 1890. The fund, 
originally of $200,000, now amounts to $9,000,000, and 
embraces a vast amount of general stores that formerly 
were subject to serious loss. If the decision of the 
Attorney General is adverse, the result will be the up- 
setting of the present system of business under the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. Congress will be 
asked to remedy the situation at once by adequate legis- 
lation.

After being graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 1882 and 
assigned to the 4th: Artillery “as a second lieutenant, he 
served seven years in that branch of the Army, received 
his promotion as first lieutenant, and in 1889 was trans- 
ferred to the Ordnance Department. He was made a 
captain in 1898, major in 1904 and lieutenant colonel in 
1 He is a graduate of the Artillery School, and 
served as professor of ordnance and of the science of 
gunnery at the U.S. Military Academy from 1905 until 
his detail to Cleveland in 1908. ring the war with 
Spain he was chief ordnance officer of the Porto Rican 
expedition, serving also as chief ordnance officer of the 
Department of Santiago, and later as chief of ordnance 
of the Division of Cuba. Colonel Lissak’s high efficiency 
was testified to by Brigadier Genera] Crozier, Chief of 
Ordnance, in the course of a hearing before the House 
Military Committee. when he stated that during Colonel 
Lissak’s tour of duty of a few years at Frankford 
Arsenal he invented no less than six machines, which 
have saved the Government $25,000 or $30,000 a year 





every year since. Colonel Lissak has freely given the 
fruits of his intellect to the service of the Government, 
although in private life such inventive abilities must 
have made him rich. He is also the author of “Ordnance 
and Gunnery,” which has been most highly endorsed by 
ordnance experts both in the United States and abroad. 
The last year of his active career he gave to the perfec- 
tion of a one-pounder automatic machine gun and to the 
completion of a smallarm, which is said to be vastly 
superior to any shoulder gun now extant in execution, 
strength and simplicity. Il] health has for the present 
interrupted his work, but his friends hope soon to see 
him restored in bodily vigor and strength. “During his 
residence in Cleveland, Ohio,” says the News, of that 
city, “Colonel Lissak has made some warm friendships. 
Mrs. Lissak’s hospitality has been in keeping with Army 
traditions. but on Feb. 12 it is apt to be taxed to the 
limit in the reception of all those who mean to observe 
the day fraught with such importance to the gallant 
soldier obliged to separate himself from his active con- 
nection with the Army.” 

Col. John W. Pullman, Quartermaster’s Department, 
U.S.A., who. was retired for age on Feb. 17, 1910, has 
always had the commendations of all officers he served 
under, and he has not lost a single day of duty on ac- 
count of sickness since he was commissioned second lieu- 
tenant, Sth U.S. Cavalry, after graduation from the 
U.S.M.A., June 15, 1869. Some of the principal features 
of his fine record of service are the following: He joined 
Company K, Sth Cavalry, at Camp Toll Gate, Ariz., 
September, 1869, Bvt. Col. S. B. M. Young commanding 
the regiment, and participated in the scout and affair 
with Apache Mojave Indians, Black Forest, Ariz., 
November, 1869, Col. William Redwood Price command- 
ing. Being assigned to command of Troop F, 8th Cavaltry, 
he marched with a battalion of 8th Cavalry from Fort 
Whipple, Ariz., to Fort Wingate, N.M., during the winter 
1869-70. He had command of the scout to Zuni Village, 
A.T., and captured a train of contraband goods of 
Apache traders, 1870. He served as acting regimental 
adjutant at Fort Union, N.M., 1871-72. He was on a 
scout with Troop K, Sth Cavalry, against Capote Utes, 
and in the affair with the same near Tierra Amacilla, 
N.M., and was in command of the escort of Cavalry on 
the march to and during the council of peace commis- 
sioners with Ute tribes at Cootchatopa Agency, Colo., 
including the preliminary campaign against the Utes, 
April to December, 1872. He was also depot quarter- 
master, Quartermaster Depot, Fort Union, N.M., in 
1875. After being assigned to command Troop M, 8th 
Cavalry, on outpost at old Fort Bascom, N.M., he went 
on the expedition from that point across Staked Plain 
and Indian Territory under Col. S. B. M. Young, 8th 
Cav., July to December, 1873. With Troop F, 8th 
Cavalry, and a battalion, 8th Cavalry, he was in the 
campaign of Gen. N. A. Miles against Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indians, 1874, in southeastern Colorado and 
northwestern Indian Territory. during the summer and 
fall of that year. Ile scouted with Troop F. 8th Cavalry, 
sexpelling the Ute Indians from South, Middle and North 
Parks, Colo., in the summer and fall of 1875; was in 
command of Troop F in the campaign of Col. W. R. 
Shafter against Lipan and Kickapoo Indians along the 
Rio Grande and to Sierra Carmel, Old Mexico, May to 
October, 1876, and was in pursuit of raiders and attack 
on an Indian village in Old Mexico and capture of their 
herds in the fall of 1876. He was next transferred to 
command of Troop K. 8th Cavalry, and with Colonel 
Shafter’s command, and in command of squadron, 8th 
and 10th Cavalry, he took part in the capture of Piedros 
Negros. Mexico, and was with Gen. Ranald McKenzie’s 
expeditions into Mexico, and on patrol, posse and scout 
duty along the Texas and Mexico frontier during 1877- 
78-79. He was in command of the escort to the survey- 
ing expedition in western Texas, and with troop under 
Gen. B. H. Grierson during the Apache Victoria cam- 
paign, and was in command of his troop during the 
pursuit of those Apaches into Mexico, May to December, 
1880. He was appointed captain and quartermaster 
April, 1884, and assigned to duty at Fort Wingate. 
N.M. After subsequently serving at St. Louis, Mo., and 
Prescott, Ariz., he was assigned to duty as field quarter- 
master at Bowie Station, Ariz., in General Crook’s 
Geronimo Apache Indian campaign in 1886. Other 
duties included those of chief and disbursing quarter- 
master, District of New Mexico. Santa Fé, N.M., Novem- 
her, 1887. to December, 1888; depot quartermaster, 
Philadelphia, Pa., 1889 to 1891; constructing and post 
quartermaster, Artillery School, Fort Monroe, 1891 to 
1897: promoted major, Quartermaster Department, Feb. 
18. 1897: constructing Q.M., Fort Porter. N.Y., 1897 
and 1898. He was ordered to Mobile, Ala., April 16, 
1898, to prepare for the concentration of troops at that 
point for the Spanish War, and was with the 4th Corps 
April to July, 1898. He was next ordered to Tampa, 
Fla., and prepared the quartermaster depot of supplies, 
to report to General Shafter at Santiago, Cuba. July, 
1898. He was appointed lieutenant colonel, Deputy 
O.M.G.. and prepared a shipload of supplies for Gen. 
N. A. Miles. Ponce, Porto Rico, Army of Invasion, and 
reported with the supplies at Ponce Aug. 16. 1898, and 
was then assigned to duty as acting chief Q.M. of the 
Army in Porto Rico, and in October, 1898, when the 
Snaniards evacuated, he took station at San Juan as 
Chief O.M.. Department of Porto Rico, to June. 1899. 
After that he was on duty at Jeffersonville, Ind.: Omaha, 
Neb.: promoted lieutenant colonel. Deputy Q.M.G., May 
5, 1902: on duty at Washington. D.C.: promoted colonel 
and A.O.M.G. June 25, 1904. and July, 1904, to Septem- 
her, 1904, was Chief Q.M.. Army maneuvers. at 
Manassas, Va., and on duty at Governors Island, N.Y.. 
as Chief 0.M., Department of the East. In March. 1908. 
he was assigned to duty as principal assistant, office of 
O.M. General, Washington, and on that duty to date 
of retirement. 

Col. Valery Havard. Med. Dept., U.S.A., another well 
known and efficient officer, was retired for age on Feb. 
18, 1910. He was born in Comnpiegne, France. and was 
graduated from the Institute of Beauvais in 1865. Com- 
ing to this country, he continued on to Mexico, where 
he served in Emperor Maximilian’s army. Returning to 
New York, he entered Manhattan College. graduating 
in 1869, and also took a course at New York University. 
He was appointed an assistant surgeon in 1874. received 
the rank of captain in 1879, major in 1891, lieutenant 
colonel in 1901. and colonel in 1904. Colonel Havard 
was appointed Chief Surgeon of Volunteers on. Aug. 1, 
1898, and served as Chief Surgeon of the 5th Corps 
under General Shafter in Cuba and of the Department 
of Cuba under Major General Wood. Colonel Havard 
was military attaché with the Russian army in Man- 
eburia. He, with Major William V. Judson, Corps of 
Engrs., was captured by the Japanese forces near 
Mukden and returned to the United States. He was 
then assigned as Chief Surgeon of the Department of 
the Hast, and early in 1906 was appointed a member 
of the board of medica) officers of the Army and Navy to 


consider improvements in the matter of first-aid 
dressings. In the fall of that year he was sent to Cuba 
as Chief Surgeon of the Cuban Army of Pacification, 
and until recently was president of the Army Medical 
School, Washington, D.C. 

First Lieut. Hunter B. Porter, Coast Art. U.S.A., 
was retired Feb. 16, 1910, on account of disability inci- 
dent to the Service. He was appointed to the Military 
Academy from Virginia in June, 1903, and was grad- 
uated on June 14, 1907, being assigned as a second 
lieutenant in the Coast Artillery. A month later he was 
promoted a first lieutenant. 

First Lieut. Beverly C. Daly, 13th U.S. Inf., who has 
been found incapacitated for active service on account of 
disability incident to the Service, has been granted leave 
of absence until June 5, 1910, when he will be retired. 
He first entered the Army as a private in the 6th In- 
fantry in 1898, and was appointed a second lieutenant, 
30th Infantry, in 1901. He was promoted first lieu- 
tenant in 1905, and was transferred to the 13th Infantry 
from the 21st in 1908.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Robert L. Meade, U.S.M.C., retired, an 
officer of distinguished service and whose family has 
been prominent in the Army and Navy for a long time 
past, died at his home at Lexington, Mass. Feb. 11, 
1910, after having been confined to his bed four weeks. 
He had been in failing health for upward of a year and 
leaves two sons and two daughters. They are Robert L. 
Meade, of Lexington; John Paulding Meade, of Boston; 
Miss Mary Paulding Meade, of Lexington, and Mrs. 
Moray Wootton, of New York. General Meade was 
porn Dec. 26, 1841, at Washington, and was a son of 
the late Commodore Richard Meade, a brother of the 
late Rear Admiral R. W. Meade, U.S.N., and a nephew 
of Major Gen. George G. Meade. In 1856 Robert L. 
Meade éntered the Navy as an acting midshipman, being 
about fifteen years of age. He was commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps June 14, 1862, 
and served with a battalion in Norfolk, Va., when that 
station was taken from the rebels. In July, 1863, he 
commanded a company stationed in New York during 
the draft riots, and with his brother, Lieut. Comdr. R. 
W. Meade, and a naval force, guarded the U.S. arsenal 
on Worth street. In 1863 he was acting first lieutenant 
in a battalion sent to assist in the assault on batteries 
Wagner and Gregg, an unsuccessful assault having been 
made sone time before, in which Colonel Shaw lost his 
life. Sept. 8, 1863, Meade volunteered for a night as- 
sault on Fort Sumter. The assault failed, and Meade, 
with eleven other officers who had landed, was captured. 
He was a prisoner of war for fifteen months, being con- 
fined in the jails of Charleston and Columbia, S.C., and 
Libby prison, in Richmond. Young Meade was breveted 
first lieutenant for gallant services in battle. When the 
exchange of prisoners took place he was too broken in 
health to go to the front for awhile. After the Civil 
War he was assigned to the U.S.S. Shenandoah, going 
to China. During’ the trouble with China General Meade 
performed distinguished duty. Upon his return from 
China he served at Philadelphia and Brooklyn. On lake 
duty he was attached to the steamer Michigan. He was 
also fleet marine officer of the South Atlantic Station on 
the Hartford at Boston, at Pensacola, Fla., and com- 
manded two battalions at Panama and Colon during the 
insurrection on the Isthmus. After this service he was 
stationed at New York and at Boston, and then joined 
the Richmond as fleet marine officer. From the Richmond 
he was transferred to the command of the marines at 
the Washington Navy Yard. He was promoted major 
Sept. 6, 1892, and was ordered to command the marines 
at the League Island Yard, Philadelphia, and fourteen 
months later was assigned to the Boston station, to com- 
mand the marine barracks, the naval prison and the 
recruiting rendezvous. Following this command General 
Meade, then colonel, was ordered to the Philippines in 
1900, and led a force of marines at Tien-Tsin during the 
Boxer uprising. For his conduct at Tien-Tsin he was 
commended by Secretary Long. He was placed 
on the retired list Dec. 26, 1903, with the rank 
of brigadier general. Funeral services were held at his 
home in Lexington Feb. 10. Rev. George Gray Ballard, 
rector of the Episcopal Church, officiated. The pall- 
bearers were men from the U.S. Marine Corps. The 
burial was in Huntington, I..1. 

Lieut. Col. John G. Ballance, U.S.A., retired, who 
died at Miami, Fla., Feb. 10, 1910, was a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1875, and had a distinguished record 
of service on the frontier against the Indians, and was 
known as an all-round capable officer. After being as- 
signed to the 16th Infantry as a second lieutenant, he 
was transferred to the 22d Infantry July 1, 1875. Up 
to Aug. 17, 1884, he served at posts in Michigan, Indian 
Territory, Texas, New Mexico and Colorado. He served 
as judge advocate, Department of Texas, 1884-90; Fort 
Keogh, Mont., May, 1890, and was in the field against 
Cheyenne Indians May to November, 1890. He was in 
the field in North and South Dakota during the Sitting 
Bull Sioux Indian War, December, 1890, to March, 1891, 
and was commended in G.O., H.Q.A., for conducting a 
march during the Sioux War, 1890-91, of sixty-three 
miles in 29 hours’ 15 minutes to rescue a troop of Cavalry 
reported to be surrounding by Indians. He was counsel 
for the United States before the U.S. Court in the trial 
of Indian “Plenty Horses” for the murder of Lieut. 
1h. W. Casey (appointed regimental quartermaster 1891). 
He served in Idaho with troops during mining strikes, 
and as counsel for the state authorities during the 
prevalence of martial law, 1892, and was in command of 
troops at Cheyenne Indian Agency March to October, 
1894. He was granted one year’s leave to visit European 
countries, November, 1894, to December, 1895, and 
served as professor of military science and tactics at 
Knox College, Galesburg, Ill., June, 1897, to July, 1898. 
He was mustering officer and organizer of four regiments 
of Kentucky troops May to August, 1898, and served in 
command of 3d Battalion, 22d Infantry, in the Philip- 
pines during the expedition there in 1898. He was ap- 
pointed a brigadier of Volunteers in 1901, serving in the 
Philippine Insurrection. He was retired in 1904 for 
disability in the line of duty. In his will General Bal- 
lance leaves his body to the Medical Society of Peoria. 
General Ballance never married. He bequeaths $5,000 
and personal effects to his sister, Mrs. Virginia N. Bash. 
The residue is left in trust for his nephews and nieces. 

Capt. Alexander Sharp, U.S.N., president of the Navy 
Inspection Board, whose death at Washington, D.C., on 
Feb. 10, 1910, was briefly reported in our last issue, had 
been ill about a month from typhoid fever, followed by 
complications. His wife was with him during his last 
moments. His son, Ensign Alexander Sharp, jr., U.S.N., 
who is attached to the battleship Connecticut, of the 
Atlantic Fleet, was summoned to Washington a few days 
ago, but could not arrive before the death of his father. 
With the death of Captain Sharp passed one of the 
gallant commanders in the battle with Cervera’s fleet off 
Santiago in 1898. When Theodore Roosevelt was As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy Captain Sharp, then a 
lieutenant, was his naval aid, and was of the greatest 
assistance in advising his chief in the days of intense 
strain and preparation preceding the war with Spain. 
Captain Sharp later secured command of the converted 
yacht Vixen. The little craft did splendid service during 
the blockade on the south coast of Cuba, and he took 
part in the famous engagement and destruction of the 
Spanish fleet on July 3. His last service afloat was in 
command of the battleship Virginia, from whieh he was 
detached January S last. He was then assigned to duty 
in, this city with the board of inspection for shore sta- 
tions. Captdin Sharp was born in Whitehaven, Mo., 
Noy. S, 1855, and entered the naval Service as a midship- 
man June 21, 1870. He was promoted to ensign July 18, 
1876; to master (later changed to lieutenant, junior 
grade) April 8, 1882; to lieutenant March 15, 1889, 


serving in the last named grade during the Spanish- 
American War, being later advanced five numbers in 
grade for eminent and conspicuous service while’ engaged 
upon that duty. He was promoted to lieutenant com- 
mander March 3, 1899, serving in that grade on the 
U.S.S. Hartford, October, 1899, to August, 1901; on 
special duty in the Navy Department, September to 
November, 1901; as executive of the U.S.S. Hartford, 
December, 1901, to July, 1902; on duty in Bureau of 
Navigation, Navy Department, July 22, 1902, to July 31, 
1904; was promoted to commander Feb. 4, 1904; duty at 
Naval War College, from Aug. 2, 1904, to Sept. 24, 1904; 
in command: of U.S.S. Chattanooga, Sept. 27; 1904, to 
Nov. 13, 1906; on duty at navy yard, Washington, Feb. 
1, 1907, to April 30, 1908; was promoted to captain 
April 23, 1908; seryed in command of U.S.S. Virginia 
from May 15, 1908, to Jan. 8, 1910. Under date of 
Jan. 10, 1910, he was ordered to duty as president of 
the board of inspections for shore stations, Navy Depart- 
ment. Captain and Mrs. Sharp had apartments at 
Stoneleigh Court. The remains of Captain Sharp. were 
on. Feb. 12 buried in Arlington Cemetery with full naval 
honors. ‘The funeral services, conducted by Chaplain 
Clark, of the Naval Academy, were held at, the Naval 
Hospital. The pallbearers were Admirals Niles, Emory 
and Hutchins and Captains. Grove, Winslow, Beatty and 
Caperton. A brigade of bluejackets and marines escorted 
the body to Arlington. 

The friends of Mrs. Emily P. B. Randall, wife of 
Major Gen. George M. Randall, U.S.A., will be much 
grieved to hear of her death at her home, at 220 East 
Seventeenth street, Washington, D.C., Feb. 11, after a 
lingering illness of several months. The immediate cause 
of death was angina. Mrs. Randall has been a patient 
sufferer from rheumatism for. several years, and was 
afflicted with ptomaine poisoning about eight months ago, 
from which she never completely recovered. Mrs. Ran- 
dall was the daughter of the late Col. Henry M. Black, 
U.S.A. “She has resided in Washington for several 
years.” writes a correspondent, “and had become en- 
deared to a large circle of friends in Cheyenne and at 
Fort Russell by her amiable disposition and many com- 
mendable qualities. In addition to her husband, she 
leaves a sister. Miss Black, who has been with her during 
her illness. Mrs. Randall was a devout churchwoman, 
and an interested and active worker in St. Mark’s Church 
even after her health began to fail. Services were 
conducted by Rev. George C. Rafter at a private funeral 
held at the Randall residence at 2:30 o’clock, Feb. 13, 
1910. Gen. Frederick’ A. Smith, Colonel Williams. 
Colonel Dyer, Major Blatchford, Capiain Eskridge and 
Captain Battle were honorary pallbearers. Captain 
Craigie, 9th Cav., who was on General Randall’s staff 
as aide-de-camp, accompanied the General to Janesville, 
Wis.. where the remains. were taken for burial in the 
Randall family burying ground.” 

Stanislaus Remak, who died at his late residence, 4118 
Raltimore avenue, Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 12, 1910, was 
the elder son of the late Gustavus Remak, who was presi- 
dent of the Fairmount Park Commission, and was born 
in Philadelphia, July 20, 1846. The early years of his 
life were passed in Germany. After his return to Phila- 
delphia he was graduated from the Central High School, 
and entered the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, 
from which he graduated in the class of 1867, was ap- 
pointed as second lieutenant in the 5th U.S. Artillery, 
and later promoted to first lieutenant. Resigning from 
the Army in 1871, he studied law in Philadelphia, was 
admitted to the Bar, and continued the practice of this 
profession until his death. He was a communicant and 
vestryman of the parish of St. Mary’s Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, 'Thirty-ninth and Locust streets: He was 
a member of Philadelphia Lodge, No. 72, F. and A.M.. 
and Jerusalem Chapter, R.A.M. He married in 1880 
Miss Josephine W. Dickson, of Nova Scotia, who sur- 
vives him. He leaves a brother, Gustavus Remak, jr., 
and a sister, Mrs. Thomas H. Fenton. 

Hon. William D. Snow, father of Capt. William J. 
Snow, Field Art., U.S.A., and of rs. eis J. 
Koester, wife of Capt. F. J. Koester, 5th U.S. Cav., died 
Feb. 11, 1919. 

Mrs. J. M. Burroughs, wife of 1st Lieut. J. M. Bur- 
roughs, 12th U.S. Cav., received-a cablegram at Manila, 
P.I., Dee.

Almost all of 
the American residents were present.

The occasion was made a 
jolly good time, with an exchange of personal news and’ 
the recital of adventures and experiences of Auld Lang 
Syne. This was the first time that any considerable 
number of the men of the class of 1898 had gotten 
together since graduation. It will be remembered that 
this class was graduated in time to see service in Cuba 
and the Philippines during the Spanish War, and several 
members lost their lives in battle within a few months 
after they left the Academy. A resolution was adopted 
asking the class to provide for a memorial tablet in 
Cullum Hall in honor of members of the class whe died 
in battle or of wounds.

AULD AND ROBNETT CASES. 


Acting Secretary of the Navy Beekman Winthrop om 
Feb. 11 passed upon the verdict of the recent G.C.M. in 
the cases of Paymr. George P. Auld and P.A. Surg. 
Ausey H. Robnett, U.S.N., and has fully remitted the 
sentence of Paymaster Auld and commuted Dr. Robnett’s 
sentence from loss of five numbers to loss of two numbers. 

In making public his review of the cases, Secretary 
Winthrop says: 

“The sentence of the court was that each officer should! 
lose five numbers in his grade. The proceedings, subject 
to the remarks made thereon by the Judge Advocate: 
General and the findings and sentence, are approved. The 
conduct and actions of Paymaster Auld, as shown by the 
evidence introduced before the court, are deserving of 
severe censure. The complaining witness, whether or not 
objectionable to certain members of the committee, was: 
an invited guest, and while in the yard should have beem 
treated with proper courtesy as such. 

“The Department deeply regrets that Paymaster Auld 
should have permitted himself to behave in such an un- 
dignified and unscemly manner, and is of the opinion 
that the court properly found him guilty of conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman. In view of the fact, 
however, that although his conduct cannot be justified, 
the metives that actuated him were commendable and the 
assault occurred after considerable provocation, the loss 
of numbers adjudged by the court is hereby remitted and 
Paymaster Auld will be released from arrest and restored 
to duty.” 

The case of Passed Assistant Surgeon Robnett was 
disposed of as. follows: 

“The proceedings, subject to the remarks made thereon 
by the Judge Advocate General and the findings and sen- 
tence, are approved. Owing to the peculiar circumstances 
of the case and the great provocation given to the accused 
by the complaining witness, the sentence is mitigated to 
a loss of two numbers in his grade, and P.A. Surg. Ausey 
= Robnett will be released from arrest and restored to

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A RELIC OF THE OLD NAVY. 


From the U.S. Naval Home, Philadelphia, Pa., Chap- 
lain David Howard Tribou, U.S.N., sends the follow- 
ing interesting account of the career of William Keenan, 
who died at the Home on Feb. 9: 

William Keenan, then a young man _ twenty-three 
years of age, sailed from his home in Nevis, W.I., early 
in 1836, on board the brig Cora, of which his father 
(also William Keenan) was master. On the voyage to 
Norfolk, Va., his father was lost overboard, and the 
young William left the merchant service to enlist in the 
Navy. His first service was on board the sloop-of-war 
Fairfield, Capt. Isaac Mayo, on what was then called 
the Brazil Station. While the Fairfield was lying in 
Rio Janeiro, in July, 1888, Keenan was transferred to 
the frigate Columbia, Capt. George G. Reed, bound to 
the East Indies on a cruise. He was discharged from 
the Columbia, and from the Service, June 27, 1840. He 
‘was also discharged from the line-of-battleship Pennsyl- 
vania, receiving ship at Norfolk, Va., April 21, 1843, 
as shown by his discharge, but there is no record of the 
ship in which, or the station on which, he served. 

On his third enlistment he was drafted to the sloop-of- 
war Concord, which was wrecked on the east coast of 





Africa Oct. 2, 1848. Her commanding officer, Boerum, . 


and her purser, Hart, were drowned, but only one of 
the crew was lost. The first lieutenant of the Concord 
chartered a vessel and returned to Norfolk with the 
erew. Keenan appears to have been transferred to the 
Cumberland and to have made a cruise in the Mediter- 
ranean, as he was discharged from that ship Nov. 24, 
1845. Re-enlisting he was sent to the razee Indepen- 
dence, under the command of Capt. Elie A. Lavalette, 
fiagship of Commodore Shubrick in the Pacific, and 
sailed from Boston (on board that ship) Aug. 29, 1846, 
‘returning to Norfolk May 23, 1849. He was therefore 
engaged in some of the most important work of the 
Mexican War, but of his service there is no record. 
The late Rear Admirals Earl English and Ralph Chand- 
ler were midshipmen on board the Independence. 
Keenan’s next discharge was not found among his 
papers, but he appears to have made a second cruise 
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on board, the Independence—this time in the Mediter- 
ranean. He re-enlisted again in 1854 and was dis- 
charged from the receiving ship North Carolina, New 
York, Nov. 20, 1857. His next discharge was from the 
Independence, then receiving ship at Mare Island, May 
4, 1861. Early in 1862 he was appointed master-at-arms 
on board the ironclad steamer Galena, which was 
launched from Greenpoint, L.I., Feb. 14, 1862, and 
which sailed from New York on the 21st of April of 
that year. She took part in the bombardment of 
Sewell’s Point May 8, 1862, and a week later in the at- 
tack on Fort Darling. This latter engagement lasted 
four hours, both ship and men suffering severely. His 
length of service on the Galena is not known, for he 
was transferred to the Newberne during the war, and 
at the close of the war was serving on board the Wam- 
panoag (Florida), from which vessel he was discharged 
at the expiration of his enlistment. Then he re-enlisted 
and went to Europe on board the Colorado, flagship of 
tear Admiral Goldsborough, 1865 to 1868. The Colo- 
rado returning home Keenan immediately re-enlisted and 
was again sent to Europe, this time on board the Frank- 
lin: but on the arrival of that ship in Lisbon he was 
condemned by medical survey and sent home. On the 
26th of June, 1869, he was discharged from the Service 
on board the Ohio, receiving ship at Boston, for dis- 
ability, after a service of twenty-two years. 

Five days later he was admitted to the Naval Asylum 
(as the Home was then called), and here he remained 
until his death (after an illness of about a week), Feb. 
9, 1910. He was therefore a beneficiary for forty years, 
seven months and eight days—believed to be the longest 
period in the history of the Home. He was nearly 
ninety-eight years of age at the time of his death, and 
during all the time he was at the Naval Home there 
was never a scratch of a pen against him. 

Keenan was a man of striking personal appearance, 
standing over six feet in height and weighing about 
23) pounds, with a long white beard which he always 
kept carefully groomed. He was a man of refined 
tastes, correct in his personal habits, and his language 
was that of a gentleman. He was courteous, polite and 
cheerful to the last. No one ever heard him complain, 
and he made many friends. His admission to the Home 
antedates that of any man now there by five years. 
lis funeral took place at the Naval Home on Feb. 11, 
and his body was interred in the naval plot at Mount 
Moriah Cemetery. 
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SOLDIERS, SAILORS AND MARINES’ CLUB TEA. 


The Woman’s Army and Navy League, under whose 
auspices the Soldiers, Sailors and Marines’ Club, of 
Washington, is supported and conducted, is giving an 
afternoon tea for the benefit of this club on Thursday, 
Feb. 24, from three to six p.m., in the club house, 317 C 
street, N.W., Washington, D.C. A similar entertainment 
was given last winter, which proved to be a financial 
success. It is therefore hoped that those interested in 
providing the soldier and sailor with a well appointed 
clubhouse, where he can spend his leisure hours, or get 
a comfortable bed for twenty-five cents when passing 
through the city, will again patronize this tea, and by a 
personal visit to the club will become familiar with its 
many needs, as well as observe its many advantages. 
The entrance fee to the tea will be fifty cents, including 
tea and cake and sandwiches. Home made cake and 
candies will also be for sale, which will be dispensed by 
society belles. ; < 

What is most desired by the committee of ladies 
managing the club, of which Mrs. Aulick Palmer is 
chairman, is an endowment fund. At present there is 
no debt on the building, but frequent and necessary re- 
pairs and heavy taxes and insurance often cause much 
anxiety to those who hold themselves responsible to meet 
these financial demands. Subscriptions from the men, 
both for membership (25 cents per month) or fees for 
occupying a bed (25 cents per night), and the smaller 
fees for use of lockers and for billiards, ete, go far 
toward paying the running expenses, but heavy gas bills 
and fuel in the winter months sometimes cause defi- 
ciencies, and the league must curtail its national work 
for enlisted men in order to fulfil the pledge to keep 
the club free of debt. Calls from chaplains in both the 
Army and the Navy are ever increasing, and for twenty- 
four years the league has never turned a deaf ear to 
these requests for assistance in the religious and mis- 
sionary work of chaplains. 

A correspondent, much interested in the work of the 
club, writes: “This little club in this prosperous city is 
steadily gaining in popularity, both with the soldier and 
the officer—for I must say that for a while many officers 
did not approve of the strenuous efforts to furnish the 
enlisted man with this comfortable clubhouse and all 
that it means to a soldier surrounded by many city 
temptations. Now, after twelve years of proven success, 
all are agreed that it is not a work of supererogation, but 
a philanthropic necessity. During a six months’ stay in 
England last winter I visited many soldiers’ clubs, and 
saw how much civilians, and especially women, do in 
England for their soldiers, sailors and for their families, 
both during and after enlistments. I was obliged to 
obtain a special permit from the War Office before I 
could inspect these clubs. At Aldershot alone there are 
twenty-five elubhouses, and all are maintained by 
civilians, in addition to the fees from the men.”

The following opinion of the judge advocate general, which 
has been approved by the Secretary of War, is published: 

, (11th Indorsement.) 
War Department, Office of the Judge Advocate General, 
Washington, D.C., Jan. 29, 1910. 

Respectfully returned to the adjutant general of the Army. 

This is a request by the commanding general, Department 
of Luzon, for authoritative decision, under existing law, as 
to the right of regimental and other subordinate commanders 
in brigade posts, to arrest and release officers. The request 
is based upon the action of the commanding officer of the 
12th U.S. Infantry, whose regiment is a part of the garri- 
son at Fort William McKinley, Rizal, P.I., in arresting and 
releasing an officer of his regiment, which action was disap- 
proved by the commanding officer of that post, who denied 
the authority of the regimental commander to take such action 
under the existing 65th Article of War and regulations pro- 
mulgated in pursuance thereof. 

Under dates of July 8, 1868, and Oct. 4, 1869, this office 
gave decisions upon certain abstract questions as to the 
proper authority to order the arrest of a commissioned offi- 
cer, which are digested in Par. 503, Digest of Opinions of 
the Judge Advocate General, 1901, as follows: 

“Except in the class of cases indicated in Art. 24, only 
‘commanding officers’ can place commissioned officers in arrest. 
(See A.R. 221 of 1863; 998 of 1901.) The commanding offi- 
cer thus authorized is the commander of the regiment, separate 
company, detachment, post, department, ete., in which the offi- 
cer is serving. Where a company is included in a post com- 
mand, the commander of the post, rather than the company com- 
mander, is the proper officer to make the arrest of a subaltern 
of the company.” 

Army Regulations governing arrest of commissioned officers 
are in general accord with the foregoing decisions. e un- 
derlying principle of both gecisions and regulations seems to 
be that the arrest of commissioned officers is an important 
means of maintaining discipline, and that its effectiveness as 
such requires that it be exercised only by such commanding 
officers as are primarily responsible for maintaining discipline. 
Accordingly commanders of companies which are constituent 
parts of a higher command and serving with it, though sharing 
the responsibility for maintenance of discipline are, by construc- 
tion, denied the authority to arrest subaltern officers of their 
respective companies. A similar course of reasoning requires 
that commanders of battalions and squadrons which are con- 
stituent parts of a higher command and serving with it should 
likewise be denied authority to impose arrest of subaltern offi- 
cers of their respective battalions and squadrons. Under con- 
ditions of service which have prevailed until recently it has not 
been necessary to consider the question of the right of regi- 
mental commanders in time-of peace to order the arrest of 
officers of their respective regiments, under their immediate 
command, when the regiment is serving as a constituent part of 
a higher command, but now that necessity arises. 

In war the commanding officer of a regiment which is a 
constituent part of a brigade and serving as such, by well 
established custom of the Service, exercises the authority to 
arrest officers of his regiment who are under his immediate 
command and to release them from arrest, excepting only those 
eases which, by official reference or otherwise, have come under 
the exclusive cognizance of a military superivr. This authority 
the regimental commander must have and exercise in proper 
eases, if he is to discharge the responsibility with which he 
is vested in the maintenance of discipline. He has the same 
responsibility under conditions of service now obtaining, and no 
reason is perceived why the rule, applicable in war and sup- 
ported by well established custom, should not be applicable also 
in peace. Its application under present conditions of service 
would be in harmony with existing regulations and custom of 
the Service, which recognize the regiment as a most important 
administrative unit (A.R. 239), charge the regiment com- 
mander with a special supervision over the conduct of his 
officers in respect of discipline, not expressly enjoined upon 
other subordinate commanders (A.R. 240), and establish the 
separateness of regimental administration in many important 
regards (A.R.~ 201). These several considerations require it 
to be held, I think, that the commanding officer of a regiment 
is a commanding officer in the sense of the 65th Article of War, 
and authorized thereby to impose arrest of officers of the regi- 
ment serving under nim, whether or not the regiment is a 
constituent part of a higher command, such as a brigade post 
in peace or a brigade in war; nor do I think he ceases to be 
such commanding officer by the fact that a part of his regiment 
may be detached from the brigade or the brigade post, except 
only as to officers of the detached portion.

An interesting session is promised when the House 
takes under consideration Representative Sulzer’s bill 
for the promotion of Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, U.S.A., re- 
tired, from the rank of major general to the rank of 
lieutenant general.

Arrangements are being perfected to hold the Inter-

By unanimous vote the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, on Feb. 17, decided to increase the cost of dry- 
dock No. 4 at New York from $1,500,000 to $2,500,000. 
This action was taken at the urgent request of Secretary 
Meyer, who said that it would enable him to enter into 
a tentative agreement with the contractors for the com- 
pletion of dock No. 4 on July 19, 1912. By this ar- 
rangement the drydock will be ready for the new Wyo- 
ming type of battleship when they are completed. Under 
the specifications of the increased cost the dock will be 
110 feet wide or the same size as the Panama Canal 
locks. It will also be long enough to take care of the 
largest type of battleship. 

Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, Major W. G. Haan, U.S.A., 
and Captain Knapp and Commander Maxwell, of the 
Navy, left Washington Feb. 15 for Panama. General 
Crozier, Chief of Ordnance; General Murray, Chief of 
Coast Artillery, and General Marshall, Chief Engineer 
of the Army, will leave for Panama in a few days. These 
officers comprise the joint Army and Navy board, and 
their mission in Panama is to determine the site for 
canal fortifications. ‘Tlie party will probably return to 
Washington about April 1, 
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DRIVING US FROM THE OCEAN. 

We do not know exactly what the sentiment of the 
American people as a whole is in the matter, but for our- 
selves we had a feeling of shame when we read in the 
report of a hearing before the House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries that we have to send 
our guns and ammunition to the Philippines in Japan- 
ese vessels. It was only half a century ago that our 
own ships, with some show of force, opened the ports 
of Japan to the commerce of the world, and now, with 
all that start we have fallen so far behind in the race 
for ocean supremacy that our flag has virtually dis- 
appeared from the Pacific Ocean, and we are compelled 
to have recourse to the transportation facilities of a 
nation we rescued from quasi-barbarian isolation in the 
middle of the last century. Congressman Humphrey, of 
the state of Washington, could be pardoned for express- 
ing himself with some feeling before the committee on 
Jan. 20 in discussing H.R. 16,362, providing for a postal 
subvention for American ships. Dealing with the want 
of transports by this country in the Spanish War, Mr. 
Humphrey said the scene presented by our troops as they 
marched down to the gangplank to “Rally round the flag” 
and then sailed away under a foreign flag was ridicu- 
lous. He asserted that to get our troops to Cuba the 
Government paid $13,000,000 for ships, and after the 
war some of them were sold at a reduced price and some 
abandoned. 

Germany especially provides that any vessel receiv- 
ing government assistance must be built in a German 
yard, out of German material. Mr. Humphrey said 
he did not know of a single country that pays an ocean 
mail subvention or subsidy on any vessel that is not 
constructed in its own yards. So far as the Pacific coast 
is concerned, he regarded the American Navy as abso- 
lutely worthless. The coast is not receiving any protec- 
tion whatever from the Navy. The Pacific Fleet of 
cruisers would be practically worthless, he held, in war 
against the Japanese battleships. Mr. Humphrey defied 
any man to explain what good the fleet in the Atlantic 
would do the Pacific in case of war with Japan. The 
latter could seize the Philippines and Hawaii, because 
it can transport 200,000 troops now at one time, he said, 
and if they desired the Japanese could cross the ocean 
and seize the Pacific coast. He believed no man could 
study the situation without realizing that the Pacific 
coast is absolutely at the mercy of Japan. Mr. 
Humphrey thought it would be more desirable to put 
the whole Atlantic Fleet in the Pacific, but the reason 
it is not done is that there are no docking facilities there, 
but the dock at Bremerton is being pushed and will cost 
two and a half millions. With that finished, he thought 
the coast could take care of the whole fleet. 

Mr. G. L. Duval, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign and Colonial Commerce, Merchants’ Association 
of New York city, told the committee that the views of 
his organization sustaining the subsidy are based entirely 
upon the necessity of developing our shipbuilding in- 
dustry as an adjunct to national defense. The people 
in South America will not pay a penny more for goods 
brought under the American flag than for goods that are 
brought under any other flag. Since the discontinuance 
of the Oceanic Steamship Line the export trade of San 
Francisco has fallen off from $28,000,000 to $12,000,000 
within a year and a half. The ships of the Oceanic 
Company were built according to the specifications of 
the Post Office Department, and are up-to-date, large 
steel ships, available for the Government in case of war 
as auxiliary cruisers, or even colliers, Mr. McKinlay, of 
the committee, explained. He-said that Japan to-day is 
actually bidding for the purchase of those fine American 
ships, which are lying tied up at San Francisco because 
it costs so much to run them under the American stan- 
dard of wages that it is impossible to compete with ships 
of other countries run on their low scale of wages. With 
a postal subsidy these ships might again fly the national 
flag on the Pacific. The United States for ocean mails 
in 1908 paid to American steamers $1,467,255 and to 
foreign steamers $1,228,032, our subsidies being less 
than those paid by Canada. Great Britain and the 
Colonies paid subsidies in that year to the amount of 
$9,689,384; France, $13,423,000; Japan, $5,413,000; 
Germany, $2,301,029; Austria-Hungary, $2,984,530, and 


Italy, $3,872,917. The small amount paid by Germany - 


is surprising in view of its wonderful strides in commer- 
cial shipping in the last twenty years. Shipbuilding on 
the Clyde in 1909 touched the lowest figures since 1897, 
excepting the year 1908. A summary of the production 
in the United Kingdom shows a small gain over 1908, 
the exact figures for Scotland, England and Ireland, 
taken together, being 1,097 vessels, with a tonnage of 
1,181,528, against 1,825 vessels, with tonnage of 1,076,- 
572, in 1908, a gain in total tonnage and a loss in the 
number of ships. 

We agree heartily with Representative Joshua W. 
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Alexander, of Missouri, of the House Committee on Mez- 
chant Marine and Fisheries, in his protest against the 
attempt of a certain member to shorten the hearings 
before that committee on the restoration of the American 
merchant marine. Mr. Alexander said that the one de- 
siring to curtail the testimony had been on the committee 
before and knew all about the subject, but the new 
members could not get too much enlightenment. That 
Mr. Alexander was right was shown when Mr. Humphrey 
said the warships were cruisers. When one colleague 
added, “The California is a protected cruiser,” another 
member cheerfully remarked that “protected cruisers are 
in the same class as battleships.’ Mr. Humphrey had 
to come to the rescue of his colleague, and point out that 
battleships and protected cruisers are not in the same 
class, but he didn’t take time, which he should have done 
as a loyal son of the Pacific coast, to mention that the 
California is an armored cruiser. When in a committee, 
which has to deal with so important a subject as the 
merchant marine and its relation to the naval defense 
of the country, there is disclosed ignorance of the differ- 
ence between protected cruisers, the weakest ships of 
the fighting line, and battleships, the heaviest units of 
that line, it would be most unwise to lessen the instruc- 
tion the members might receive from these hearings. 
The committeeman who showed so deplorable a lack of 
knowledge of the Navy is not from an interior state, but 
from one of the leading coast commonwealths of the 
Union, whose chief city has one of the greatest navy 
yards in the country. This incident in the committee 
room reminds us of the story told in Harper’s Magazine 
recently of the man who visited a navy yard with his 
wife. When she looked at the ship’s side and saw the 
vangway she asked her husband what it was. “Why, 
that’s the fire escape, of course,” he replied. 

In discussing before the House Naval Committee on 
Feb. 4 H.R. 19617 and 19618, providing for the con- 
struction of ten submarines at a cost of not less than 
half a million each, Representative Humphrey, of the 
state of Washington, said that although great defenses 
had been built at Puget Sound a battleship fleet could 
vet through many days in the year without being seen, 
on account of fog, and that a few submarine boats there 
would keep any fleet out. Mines could not be laid in the 
channel beeause of the great depth and the strong tides. 
He said that some of the submarines should be built on 
the Pacifie coast. The people of the coast, he asserted, 
are in fear of an attack from Japan, and he pleaded that 
they were entitled to protection by submarines until the 
docks were completed for the battleships and part or all 
of the Battleship Meet could be stationed out there. 
Besides, there are not enough soldiers at the fortifica- 
tions at Puget Sound to man the guns. Representative 
Hayes, of California, spoke for the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco, which, he said, could not be properly mined. He 
believed ten submarines a year should be built for five 
years, and that with those fifty the coast could be de- 
fended against any menace. These fifty, at a cost of 
$25,000,000, would be no more expensive than two 
Dreadnoughts, and would cost no more to maintain. 
President J. A. McGregor, of the Union Iron Works, of 
San Francisco, spoke of the desire of the commercial 
bodies of that city that the Government give more con- 
tracts to these works. The fact that there are not 
sufficient facilities on the coast for the repairs of battle- 
ships he thought a strong reason why the Government 
should extend all reasonable recognition to the shipyards 
there. 


CONGRESS AND THE NAVY. 

There is very little prospect of the passage of any 
Navy reorganization legislation at this session. Unless 
there is a change in the tentative agreement, which has 
been reached in the committee, the bill providing for 
abolishing the Bureau of Equipment, reported by Chair- 
man Foss, will not be passed. As we have before stated 
the House Naval Committee, by a large majority, favors 
the Newberry plan. Still there is a disposition in the 
committee to allow Secretary Meyer to test the Swift 
plan for a year. A proposition to put into effect the 
Newberry plan, at this writing, would not carry in the 
committee. Yet any legislation which would commit 
Congress to the Swift plan does not meet with the ap- 
proval of the committee. 

That he be permitted to test the Swift reorganization 
plan without interference was asked by Secretary Meyer 
in his closing statement before the House Naval Com- 
mittee on Feb. 17. The Secretary stated that he could 
test his plans without the abolishment of the Bureau of 
Equipment or the enactment of any law which would 
commit Congress to the Swift plan. The committee did 
not take any action upon the proposed compromise, but 
postponed the vote until Feb. 22. The Secretary read 
a carefully prepared statement to the committee, in 
which he went at great length into the details of the 
operations of his plan. He insisted that the Newberry 
plan had been given a fair trial and had been found 
wanting. It was stated by the Secretary that the 
Sperry Board was appointed to revise the Naval Regu- 
lations and not to prepare plans for a reorganization, 
and on that account could not be said to have disturbed 
the Newberry plan. 

Representative Hobson, of Alabama, who made his 
first appearance since the hearings have opened at this 
session, led in the cross-examination of the Secretary 
by the members of the committee. Mr. Hobson showed 
clearly by his ‘questions that he was opposed to the 
Meyer plan. He sought to prove that the line officers 





were not so well qualified to install the auxiliary 
machinery attached to the hull as were the naval con- 
structors, endeavoring to prove this by questions rela- 
tive to a transfer of work from the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair to the Steam Engineering Bureau. 
Mr. Hobson also gave considerable attention to the dis- 
position of line officers assigned to staff duty in war 
times, insisting that line officers would be sent to sea 
in the case of war and thus disorganize the forces on 
shore. Secretary Meyer refused to concede this point, 
and argued that arrangements could be made by which 
line officers would be kept in charge of construction 
work in time of war as well as in time of peace. 

Representative Dawson, of Iowa, questioned the Sec- 
retary at length upon his policy of sending all the new 
ships and the larger part of the repair work to private 
yards. Mr. Dawson asked if it is necessary, in order 
to maintain a good military organization, to keep line 
officers in charge of the navy yards, why it is that the 
Secretary sent the larger part of the work to private 
yards where there is no military organization. The 
Secretary replied that his plan provided for both an 
economical management of the construction work and 
the maintenance of a military organization. 

While the members of the committee admitted that 
the Secretary, in his closing testimony, created a favor- 
able impression the majority are yet to be persuaded 
that the Swift plan should be adopted. They were 
pleased with Secretary Meyer’s compromise proposition, 
although some of the more ardent advocates of the 
Newberry scheme are still firm in their convictions, and 
are not willing even to give the Swift plan a year’s 
trial. The outcome of the affair will largely depend 
upon the attitude of Chairman Foss. If he forces an 
issue steps will be taken toward the carrying out of the 
Newberry plan and Secretary Meyer will meet with de- 
feat. But it is not thought that he will insist upon a 


settlement of the question at this session, postponing” 


action in the interest of the two-battleship program, as 
a bitter fight at this time might be disastrous to the 
naval program. ‘ 

It developed in an executive session of the House 
Naval Committee on Feb. 15, that there was not suf- 
ficient support of the naval program to report out favor- 
ably a provision for two battleships. The sentiment in 
the committee against the authorization of two battle- 
ships was so strong that the advocates of this program 
feared to take a vote and insisted upon postponing 
action. This must not be taken to indicate that the 
committee will not eventually report the bill with a pro- 
vision for two battleships. It merely means that some 
very strong pressure must be brought to bear upon the 
committee before it will vote for a two-battleship ap- 
propriation. In the mean time Chairman Tawney, of 
the Committee on Appropriations, and the peace advo- 
cates, such as Representative Bartholdt, of Missouri, 
will be active in their campaign against a large Navy. 
Already they have taken the matter up with President 
Taft and are insisting that the sentiment in the coun- 
try for the naval program is not so strong that Congress 
is called upon to appropriate for two battleships at this 
session. Chairman Tawney has taken a positive stand 
on account of the large appropriation bills which have 
already been either passed or reported to the House. He 
argues that the revenues of the Government will not take 
ear of the usual naval appropriation. Mr. Tawney 
threatens to make an organized fight against the Naval 
Appropriation bill on the floor of the House if it au- 
thorizes even one battleship. If the vote had been 
taken this week in the Naval Committee not more than 
one battleship would have been reported to the House. 
This indifference on the part of the House Committee 
has encouraged Mr. Tawney in his fight against the 
naval program, 

Being advised Wednesday, Feb. 16, of the dangers of 
the defeat of the two-battleship program, President Taft 
took up with more than usual vigor a campaign to bring 
about legislation at this session for the development of 
a larger Navy. He sent word to the members of the 
Senate, as well as the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, asking them to call at the White House at their 
earliest convenience. Those who responded to this call 
found the President firmly determined upon a two-battle- 
ship program. He declared that he favored economy in 
everything with the exception of battleships. In the 
opinion of the President, the Government is committed 
to a larger Navy policy, and that it would be unwise, if 
not dangerous, to allow the determination to retrench in 
government expenditures to interfere with this program. 
The firm stand taken by President l'aft in favor of two 
battleships it thought will turn the tide in favor of the 
advocates of the regular naval program. When the news 
reached the Capitol that President Taft was taking a 
personal interest in the authorization of two battleships 
there were indications of the weakening of those who are 
opposed to such a large appropriation at this session. 
This was apparent at the Senate end of the Capitol, as 
well as in the House. Senator Perkins, who has been 
confined to his house on account of sickness, expects to 
be able soon to assume the duties of the chairmanship 
of the Naval Affairs Committee. This will strengthen 
the two-battleship forces in the upper house, as Senator 
Perkins is a stanch supporter of the regular naval pro- 
gram. It is understood that he is confident that he can 
overcome the opposition of Senator Hale, who makes no 
secret of his opinion that two battleships, should not be 
authorized by this session’s bill. 


A part of the reservation for the proving grounds at 
Indian Head, Md., has been set apart for a target range 
for the Marine Corps. This point is within thirty miles 
of Washington, immediately on the Potomac River, and 
easily accessible from Washington Barracks. The range 
is a peninsula between two creeks which flow into the 
Potomac. The ground rises gradually from the river to 
a line of high hills, with no farms or settlements ad 
jacent. The work of preparing the range is now going 
on. The grounds are being graded, offices, kitchens and 
barracks are being built, and‘ the butts and targets 
are being laid off and constructed. There is room for 
but forty targets in a bank. This limitation precludes 
the use of this range for the national match, but it is 
more than likely that interstate matches and a part of 
the Nationa] Rifle Association matches will be held on 
this range. The -work of preparation will continue 
through the spring, but it is expected that the enlisted 
men of the Marine Corps stationed at Washington Bar- 
racks, Norfolk and Annapolis will have their preliminary 
practice and instruction on this range for the national 
competition at Camp Perry. The name of this new 
range, which will soon become very familiar throughout 
the Services, is Stump Neck, an oldtime name given to 
the peninsula. 
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At this distance, from its practical application, it is 
peculiarly interesting to be reminded of the success of 
the system of criminal procedure now well established 
in the Philippine Islands. In his address at the recent 
meeting of the New York State Bar Association, in 
Rochester, Hon. James F. Tracey, of the Albany bar, 
paid a high compliment to the American officers who so 
promptly, following the acquisition of the islands, sup- 
planted in part the system of Roman law established by 
the Spaniards with more practical and convenient appli- 
cations of the American practice. This was done mainly 
under the administration of General Otis. A code of 
civil procedure, compiled from American state systems, 
was set in operation, and, of even greater importance 
for the successful maintenance of law and order, a 
system of criminal procedure wholly American, but mili- 
tary in origin, was adopted, and has been in operation 
without modification since its enactment in 1900. This 
code was prepared by Col. Enoch H. Crowder, of the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department, who availed him- 
self of the advice of several Filipino jurists. Judge 
Tracey spoke of Colonel Crowder’s work as constituting 


a notable monument to the practical skill of the Army 
lawyer. 





As the result of the hearing before the House Com- 
mittee Wednesday, Feb. 16, on the Joint House Reso- 
lution No. 95, providing for the appointment by the 
president of a board to formulate a comprehensive sys- 
tem of regulations of wireless telegraphy plants afloat 
and on shore will be reported by the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs. No formal action was taken by the 
committee, but the subcommittees reached an agreement 
which will be approved by the entire committee. It is 
thought that there is so much interest in the regulation 
of wireless telegraphy that the resolution will be passed 
by the House and Senate without any serious opposi- 
tion. The board under modified form of the resolution 
will consist of three experts representing the wireless 
telegraphy interests and one scientist well versed in 
electric wave telegraphy, in addition to a representative 
of each department of the General Government. A rep- 
resentative of the Department of Justice is to be placed 
on the board to pass upon the legality of the proposed 
regulation. 





A favorable report on the Warner-Townsend bill 
creating’ a retired list of sdrviving Volunteer Civil War 
officers is now practically assured. It is planned to 
bring the measure from the Senate and House Naval 
Committees on the same day. This will probably be 
stome time in the latter part of February. A joint com- 
mittee of the Senate and House have been giving con- 
siderable time to the measure during the past week. 
Great care is being exercised in its formation so as to 
‘ring to its support sufficient strength to pass it at this 
session. About the only danger that threatens it is the 
effort that Representative Isaac R. Sherwood, of Toledo, 
will make to attach his Dollar-a-Day pension bill to it 
as an amendment. Such an amendment would increase 
the appropriation to carry out the provisions of the bill 
to a point at which it could not pass. The same move 
by General Sherwood in the last regular session of 
Congress defeated the Volunteer Retired Officers bill. 





The conferees on the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 
15384) reached an agreement on Feb. 18 on all items 
with the exception of provision for promotion upon re- 
tirement of Brigadier Generals Marshall, Hodges, Nor- 
ton, Brush and Black to the rank of major general. 
Chairman Hull and Representative Prince, Republican 
members of the conference committee, insisted upon 
referring this provision to the House for instructions. 
Representative Sulzer favored an agreement with the 
Senate, and practically all of the Senate increases in 
appropriations were agreed to, including $250,000 for 
quartermaster supplies and $55,000 for ammunition to 
be used at maneuvers. The net increase in the bill since 
it left the House amounts to a little over $100,000, as 
the Senate struck out some of the House items. 
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TESTIMONY OF THE ENGINEER-IN-CHIEF. 


Engineer-in-Chief Hutch I. Cone, rear admiral as 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, testified at 
length Feb. 9 before the House Naval Committee on the 
subject of naval administration. In introducing him, 
Hon. Thomas §. Butler, presiding, said: “Now, gentle- 
men, let us listen to Admiral Cone. Admiral, you did 
give us your views, when you were here before, upon 
the various features of what is known as the ‘Meyer 
plan’ of reorganization of the Navy. Do you desire to 
speak any further of that plan?” 

Responding in the affirmative, the witness gave ten 
reasons why all branches of engineering, including electric 
engineering, should be under his bureau, which is com- 
posed of line officers with engineering experience, to 
whom the present development of electrical engineering 
in the Navy is due, and who would, with an opportunity 
to utilize the experience gained at sea, dignify the per- 
formance of electrical engineering tm the Service. 
“Future development will be retarded if the naval ex- 
perts in electrical engineering now in the line of the 
Navy are not used. The value of such experts is indi- 
cated by such men as Sprague, Emmett, Green, McFar- 
land and Westinghouse, all of whom were line officers 
(or engineer officers) in the Navy.” 

Steam is being superseded in whole or in part by elec- 
tricity, and it is poor policy to place under another 
bureau than that charged with steam engineering in the 
Navy important steam machinery used for generating 
electricity, particularly as the type of that machinery is 
identical with the turbines now being used for ship 
propulsion. For reasons of economy and of business 
efficiency all of the electric machinery on board ship 
should be under some one bureau. This is in line with 
commercial practice where the steam machinery and elec- 
trical generators and motors are treated as a unit. The 
witness said: “From the voluminous papers that have 
been submitted to the committee regarding control of 
electrical] machinery, it might be inferred that the mere 
fact that a midshipman graduates at the head of his 
class at Annapolis is prima facie evidence that he must 
possess superior qualifications to his classmates as a 
practical officer. ‘The history of the graduates refutes 
this, and experience has shown that the No. 1 man of 
the class is too often a bookworm, a theorist, and that 
after graduation, when it comes to applying the principles 
taught at school, the men who forge to the front and stay 
there are not the brilliant ‘star’ men, but the men lower 
down. 

“As to the special fitness of naval constructors to 
manage the electrical branch of the Navy, it may be 
stated without fear of contradiction that, notwithstand- 
ing the superior bookwork they have accomplished, there 
is not one to-day who is distinguished as an electrical 
engineer, And the reason is very simple—they have had 
no practical experience with the machines they control. 
The line officer, on the contrary, lives with these ma- 
chines. ‘They are his daily companions, and his energy 
is devoted to keeping them in condition and to improving 
them. He thus acquires a taste for matters electrical. 
and it is but natural that he should be better qualified 
to have the control of such matters on shore than an 
officer who, from the very nature of things, must be little 
more than a theorist, and whose responsibility for them 
ceases as soon as the ship leaves a navy yard. Further- 
more, the large number of young line officers in com- 
parison with young naval constructors makes the chance 
of developing expert electricians from among the officers 
of the line many times as great as it would be among 
young constructors. 

“As to steering and capstan engines, they are simply 
steam engines which have supplanted manual power on 
board ship, just as the main engines have supplanted 
sails for propulsion. There is no reason why they should 
not be supplied by the Bureau of Steam Engineering in 
the same manner as are steam pumps, ash hoists and all 
other auxiliary machinery now on board ship. ‘The 
present regulations, as they stand now, hold a number 
ef officers responsible for the proper functioning of these 
engines, which, in itself, brings about a confusion of 
responsibility that would be entirely eliminated if all 
this machinery were placed under the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering and the responsibility for its proper func- 
tioning placed under the senior engineer officer of the 
ship.” 

* the machinery the design of which is not controlled 
by the Bureau of Steam Engineering are to be found 
the principal efficiency leaks affecting the ship’s standing 
with her sisters. Placing all machinery under the one 
bureau would reduce the necessary amount of~stores, 
tools, ete. Extracts from the British naval regulations 
were read to show that this accords with English prac- 
tice. It is also in a line with commercial practice 
throughout the world. The way to prevent us being at 
the mercy of foreign dockyards, as the Paymaster Gen- 
eral suggested we were, is to develop the science of 
engineering in the Navy from the captain down. Over 
sixty per cent. of engineering repairs are now accom- 
plished aboard ship, and this could be brought up to over 
eighty per cent. in a few years. The cost per horsepower 
of navy yard repairs and changes in 1907 was $2.71. In 
1908 it cost $2.40, and in 1909 it cost $1.94, which shows 
that it is coming right down. Expert civilian master 
mechanics are required to superintend mechanical opera- 
tions on ships. 

“Admiral Cone: The question of staff officer and line 
officer has come up a great deal, and I would like to 
say a word on that. 

“Mr. Butler: Good; go ahead. 

“Admiral Cone: In the first place, my definition of a 
staff officer in a military organization is this: A military 
organization is run and handled by officers who are 
trained to control men in battle. Those men naturally 
dominate any military organization you can get up, and 
it will be a sad day when those men do not dominate the 
military organization. When you come down to 
specialties, where you have anything to be done in that 
military organization which, if done by a line officer, we 
will say, or a military officer, would detract from his 
value as a military cfficer, then you employ what is 
called a ‘staff officer’ to do the special work. When you 
get down as far as shop superintendents, employing com- 
missioned staff officers, you will find that you will in- 
crease in very large numbers staff officers, because that 
is peculiarly a specialty. If a military officer is: giving 
his whole time simply to the way to run a lathe or a 
planer, I make no claim that he is improving himself as 
a military officer in a modern navy; but if that officer 
is giving his time to the proposition of how machinery 
repairs are to be best accomplished, and whether these 
men are doing what they should do or not, and adminis- 
tering that machinery plant, he is doing exactly what he 


might have to do actually in battle. Therefore that duty 
should not be taken away from him. * There is 
a perfect parallel between the manner of carrying on 
work on board the modern battleship and that followed 
in a navy yard, and the experience gained by the line 
officer in directing this work afloat fits him in an especial 
manner for directing similar work on shore, and es- 
pecially for doing it economically. 

“Mr. Loud: Yes. If it is a good thing to have a line 
officer at the head of the machinery department, why is 
it not a good thing to have a line officer at the head of 
construction? 

“Admiral Cone: I think I can answer that. The 
proposition of building the hull of a ship is the building 
of a static structure which, when built, stays there just 
the same as a house does, and you take that hull to sea 
and you do not have any problem with the hull unless 
it happens to turn over. It is not a dynamic machine, 
while the machinery part of it is an entirely different 
proposition. It is a dynamic machine that is working 
all the time, and it requires constant care and it requires 
constant attention. In the same way, I might say, when 
the builder builds a house he has finished with it; then 
the engineer puts in the boiler plant and the electric 
plant, and then his job just begins—to maintain it and 
keep it going. E ‘ 

“Admiral Cone: Every marine engine that was pu 
into a ship was originated by engineers in the Service, 
and I think any civilian would bear me out in that, that 
the designers of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, up 
to a few years ago when turbines were developed, were 
leading in the designing of reciprocating engines. The 
designing of turbines is an entirely different proposition, 
for the reason that it requires a tremendous amount of 
money for experiment, which the Government has not 
at hand.” 

The witness explained in detai] the memorandum sub- 
mitted by him to the Secretary, and with which the Chief 
Constructor took issue. 

“Adiniral Cone: My object in submitting this memo- 
randum was not with any purpose of reflecting on any 
individual. My object was to point out to the Secretary 
of the Navy the shortcomings of what is called the ‘New- 
berry system.’ As a matter of fact, the particular general 
manager whom I mentioned in this memorandum is a 
warm personal friend of mine; and, furthermore, the 
reason I mentioned more cases there at Mare Island 
than anywhere else is because that was the yard that 
was said to be run on the Newberry scheme better than 
any other. As the Chief Constructor very rightly says 
in his testimony, you can go around under any system 
and pick out hundreds of cases where people are making 
mistakes. I simply pick these out as typical cases to 
exemplify the shortcomings of the system. 

“Mr. Padgett: Does this not show that in the personal 
equation the subordinate officers are assuming authority 
which they had no right to assume and exercise? 

“Admiral Cone: They did, and expended money under 
that assumed authority. 

“Mr. Padgett: You are speaking about under the con- 
structor manager. Could not these cases happen under 
any system if the subordinate officer acted as he has 
acted heretofore in those cases that you have cited? 

“Admiral Cone: In my opinion, they could not happen, 
for the reason that I consider that when we get to the 
bottom of this we will find that a great deal of this 
work was done—I wish you to understand this is not 
a charge at all, but it is my opinion—that a great deal 
of this work was done because of the fact that the men 
on board ship wanted it done, and there was not suffi- 
cient engineering talent to keep them from having it 
done. But, to answer your question directly, if a sub- 
ordinate is going to authorize work which he has no 
authority to exercise, any system—-— This could not 
have happened under the two-manager system, for under 
that system the two managers are wholly engaged in 
carrying on the mechanical work of their separate divi- 
sions, and have nothing whatever to do with cost keeping, 
which is under a third office, a paymaster.’ 
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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

Bills before Congress appear on page 726. 

The Senate on Feb. 9 passed a resolution calling upon 
the Secretary of the Navy to furnish to the Senate the 
amount in barrels of fuel oil (petroleum and naphtha) 
consumed by the Navy on torpedoboats and torpedoboat 
destroyers or other naval vessels; to give the average 
cost of same for each year for the last five years, and to 
state from whom it was purchased. 

The Senate on Feb. 14 passed S. 1531, appropriating 


$2,000 for medals to be granted survivors and heirs of 
volunteers of the Port Hudson forlorn hope storming 
party, organized at Port Hudson, La., June 15, 1863, by 
command of Major General Banks. 

The Senate on Feb. 14 passed S. 3501, providing for 
the taking over by the U.S. Government of the Con- 
federate cemetery at Springfield, Mo. 

The Senate on Feb. 15 passed H.R. 13410, amending 
Articles of War 122 and 124 and repealing Art. 123. The 
amended articles will now read: 

Art. 122. If, upon marches, guards or in quarters, different 
corps happen to join or do duty together, the officer highest in 
rank of the line of the Army, Marine Corps, Organized Militia 
or Volunteers, by commission, there on duty or in quarters, 
shall command the whole, and give orders for what is needed in 
the Service, unless otherwise specially directed by the President, 
according to the nature of the case. 

Art. 124. Officers of the Organized Militia of the several 

states, when called into the service of the United States, shall 
on all detachments, courts-martial and other duty, wherein they 
may be employed in conjunction with the Regular or Volunteer 
forces of the United States, take rank next after all officers of 
the like grade in said Regular forces, and shall take precedence 
of all officers of Volunteers of equal or inferior rank, notwith- 
standing the commissions of such Militia officers may be older 
than the commissions of the said officers of the Regular forces of 
the United States. 
This action was necessitated by reason of the Dick Act’s 
making the Organized Militia the second line of defense 
and conferring upon the President authority to call forth 
the Militia whenever the United States is invaded or in 
danger of invasion from any foreign nation or of rebel- 
lion against the authority of the Government of the 
United States, provided he is unable, with the Regular 
forces at his command, to execute the laws of the Union. 
The present bill is a result of action urged by the con- 
vention of the National Guard Association of the United 
States held in September last. 

The Senate having recently passed a private bill cor- 
recting the lineal rank of Granville Sevier and others, 
and the House having passed a bill (H.R. 3037) with the 
same provisions, but carrying in addition a paragraph 
pertaining to general legislation, the Senate on Feb. 15 
passed the House bill, H.R. 3037, by striking out the 





paragraph referred to. The House will no doubt concur 
in the Senate amendment, and both Houses take up the 
stricken-out matter as a separate measure at another 
time, as follows: “That hereafter officers suspended from 
promotion under the provisions of Section 3 of the Act 
approved Oct. 1, 1890, entitled ‘An Act to provide for 
the examination of certain officers of the Army and to 
regulate promotion therein,’ shall not, as a result of such 
suspension, suffer a loss of numbers on the lineal list of 
their arm, corps or department in excess of the number 
of casualties and retirements occurring in such arm or 
corps during period of suspension among the officers 
senior to the officer suspended.” 

In the Senate en Feb. 9 monthly pensions were voted 
as follows: Widow of Capt. James KE. Eastman, U.S.A., 
$24; widow of Col. John G. Barnard, U.S.A., $40; 
widow of Rear Admiral Henry Walke, U.S.N., $50. On 
Feb. 15 these: Widow of Paymr. W. H. Anderson, 
U.S.N., $25; widow of P.A. Surg. W. R. Richardson, 
$35; widow of 1st Lieut. John H. Purcell, $20; widow 
of Capt. Henry McCrea, U.S.N., $40. 

The Senate on Feb. 17 passed the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation bill, carrying $4,119,481. The 
next big bill to be considered will be the Rivers and 
Harbors measure, which passed the House Feb. 15. 

In the Senate on Feb. 9 Mr. Guggenheim proposed an 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill as follows: “That 
all payments for work performed on the Isthmian Canal 
and all other payments to be made by the United States 
in the Isthmian Canal Zone shall be made in the silver 
coin of the U.S.; and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized and directed to purchase and coin sv 
much silver bullion as may be necessary to execute the 
provisions of this Act.” 

In the Senate on Feb. 10 a favorable report was made 
on the amendment submitted by Mr. Taliaferro to appro- 
priate $150,000 for the Army post at Fort Taylor. 





The House on Feb. 11 allowed monthly pensions to 
the following: Widow of Col. William H. Jordan, 
U.S.A., $30; daughter of Capt. James R. Kemble, 
U.S.A., $12; widow of Asst. Surg. T. C. Walton, $20. 

The House on Feb. 16 passed the bill H.R. 11580, 
appropriating $3,000 for the erection of a monument over 
the grave of Brig. Gen. James Shields in St. Mary’s 
Cemetery, at Carrollton, Mo. 

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant is the subject of a bill, 
H.R. 21075, introduced in the House by Mr. Hull, chair- 
man of the House Military Committee, this week. The 
aim of the bill is understood to be to correct the Gen- 
eral’s military record so as to recognize him as a Civil 
War veteran, to enable him to respond to the earnest 
request of the Grand Army of the Republic that he 
should become one of them. General Grant, when a 
youth, acted as an aid to his father in the Civil War. 

In an official letter to the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, hy whom was referred for his approval the 
pending bills proposing “to appoint Comdr. Robert E. 
Peary a rear admiral,” the Secretary of the Navy has re- 
plied : “It would appear that the bill in question is framed 
for the purpose of rewarding Civil Engineer Peary for 
having reached the North Pole: and, while having suc- 
cessfully accomplished this self-imposed task is most 
commendable and reflects great credit, not only upon him, 
but also upon the entire nation, his various exploring 
expeditions cannot be regarded as having been conducted 
for a strictly military or naval purpose, and, for this 
reason, it seems inappropriate to confer upon him a title 
for which his previous education, training and service 
have not fitted him. It is therefore recommended that 
in the title of the bill and in the fourth line thereof, the 
word ‘Comniander’ be changed to ‘Civil Engineer,’ the 
latter being Mr. Peary’s correct official designation ; and, 
further, that instead of appointing him a rear admirai 
and placing him upon the retired list as such, he be 
retired as a civil engineer with the rank of rear admiral, 
and with the highest retired pay of that grade under 
existing law.” Carrying out the recommendation of the 
Secretary, Representative J. Hampton Moore has intro- 
duced in the House a joint resolution as follows: “Re- 
solved, By the Senate and the House of Representatives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled, 
that Civil Fngr. Robert E. Peary, in recognition of his 
discovery of the North Pole and placing thereat the flag 
of the United States of America, be and he is hereby pro- 
moted to the rank of rear admiral in the Corps of Civil 
Engineers of the United States Navy, and placed on the 
retired list: that the thanks of Congress be, and the 
same are hereby, presented to Civil] Engr. Robert F. 
Peary, and through him the appreciation of the nation 
extended to the men who accompanied him on his last 
expedition to the Arctic region.” 

The bill H.R. 13883, to appoint Major Gen. Daniel FP. 
Sickles, U.S.A., retired. to be a lieutenant general of the 
Army. was favorably reported in the House without 
amendment, together with a minority report against the 
measure. 

“The proposition before Congress to give Gen. Daniel 
FE. Sickles the rank and pay of a lieutenant general in 
the Regular Army would not be objected to in any 
quarter,” writes a correspondent of the New York Sun, 
“if similar rewards were conferred upon other living 
soldiers whose services in behalf of the Union were more 
important than those of General Sickles. Several years 
ago it was proposed to restore Gen. David McM. Gregg, 
the distinguished cavalryman, to the Regular Army with 
the modest rank of captain, but the attempt was aban- 
doned. For some time General Gregg commanded all 
the Cavalry with the Army of the Potomac. He was in 
command at Gettysburg when the Confederate Cavalry 
sought to strike Meade’s battle line in the rear. He 
fought there a hard battle, drove the Confederates from 
the field and did much to preserve the Union position. 
James H. Wilson, who commanded a Cavalry corps, is 
alive and vigorous at Wilmington, Ind. Gen. G. M. 
Dodge, another Union corns commander, is still alive. 
Recause General Sickles did serve the Union cause to 
the best of his ability no one would object to making 
him a lieutenant general, provided Gregg and Dodge and 
Wilson also received the same rank and pay.” 

In the House on Feb. 15 S. 1381. to provide for the 
construction of a revenue cutter of the first class for. 
service in the waters of Key West, was reported, 
amended to read: 

That the Secretary of the Treasury be authorized to pro- 
vide and equip two new revenue cutters at a cost not exceeding 
$250,000 in each case, and when either of said revenue cutters 
shall be placed in service, one of the revenue cutters now in 
the Service shall thereupon be retired from service. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury is herebv au- 
thorized from time to time to make such transfer and change 
of station of revenue cutters as he mav deem desirable for the 
best interests of the. Service, and in his discretion to direct any 
revenue cutter to cruise in any waters to perform the duties 
of the Revenue Cutter Service. 

In the House on Feb. 18 a bill was introduced by 
Representative Bates, of Pennsylvania, providing that 
chief clerks, clerks and assistant clerks shall be ap- 
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pointed, with the rank of chief petty officers and petty 
officers of the three Jower classes, who shall do all the 
clerical work on the ships of the Navy, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and the Fish Commission. The ap- 
pointments will be made by the President after an exami- 
nation prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. The 
pay of these clerks in their various grades will be 
identical with that of boatswains, warrant officers and 
enlisted men. The bill is framed to avoid any conflict 
with the regulations of the Civil Service Commission.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


The Acting Secretary of War has asked for the inclu- 
sion in the General Deficiency Appropriation bill of the 
following items heretofore disallowed in the accounts 
of the officers mentioned: Major D. E. McCarthy, Q.M., 
U.S.A, $418.71; Major G. G. Bailey, Q.M., U.S.A,, 
$261.30; Col. John L. Clem, Acting Q.M.G., U.S.A., 
$1,181.80; Major M. Gray Zalinski, Q.M., U.S.A., $62; 
Lieut. EB. L. Hooper, 12th Inf., U.S.A., $120. 

Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, is urging the appoint- 
ment of Col. Frank IL. Denny as commander of the U.S 
Marine Corps, with the rank of major general. The 
Senator talked with the President upon the matter this 
week, and, in addition to calling attention to the popu- 
larity of Colonel Denny in the Service and at his home 
in Indiana, submitted a lengthy brief giving an account 
of his military record. Colonel Denny was appointed 
second lieutenant from Indiana in 1880. He served in 
the line of the corps for twelve years with marked credit 
and distinction. In 1892 he was appointed to the 
Quartermaster’s Department. Since then he has con- 
tinuously served in that department in the grade of cap- 
tain, major and colonel, receiving his promotion to colonel 
in 1899. As a line officer he had active service command- 
ing marines at Alexandria, Egypt, after the English 
bombardment in 1892, and at Panama in the revolution 
of 1885. Senator Beveridge declares that his candidate 
is the senior colonel of the corps in both line and staff, 
and therefore senfor of all other applicants. It is stated 
that he is recognized in the Service as a man of marked 
administrative and executive ability, and has brought the 
Quartermaster’s Department to a high state of efficiency. 
Colonel Denny has been closely identified with all matters 
adopted to inerease the efficiency of the corps. His selec- 
tion is favored by many officers of the corps, both in the 
line and in the staff. 

Itepresentative Anthony, of Kansas, is confident that 
his bill for the construction of a military road between 
Fort Leavenworth and Fort Riley will at least pass the 
House this session. The Committee on Military Affairs 
is giving serious consideration to the measure, and the 
only objection that has been raised to it is that the 
Federal Government has no constitutional authority to 
construet an intrastate road. Mr. Anthony thinks that 
this can be overcome, and if he can satisfy the committee 
on the constitutional point it will be reported in the near 
future. It is provided in the bill that a macadam road 
shall be built between the two military reservations with 
prison labor. The government prisoners at Fort 
Leavenworth will soon be out of work, and there is 
serious objection from the labor unions of the country 
to their employment in the manufacture of goods which 
come into competition with goods manufactured by free 
labor. The passage of Mr. Anthony’s bill would not only 
solve the employment problem at the prison, but would 
give a farmers an excellent road about ninety miles in 
length. 

The size of the River and Harbor bill, which was 
passed by the House Feb. 15, carrying appropriations 
of $35,000,000 and authorizing future work requiring 
47,000,000, will increase the pressure for the 
passage of Representative Young’s bill to enlarge 
the U.S. Engineer Corps. Aside from the _ pros- 
pect that the bill will carry about $50,000,000 appro- 
priations before it passes the Senate, there are a large 
number of surveys provided for which will require the 
services of the government Engineers. Then there are a 
number of large items, amounting to about $20,000,000, 
which are contingent upon reports made by Engineer 
hoards. No other bill passed by Congress outlined half 
of the Engineer work that is provided for in this ses- 
sion’s bill as reported to the House. With the impression 
prevailing in Congress that the Engineer Corps is already 
too small, the demand for some legislation to increase the 
number of U.S. Engineers will have a tendency to thrust 
aside a number of other recommendations for more 
officers in this branch of the Army than have been made 
by the War Department. While Chairman Hull, of the 
Military Affairs Committee, is awake to the need of a 
larger Engineer Corps. he will proceed with caution in 
the formulation of legislation which has this end in view. 
He intends to conduct hearings upon the Young bill and 
other suggestions that have been made by the members 
of the River and Harbor Committee. 

Cortlandt Field Bishop, president of the Aero Club 
of America, accompanied by a committee representing the 
Washington and Baltimore aeronautical societies, called 
on the President on Feb. 14 to urge him to recommend 
to Congress appropriations for the equipment of the 
Army with aeroplanes for military purposes. Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., backed up Mr. Bishop with an 
address. The President regretted that, owing to the 
necessity of strict economy in government expenditures, 
it would not be possible for him to urge the matter upon 
Congress at this session, but he thought that something 
might be’ done in that direction at the next session. 

From $2,000,000 to $4,000,000 is the estimated in- 
crease of the annual pension expense if the proposal to 
extend the widows’ pension benefits to those widows who 
married their soldier or sailor husbands since June 27, 
1890,. be enacted by Congress. This matter has been 
introduced this session by Senator McCumber as 8S. 6058, 
on which a favorable report was made in the Senate on 
Feb. 15. As is well known, many of the old soldiers 
took helpmates unto themselves after June 27, 1890, and 
for the past twenty years Congress has been besieged in 
the interest of this multitude. There are now between 
twenty and twenty-five thousand of these young widows. 
The House Committee also has agreed to consider the 
subject, and the intimations are that the report from 
that committee will be favorable. 

The Gulf States Merchant Marine Convention, in 
session at New Orleans this week, adopted resolutions 
endorsing the Humphrey Ship Subsidy bill now pending 
in Congress. The resolutions declared: “The movement 
for restoring the merchant marine which this measure 
exemplifies is patriotic and not partisan.” A protest is 
registered against any attempt being made by political 
caucuses to influence adversely the judgment of Repre- 
sentatives ir Gongress with respect to the Humphrey 
hill, and against any activities of the representatives of 
the foreign shipping interests which it is charged are 
working to defeat the measure, 





HAZING AT THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


The Senate on Feb. 15 passed the bill S. 5576, relating 
to hazing and the regulations of the U.S. Military 
Academy. As passed, the bill reads: “That the portion 
of the Act of Congress entitled ‘An Act making appro- 
priations for the support of the Military Academy for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902, and for other pur- 
poses,’ approved March 2, 1901, prescribing penalty for 
hazing, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“See. 1. That the Superintendent of the U.S. Military 
Academy, subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
War, shall make appropriate regulations for putting a 
stop to the practice of hazing, such regulations to pre- 
scribe dismissal, suspension and other adequate punish- 
ments for infractions of the same, and to embody a clear 
definition of hazing. - 

“Sec. 2. ‘That any cadet who shall be charged with 
offenses under such regulations which would involve his 
dismissal from the Academy shall be granted, upon his 
written request, a trial by a general court-martial, and 
any cadet dismissed from the Academy for hazing shall 
not thereafter be reappointed to the corps of cadets nor 
be eligible for appointment as a commissioned officer in 
the Army or Navy or Marine Corps until two years after 
the graduation vf the class of which he was a member. 

“Sec. 3. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.” 

At a hearing granted Secretary of War Dickinson by 
the House Military Committee Feb. 17 an agreement 
was reached which it is thought will result in the modifi- 
cation of the hazing regulations at the West Point 
Military Academy. Senate Joint Resolution No. 70 will 
probably be attached by the House committee to Senate 
bill No. 5576, and reported favorably to the House. As 
both the bill and resolution have passed the Senate, and 
have received the endorsement of the President and 
Secretary of War, the way now seems to be opened for 
early settlement of the hazing controversy. Secretary 
Dickinson, in his testimony before the committee, stated 
that he was convinced that he could modify the regula- 
tions at the Academy by defining hazing without any 
further legislation from Congress. Still, he argued that 
it would be more satisfactory if his duties in this respect 


were more clearly defined by an Act of Congress and if - 


discretionary powers were conferred upon the Superin- 
tendent of the Academy. Under the present regulations, 
the Secretary went on to say, no distinction is made 
between the most insignificant and grave offenses. He 
thought that the “punishment should be made to fit the 
crime.

Where last year’s bill appropriated for seven pro- 
fessors, the present bill calls for eight, and provides 
“that the head of the department of English and history 
shall hereafter have the same status as the professors at 
the head of the other departments of instruction at the 
Military Academy, and the President of the United 
States is hereby authorized, by and with the consent of 
the Senate, to appoint a civilian in the department of 
English and history, U.S. Military Academy, a professor 
at the Military Academy, with the rank, pay, allowances, 
title and status of the other professors; Provided further, 
That. the’ provisions of law relating to retirement for 
disability in line of duty shall not apply in the case of 
this professor until after he shall have served fifteen 
years at the Military Academy.” 

Under the appropriation of $3,000 for carrying on the 
development of the general plan for improvements to 
roads and grounds on the military reservation of West 
Point, it is “Provided, That if it be found by the Secre- 
tary of War more advantageous and economical to do so, 
for the use of the U.S. Military Academy, the Secretary 
of War is authorized to purchase, at a price not to 
exceed $150,000, the buildings and grounds known as 
Ladycliffe. Academy, formerly Cranston’s Hotel, adjacent 
to the Military Academy reservation, from the appro- 
priation ‘For continuing the work of increasing the 
efficiency of the U.S. Military Academy and to provide 
for the enlargement of buildings and for other necessary 
work of improvement in connection therewith,’ authorized 
in Acts of June 28, 1902; April 28, 1904; March 3, 
1905,-and June 28, 1906, in accordance with the general 
plan approved by the Secretary. of War Jan. 27, 1904.”

THE PENSION APPROPRIATION BILL. 


In the report of the Appropriations Committee on the 
Pension Appropriation bill, sent to the Committee of the 
Whole House on Feb. 10, it is shown that, not including 
the amount asked for in this bill, $155,674,000—which, 
by the way, is $5,234,000 less than last year’s Pension 
bill—the Government has paid in pensions to soldiers, 
sailors and marines, their widows, minor children and 
dependent . relatives, on account of military and naval 
service since the foundation of the Republic, a grand 
total of $3,913,082,513.73, divided as follows:

Ohio leads the states in -the number of pensioners, with 
92,507, closely followed by Pennsylvania (92,066) and 
New York (83,394). Far-off Alaska has 90, Porto Rico 
32, Phillippines 41 and Hawaii 74. During the year 
1909 pension money to the amount of $451,540.53 was 
sent to Canada, $99,540.40 to Germany, $78,951.80 to 
Ireland, $63,685.73 to England, $27,461.70 to Mexico, 
$14,920.30 to Scotland, $12,360.37 to Australia, and 
$10,470.40 to Switzerland. In sixty-four foreign coun- 
tries we have a total of 5,047 pensioners, who drew last 
year $863,607.88 from the U.S. Treasury. 





THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Paymaster General Rogers, U.S.N., appeared before 
the House Naval Committee, Feb. 4, to urge that the 
following provision be added to the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill: 

That hereafter a profit not to exceed fifteen per centum may 
be charge on sales from ship’s stores, such profit to be ex- 
pended in the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy, under 
such regulations as he may prescribe, for the amusement, com- 
fort and contentment of the enlisted force, and to be accounted 
for to the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Department. 

The small stores system formerly prevailing in the 
Navy was abolished. “It has caused trouble,” the wit- 
ness said, ‘‘to a great many of the petty officers of the 
Navy, the yeoman «nd the stewards. There have been 
a number of courts-martial for peculations from it. It 
has caused the resignation of two paymasters in other 
years, and has brought about a condition of affairs 
which I was unwilling to permit to continue. On the 
1st of last July we took over all the stores, paying for 
them out of the appropriation ‘Provisions, Navy,’ and 
now the paymaster is responsible for the stock of the 
store exactly as he is for other government property. 
But in making that store official we took away a very 
valuable asset of the men in the shape of the little prof- 
its that were used for amusement purposes of the men, 
for little odds and ends for their comfort and welfare, 
which the Government did not pay for, but which were 
paid for out of the profits of these stores, and which, 
under existing law, we can no longer charge because 
the law does not permit any profit to be made, not by 
directly prohibiting it, but by stating that no appropria- 
tion made by Congress can be increased, and this would 
be an increase. What we want is simply authority to 
charge these profits and use them, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Navy, and it will cost the United 
States nothing. These profits will come entirely out of 
the pockets of the enlisted men or whoever patronizes 
this store, and they can be used, as the captain directs, 
in a much more regular and eflicient way than in the 
past. It is estimated that under the new system the 
sales on a battleship will average at cost price about 
$1,500 a month. The profit on this at fifteen per cent. 
would be $225 monthly. On account of the perishable 
nature of ships’ store supplies, losses must be counted 
and will probably be about four per cent. sometimes 
even more, leaving $165 a month as the ultimate profit 
for the benefit of the enlisted men. On small vessels 
it will be less and on larger sales, of course, more. 

Under the old system the average monthly sales on 
the sixteen battleships were $2,060.28, with average 
profits of seventeen per cent., varying between five per 
cent. for the Rhode Island and thirty-four per cent. for 
the Vermont. 

The Paymaster Genera] also suggested that there be 
added to the Naval Appropriation bill the following, 
taken from the Army Appropriation bill as it passed the 
House : 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy is authorized, in 
his discretion, to allow members of the Female Nurse Corps of 
the Navy $15 per month in lieu of quarters when government 
quarters are not available, and that the auditor for the Navy 
Department is authorized and directed to remove all suspensions 
or disallowances in accounts of disbursing officers of payments 
heretofore made by them for commutation of quarters at the 
rate specified to members of the Female Nurse Corps of the 
Navy in accordance with orders of the Secretary of the Navy, 
and the Paymaster General is authorized to repay to members 
of the Female Nurse Corps of the Navy any sums collected 
from them in payment therefor. 

The House Naval Committee agreed Tuesday, Feb. 15, 
to incorporate into the Naval Appropriation bill a prq- 
vision for the relief of Capt. J. K. Barton, U.S.N.,:re- 
tired, formerly Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. If the provision is stricken out on the floor of the 
House on a point of order a special bill will be reported 
with the same end in view. It is provided that Captain 
Barton shall receive the same pay that he would if he 
had been promoted to the rank of rear admiral and 
retired. Captain Barton is a line officer who was retired 
Dee. 22, 1908, while temporarily holding the office of 
Engineer-in-Chief as an Engineer-in-Chief. In a letter 
to the chairman of the House Naval Committee, Secre- 
tary Meyer said: “The following proviso is contained in 
the Naval Appropriation Act approved May 13, 1908: 
“That any officer of the Navy who is now serving or shall 
hereafter serve as chief of a bureau in the Navy Depart- 
ment, who shal] subsequently be retired, shall: be retired 
with the rank, pay and allowances authorized by law 
for retirement of such chief of bureau.’ On account of 
the words ‘retirement of’ being incorporated in this 
proviso, Captain Barton cannot claim under this provi- 
sion the rank of rear admiral on the retired list. It 
appears to the Department that the framers of this law 
did not intend these words to be in this proviso, as there 
are no ‘pay and allowances’ authorized by law for the 
retirement of such chief of bureau. The Department 
believes that this sentence should have read ‘pay and 
allowances authorized by law for such chief of bureau,’ 
and had such heen the case Captain Barton would have 
been entitled on the retired list to the rank held by him 
at the date of his retirement. Department bélieves 
Captain Barton has every equitable claim to the rank of 
rear admiral, the same as have other chiefs of bureaus 
who have been placed upon the retired list. It is recom- 
mended, therefore, that the following proviso be incor- 
porated in the next Naval Appropriation bill: ‘Provided, 
That any officer of the Navy who has served, or is now 
serving, or shall hereafter serve, as chief of a bureau in 
the Navy Department, who has been, or may be, retired, 
shall haye, on thé retired list, the rank and three-fourths 
the pay authorized by law for such officer when serving 
as chief of bureau.’ The foregoing provision only gives 
the officers concerned the retired pay of a rear admiral, 
instead of the pay and allowances of such officers. At 
the presént time no officer of the Navy receives the full 
pay or any allowance while on the retired list.” Ina 
letter to the Secretary of the Navy, dated May 12, 1909, 
Attorney General Wickersham said: “In my opinion, 
therefore, the retirement of Mr. Barton vacated the office 
of the Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy and left his legal 
status that of an officer on the retired list of the Navy, 
holding the rank of captain.” This would have given 
a Barton the rank he now asks for, that of rear 
admiral, 
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NO TRACE OF THE NINA. 


The U.S. tug Nina, tender of the Third Submarine 
Division of the Atlantic Fleet, left Hampton Roads, Va., 
early on Sunday morning, Feb. 6, under command of 
Chief Btsn. Jobn S. Croghan, for Boston, Mass. She 
was sighted by several merchant steamers outside the 
Capes of the Chesapeake, but since that time has not 


been heard from. 

As soon as she failed to reach her designated port at 
the proper time the Navy Department promptly issued 
orders that a wide search be made for her. The 
Louisiana, Culgoa, Caesar, Salem, Lamson, Apache and 
Castine were detailed for the work, but could find no 
trace of her. Vessels of the revenue cutter service also 
aided in the search. z 

The Navy Department believes the Nina foundered on 
the evening of Feb. 6 between Hog Island and Winter 
Quarter Shoal. All Navy vessels which were engaged 
in the search were on Feb. 16 called off, with the excep- 
tion of the battleship Louisiana and the scout cruiser 
Salem, which continued the search a day later. 

The news that came from Newport News Feb. 15, that 
the captain of the whaleback steamer Bay View had 
sighted the Nina off Montauk Point, Long Island, Feb.

The Nina continued to 
sea, and the last vision which the men on the Savage 
had of her was when she ploughed on and on through 
heavy seas, which proved too much for the Savage to

The itinerary for the Seventh Torpedo Division of the 
Atlantic Fleet, under command of Lieut. Comdr. George

The 20,000-ton battleship Delaware was delivered to 


the Navy Department Feb. 15 by her builders at the 
navy yard, Norfolk, Va. Although the Delaware is one 
hundred per cent. completed, it will be at least two 
months before she goes into commission. Several altera- 
tions of bulkheads, crew's quarters and magazines are 
to be made at the navy yard, and several weeks wil] be 
required for the completion of this work. 

It is the expectation that Capt. Charles A. Gove, 
U.S.N., now on duty at the Naval Academy as com- 
mandant of cadets, is to have command of the Delaware, 
and that Capt. R. T. Mulligan, now assistant to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, is to have command 
of the North Dakota. .These assignments have not been 
officially announced and are not finally decided. 

It is now the expectation that the battleship South 
Carolina will be placed in commission March 1. The 
commanding officer of the South Carolina is Capt. 
Augustus F. Fechteler, with the following officers assigned 
to the shin: Comdr. John C. Leonard, Lieut. Comdrs. 
Leon S. Thompson, F. D. Karns and T. T, Craven, 
Lieuts.

The ar- 
nouncement is made this week that three of the officers 
assigned to the Sonth Carolina will be ordered by the 
Department for du‘y «s assistants in the engineering de- 
partment. 

The U.S.S. Severn has been ordered detached from 
duty at the Naval Academy, and will be used as tender 
to the Third Submarine Division of the Atlantic Torpedo 
Fleet. The Hartford will be designated as station ship 
at the Nava] Academy ‘The Sterling, now at the navy 
vard, Norfolk, has been ordered to the navy yard, Ports- 
mouth, N.H., to be placed out of service, and the Ajax 
has been ordered placed in service at the navy yard, 
Portsmouth. 

The Vesuvius was placed in commission in reserve on 
Feb. 14 at the navy yard, Boston, Mass. When ready 
for sea the vessel wil] be sent to Newport for duty at 
the Torpedo Station. 

It is understood that a court of inquiry is to be ordered 
to determine the responsibility for the unfit and defec- 
tive condition of the boilers of the New Orleans. Two 
months ago this vessel started from Mare Island for 
Magdalena Bay and had to put back on account of bad 
boilers.

A wireless despatch received at the Navy Department 
Feb. 11 from Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet, at Guantanamo 
Bay, reports that in firing a salute on board the Virginia 
on Feb. 10 the charge exploded on entering the breech. 
J. Irban, gunner’s mate, third class, had his right arm 
badly mutilated, and T. W. Brunner, gunner’s mate, third 
class, was severely burned about the face. Both men 
were transferred to the hospital ship Solace, where it 
was found necessary to amputate Irban’s right arm 
above the wrist. An investigation into the accident was 
ordered. 

By the bursting of a boiler tube on the U.S. torpedo 
destroyer Hopkins while at San Diego, Cal., Feb. 

R. E. Taylor, first class fireman, was so badly 
scaided that he died, and six other men were badly hurt. 
Taylor, it is said, and also B. A. Carletillo, second class 
fireman, could have escaped uninjured, but they turned 
back in an effort to save their shipmates and inhaled 
steam. Carletillo, it is reported, can hardly recover. 
The less seriously injured are E. A. Clary, water tender; 
J. F. Hunt, chief water tender; W. A. Beebe, first class 
fireman: E. B. MeMerlin, first class fireman, and T. J. 
Brown, coal passer. Two acts of heroism resulted in 
clearing the fireroom of scalding steam. R. E. Bonney, 
chief water tender, was held head downward on the port 
side by two sailors. In this position he was able to start 
the blowers. A similar feat was performed on the star- 
board side by S. L. Almon, machinist’s mate. It meant 
death to either to breathe the steam. A court of inquiry 
to investigate the accident was requested by Lieut. EB. 
F'redericks, in command of the Hopkins. The Hopkins 
is equipped with Thorneycroft boilers and has twin screw 
vertical triple expansion engines. She was launched in 
April, 1902; was first commissioned Sept. 23, 1903, and 
was last commissioned June 22, 1909. It is reported 
that the explosion was caused by a tube pulling loose 
from a nine-inch ring drum, letting water escape into the 
firebox, from which showers of fire and steam were hurled 
out upon the men. As the hatches were closed there was 
no escape for the victims. 

Five members of the U.S. armored cruiser Washington 
are infected with varioloid, a mild form of smallpox, 
which developed on the ship’s homeward journey from 
Honolulu, according to advices received by the Navy 
Department. 

The resignation of Asst. Paymr. Haskell Dial, U.S.N. 
who has been under military arrest at the Washington 
Yard, has been accepted for “the good of the Service.” 
He was appointed to the Naval Academy in 1903. but 
resigned in 1906. He was appointed an assistant’ pay- 
master in 1907, and is a native of South Carolina. 
_ It turns out that the U.S.S. Missouri, while at anchor 
in the Hudson River, New York, during the holidays 
did not lose an anchor and some fathoms of chain from 
drifting ice fields, as reported. 

The heaviest casting on record at the navy yard, New 
York, was that of about forty-three thousand pounds of 
molten iron in one cast at the foundry of the steam 
engineering department early this week. It is for the 
upper part of a casing for the low pressure forward 
turbine of the battleship Florida. The lower half, which 
will be somewhat heavier, will be made after two smaller 
ty ane —— a casting is of cylindrical shape,

The Navy Bureau of Ordnance has advertised for bi 
for furnishing 4,000 12-inch, 2,000 10-inch, 7500 Bing’

10.000 5-inch 50-pound common projectiles and 40,000 
3-inch common projectiles. Bids will be received at the 


Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, until 12 o’clock 
noon, March 16, when they will be publicly opened. 

Tt is likely that the District of Columbia Naval Re- 
serve, which now has for practice the monitor Puritan, 
will soon be given a better ship—either the Ozark or the 
Tonopah, which are now at anchor at Annapolis. These 
vessels are modern in type, having been constructed by 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Company in 1908. 
are 260 feet long, with 50-foot beam, and have good 
batteries of up-to-date 4-inch guns. For the past two 
years they have been in use as a part of the Naval 
Academy fleet. 

The Fore River Shipbuilding Company, of Quincy, 
Mass., in addition to securing contracts for constructing 
the two Dreadnoughts for the Argentine Republic, has, 
according to a cable message from Mr. F. T. Bowles, 
president of the company, signed a contract with the 
Officinie Meccanischi of Naples for the construction of 
six American type turbine engines. The Officinie Mec- 
canischi has the contract for installing the engines in 
two new scout cruisers for the Italian royal navy, which 
have been designed to make twenty-eight knots an hour. 
There will be three engines to each ship, and each engine 
wil! be built to develop 28,000 horsepower. This contract 
will give work to many expert mechanics, and, coming 
at about the same time as the Argentine contracts, it 
means a big industrial boom for Quincy. 


After a stormy sixteen-day passage from Bermuda, 
the yacht Carnegie, which is making a magnetic survey 
of the ocean, dropped anchor at New Haven, Conn., 
Feb. 16. The scientific staff of the Carnegie has gathered 
data which show many of the ocean charts to be in error, 
and the corrections which will soon be furnished to the 
hydrographic offices of all nations will be of inestimable 
valve to navigation. After some additions to her equip- 
ment the yacht will sail for a survey of the North 
Atlantic. The Carnegie has covered an area of about 
8,000 miles in an effort to correct the magnetic chart. 


Because of the stories told by some of the crew of the 
commercial steamer Kentucky, the steamboat that went 
down off Cape Hatteras a few days since while on her 
way around Cape Horn to Seattle, Messrs. Wheeler. 
Cortis and Haight, lawyers in New York city, represent- 
ing the Alaska-Pacific Steamship Company, owners of 
the Kentucky, issued a statement Feb. 14 not only deny- 
ing all the assertions of the men, but declaring that the 
Kentucky left New York with the approval of many 
surveyors as to her seaworthiness. 


James Hall, U.S.M.C., who falsely accused himself of 
heing the murderer of Anna Schumacher, was taken from 
Rochester, N.Y.. Feb. 10, to the navy yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H., to resume his quarters on the prison ship Southery. 
Justice Sutherland, in Supreme Court, earlier in the 
morning issued an order discharging Hall from the cus- 
tody of the county authorities. Hall may be proseeuted 
for practicing fraud against the Navy.

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G.O. 53, JAN. 20, 1910, NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

Officers performing inspection duty at navy yards are the 
representatives of the commandant only. 

The inspection officer, in person or through his agsistants, 

shall make such inspection as he deems necessary of work 
in progress and completed. When engaged in inspection duty 
officers shall have such access to all departments and divisions 
of the yard as may be necessary. (See Navy Regulations, 
Art, 1572 (2), as amended.) To the end that officers en- 
gaged on inspection duty may follow the progress of draw- 
ings and have knowledge of the plans for work before it 
reaches the shops, they shall have free access to the drafting 
rooms and to all papers and records bearing upon the plans. 
_ The inspection officer sh@ll keep the commandant closely 
in touch with the character and progress of work, and shail 
bring to the attention of the commandant all cases of exces- 
= cost and time of manufacture that may come to his 
notice. 

He shall consult with heads of departments and divisions 
and shall furnish the latter with all suggestions, informa- 
tion and data which will enable them to carry out the com- 
mandant’s orders expeditiously, efficiently and economically. 
It is important that the heads of divisidéns of the manufac- 
turing department and their assistants shall have the ad- 
vantage of the experience and results of observation of the 
officers of the inspection department upon work going on in 
the shops, to the end that the Government may, as far as 
practicable, benefit thereby in obtaining better and more 
economical work. To facilitate the discussion of work in 
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hand, the commandant shall, from time to time, assemble in 
his office appropriate officers of the inspection department 
and of the divisions of the manufacturing department for 
interchange of views. ‘ : f 

The inspection officer will be furnished at the time of 
issue with a copy of each job order by the head of depart- 
ment or division with whom it may originate. 

Upon completion of a job the head of division of the manu- 
facturing department in which the work is performed shall 
notify the inspection officer by memorandum of such com- 
pletion, and the latter shall, as promptly as practicable, re- 
turn the memorandum with a statement indicating that there 
has been made, by himself or by his subordinates, all in- 
spection deemed necessary, and that the job is satisfactory 
to him, or, if not satisfactory, indicating the particulars in 
which it is deemed defective. The memorandum for notifica- 
tion of the inspection officer and return by the latter shall be 
of the form of appended sample. A 

In cases where ,conditions require that the action of the 
inspection officer snould be had without the delay incident 
to a written memorandum, that officer may be notified by tele- 
phone by the head of division or by his subordinate in charge 
of work upon the completion of any job, and action shall then 
be taken by the inspection officer in advance of the written 
memorandum which will follow the usual course. 

In the inspection of work upon boilers, condensers and 
evaporators, and other articles subjected te pressure tests. 
as also of machinery subjected to running tests, such tests 
sould be in the presence of the inspection officer or his as- 
sistant, and ample notice should be furnished the inspection 

- officer. In the case of numbers of articles of a similar na- 
ture, provision should be made for making a series of tests 
at the same time in order to avoid unnecessary delay and 
expense, and the inspection officer should be notified accord- 
ingly. 

eWhere practicable, the initials of the officer of the in- 
spection department who passes an article shall be stamped 
or otherwise marked thereon, and in case of repairs the date 
of inspection should be included. 

The records of the inspection officer shall show the date 
of receipt of each job order and the dates of commencement 
and completion of work called for thereon, together with all 
matters bearing upon the action of the inspection officer in 
connection with the work which may be of value in deciding 
points of dispute that might subsequently arise. 

The inspection of work done on board ships in commission 
by navy yard employees will be habitually directed and per- 
formed by the commanding officer of the ship, who shall, 
upon the arrival of the ship at a yard for repairs, assign 
officers for such inspection duty to represent him. Officers 
so detailed shall be directed to report to the commandant. 
and shall act as assistant inspectors, and they shall have the 
same authority and access to records, drawings and shops 
as are given to assistants to the inspection officer of the navy 
yard. It is the purpose of this provision to obtain close touch 
between the ship officers and the officers of the inspection de- 
partment of the yard, and to insure that, so far as may be, 
the responsibilities for the inspection of ship work shall be 
assumed by the commanding officer of the vessel concerned. 

In cases where the judgment resulting from special train. 
ing, from experience and from knowledge of conditions exist- 
ing in the navy yard is necessary, the assistant inspector 
detailed by the commanding officer shall freely communicate 
with the inspection offcer of the navy yard and keep him in- 
formed of any conditions requiring attention from him., 

While it is expected that assistant inspectors assigned by 
commanding officers of ships shall give close supervision to 
the work, and that they shall perform such duties with a 
due sense of their responsibility, the assignment of these 
officers to duty as assistant inspectors does not relieve the 
inspection officer of the navy yard from any of his responsi- 
hilities to the commandant. 





G.O. 54, JAN. 28, 1910, NAVY DEPT. 

This order designates the compasses on board battleships, 
armored cruisers and protected cruisers, gives the compensa- 
tion requirements, and the reports required. The designa- 
tions of the several compasses are as follows: 

Standard compass.—The compass on deck. well located 
magnetically, and, if practicable, one that is not required 
for steering or maneuvering the ship. 

Steering compass.—The compass used by the helmsman 
while cruising at sea, if it be not the same as the standard 
compass. 

Maneuvering compass.—The compass on the upper deck 
used for taking bearings when maneuvering in squadron, if 
it be not the same as the standard or steering compass. 

Battle compass.—The compass behind armor or below the 
protective deck that is best adapted for steering a compass 
course during battle. 

Auxiliary battle compass.—The compass located in or near 
the steering engine room, if it be not the battle compass. 

Top compass.—The compass located in the fire control 
tower of the mast, if one be installed. 

Compasses on board torpedoboat destroyers, torpedoboats 
and auxiliaries shall be designated as follows: 

Standard compass.—The compass on deck, well 
magnetically, that is used for navigating the ship. 

Steering compass.—The compass used by the helmsman 
while cruising at sea (if not the standard compass). 

Check compass.—The after-deck compass (if installed). 

If any compass is used for two or more of the above pur- 
poses it shall be given the name, according to its use, which 
appears first in the above list; but all reports, etc., in regard 
to it shall not only refer to it by its regular name, but shall 
indicate by a proper note or parenthesis the other uses to 
which it is put.

The revenue cutters Gresham, Acushnet, Mohawk, Seneca 
and Onondaga aided in the search for the missing Navy tug 
Nina during the past week. 

The revenue cutter Thetis has arrived at Honolulu after 
some adventures in the North Seas, which are described in re 
port by Capt. W. D. E. Jacobs received at the Treasury De- 
partment. The Thetis was sent out to catch, if possible, Japan- 
ese poachers who were known to be engaged in depredations. 
The first island visited was Layson, where fifteen Japanese 
were captured, making no resistance. The men had been well 
provisioned and had already taken a large quantity of birds 
and were expecting to be called for by a Japanese vessel in 
April. It required nearly two days to complete the work of 
transferring the material to the revenue cutter. At Lysiansky 
Island the revenue cutter picked up the remainder of the Japan- 
ese. They are the agents of a Tokio concern engaged in the busi- 
ness of systematic bird poaching. The plan of the Tokio con- 
cern was evidently to send the feathers to Paris to be treated 
and then imported into the United States, where they bring 
high prices. The capture is an important one, as it shows 
the need of policing the islands, where these Japanese poachers 
are doing-much damage. The Thetis visited all the places where 
birds are likely to congregate, but the Japanese appear to have 
confined their operations to these two islands. Besides the 
twenty-five Japanese poachers the Thetis brought a cargo es- 
timated to be worth $100,000, including nearly three hundred 
thousand bird skins and wings, over two tons of baled feathers 
and several large cases and boxes of stuffed birds. The officers 
of the Thetis say the Japanese used clubs in killing the birds 
and have been carrying on the work by wholesale.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY.

It is officially announced that the annual cruise this sum- 
mer of the brigade of midshipmen will be to foreign waters in- 
stead of along the Atlantic Coast, as heretofore. The cruise will 
embrace Plymouth, Marseilles, Gibraltar, Madeira and the Azores 
and will extend over nearly 10,000 miles. The fleet will leave 
Annapolis harbor on June 6, and will return, according to 
present plans, on Aug. 27.

Aug. 2, arrive at Horta, Azores Islands, Aug. 5; leave Horta 
Aug. 12, arrive at Hampton Roads Aug. 22; leave Hampton 
Roads Aug. 27, arrive at Annapolis Aug. 29. ‘ 

Lovers of swordmanship were treated to a clever exhibition 
when the team of the New York Fencers’ Club crossed blades 
with the midshipmen in the Auditorium Saturday evening. 
Although the visitors won the foil competition, six bouts to 
three, the match was very evenly contested, the results being 
often in doubt until the very end of the bout.

Second round—The next 
three bouts were all ties; in the fence-off Shaw was given the 
decision, his touches being cleaner than Merrill's; Larimer lost 
to Curan by a single touch, and Hall defeated Shaw with some 
clever double coups. Third round—Hall, Fencers’ Club, met 
Larimer in the best bout of the evening. Both men had great 
reach and were well matched. After two minutes each had 
scored one touch, but in the next two Hall secured two 
touches by the redoublement, winning the bout 3-2. The eighth 
bout, between Curran and Midshipman Hall, was won by the 
latter, whose work had improved greatly. The ninth bout 
Mr. Hall won from Midshipman Merrill. In the saber bouts 
Mr. Shaw was more clever than either Midshipman Edgerly 
or Midshipman Bouson, who fenced well, but lacked expe- 
rience.

Col. John Caswell has passed in his report to the com- 
mander-in-chief, as to the skill of the Organized Militia with 
the Service rifle. Colonel Caswell found 4,527 officers and 
men qualified during the past season. In 1908, 538 failed, 
and in 1909, 682 failed. This falling off is due to the delay 
in supplying ammunition, and the time and energy spent in 
the August maneuvers, causing much damage to the rifles as- 
the weather was very damp. During the past year 1,015 
officers and men qualified with the pistol, an increase of 
thirty-five over 1908. A change in conditions, the regimen- 
tal or battalion competitions is imminent. In the future 
men from the Ordnance Department being in charge of each 
practice in order that rulings and methods of conduct men 
be the same in all cases. Owing to the rapid firing with 
those of the Regulars, although their equal in slow firing, 
the Colonel recommends the establishment of a camp for 
two weeks prior to the national match, officers and men be- 
ing under pay. Great lack of promptness is shown on the 
part of many officers in making reports and returns required. 
Following closely upon the completion of inspections of the 
militia by officers detailed from the gular Army comes 
the inspection by officers representing the state inspector 
general’s department.

The Military and Naval Order of Spanish War Veterans 
held their annual meeting in Boston on Tuesday evening in 
commemoration of the blowing up of the Maine in Havana 
Harbor. Ex-Secretary John D. Long, of the Navy, gaye an in- 
teresting address on the causes of the Spanish-American War, 
and paid a great compliment to the state of preparedness in 
the Navy. Col. R. H. Patterson, the district commander of 
Boston Harbor, was a guest of the veterans. 

In a few weeks the work of installing twelve- and fourteen- 
inch guns in Boston Harbor will commence. Deer Island 
will be the first place to be fortified, owing to its strategic 
position.

It was also 
a pleasant occasion for the veteran reviewing officer, General 
McLeer, who was received with applause as he entered the 
drill hall, with an honorary staff consisting of Col. H. C. 
3urthman, Major H. B. Baldwin, Capts. S. F. Fahnestock, 
L. L. Squire and Asst. Surg. J. C. De Vries, 47th Regiment. 

For the review the regiment was formed in line of masses 
hy Adjutant Donovan, with the 1st Battalion, Major Libbey, 
and the 2d Battalion, Major Baldwin, each having four com- 
panies of sixteen files, and the 3d Battalion, Major Steven- 
son, having four companies of twenty files. During the 
standing review General McLeer, by reason of his lameness. 
had to walk slowly past the fronts of all the companies in 
each battalion, and though this required a greater strain on 
the men than usual, they maintained highly commendable 
steadiness. In the passage of the companies the 2d and 
3d Battalions maintained the best step and fronts. 

Colonel Foote next put the regiment through a snappy 
regimental drill, going from one movement to another with- 
out wasting time in marching around in column of squads 
unnecessarily. It was one of the best drills the regiment 
has given, and was a very creditable piece of work, as. was 
also the evening parade, taken by Lieutenant Colonel Garcia. 
In marching to the front and center, however, the officers 
were wrong in bringing their sabers to a carry at the com- 
mand ‘‘officers.’’ They should not do so until the second 
command ‘‘center.’’ 

After the reviewing officers and special guests had enjoyed 
a collation, Lieutenant Colonel Garcia called the gathering 
to order, and spoke of the long and successful service of 
Colonel Foote. He then introduced Judge Freifield, who, after 
some complimentary remarks, presented an engraved gold 
watch to the Colonel on behalf of the Brooklyn Masonic 
Guild. Colonel Foote, after making suitable reply, was, how- 
ever, treated to several more surprises. 

General MecLeer, on behalf of the commissioned officers, 
presented him with a fob with the Masonic emblem and the 
regimental coat of arms on it. Gen. John G. Eddy next read 
a commission of brevet brigadier general from the Governor, 
and swore the Colonel in. Col. W. H. Morris, 9th Regiment, 
next, on behalf of the non-com. staff of the regiment, pre- 
sented General Foote with a set of gold spurs, and the Span- 
ish War Veterans of the regiment presented him with a gold 
pin, emblematic of their organization, through Commander 
Rodeback. Remarks were made by the several speakers, com- 
plimentary to General Foote, who was fairly overcome by the 
string of unexpected gifts. 

A large bouquet of American Beauty roses, which rested on 
the Colonel’s table during the evening, was a gift from the 
Letter Carriers’ Mutual Benefit Association, which has twice 
held its annual ball in the 14th Regiment armory. 

Other officers present among the guests, in addition to 
those named above, were Brevet Brig. Gen. William A. 
Stokes and John B. Frothingham, Major F. A. Wells, 23d 
Regiment, and Lieut. E. S. Coy, 7th Regiment. 


69TH NEW YORK.—LIEUT. COL. LOUIS D. CONLEY. 


Inspecting officers representing the War Department and 
the state, who made the annual inspection and muster of the 
69th N.Y., under command of Lieut. Col. Louis D. Conley, at 
the armory on the night of Feb. 10, were fairly boiling over 
with enthusiasm at the fine showing the regiment made, and 
the great improvement manifest in it since the inspection of 
last year. “ aqery 

It was not only the best showing in the history of the 
regiment, but ranks among the best made by any regiment 
this season so far. Every officer and man in the regiment 
did his best to make a record for the command, and cer- 
tainly succeeded. 

The general appearance of the regiment, the care of uni- 

forms, equipments, etc., cannot be praised too highly, and 
the command was assembled for the inspecting officers sev- 
eral minutes before the appointed time. The paper work of 
the Adjutant General’s Office, under Capt. J. J. Phelan, was 
also highly commendable. Companies D, F, G@ and I each 
paraded 100 per cent., and the latter company also had the 
distinction of being the first company in the regiment to 
ever parade 103 officers and men at annual muster. 
_ As one example of how hard the several companies worked, 
it is interesting to note the trouble Captain Healy, of Co. I, 
went to in order to have his two new lieutenants sworn in, 
in time for muster, as officers of the company, When the 
papers were ready to go to the Governor Colonel Conley se- 
cured permission from General Roe to send a special mes- 
Senger to Albany with the papers, Private Eagan, of Co. I, 
being the man selected. He left the armory at 9:30 a.m. 
Feb. 10. Telegraphic instructions giving Colonel Conley au- 
thority to swear in the two officers were received at the armory 
at 3:30 p.m., and Private Eagan got back from his long 
journey of some 286 miles the same night, in time to report 
fully equipped for muster with his company. This is cer- 
tainly ‘‘going some.’’ :

little details are being followed up, is that men of different 
companies were equipped with ‘‘soldiers’ housewives,’’ con-

ever, by having tooth powder. 

In the muster the regiment paraded 755 officers and men, 
and had eighteen absentees. Last year the figures were 738 
present and twenty-four absent. The net gain in member- 
ship is eleven.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


‘‘The National Guard of Pennsylvania,’’ says the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer, ‘‘is to receive an additional uniform, it being 
the intention of Adjutant General Stewart to have every en- 
listed man so equipped prior to the summer camp. The new 
clothing will be of khaki, darker in color than the present 
uniform and of much softer texture and of much better grade 
throughout. There will be no change in the cut of the new 
clothing from that at present in use. The new clothes will 
not be charged to the companies, but are to be taken up on 
the property return. The present servicée uniform will be re- 
tained and worn during camps, maneuvers and general rough 
service until used up.’’ 

During the week ending Feb. 12. drills in the several 
armories of the Pennsylvania National Guard, located in 
Philadelphia, were practically blotted out, owing to the shows 
and exhibitions that have been held in the armory buildings. 
In the 3d Regiment’s armory there has been the Candy Show; 
in the armory of the 2d Regiment the Hardware Show, and 
at the armory of the 1st Regiment preparations are being 
made for an Electrical Show. As a result of these exhibi- 
tions, the men of the regiments have not been getting the 
routine drills. It is such a curtailment of instruction that 
the Division of Militia Affairs of the War Department com- 
plains of. Under the circumstances, however, there is noth- 
ing else for the boards of officers of the various regiments 
to do—they must rent out their armories in order to gain 
sufficient reyenue to maintain the buildings. The state does 
not appropriate anything like sufficient money to maintain 
the armories. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Colonel William H. Oakes, commanding the 5th Regiment of 
Massachusetts, who forwarded his application to be placed on 
the retired list a few days since, has had an exceptionally long 
and successful career as a citizen soldier, and the common- 
wealth loses one of its oldest and best known officers. Enlisting 
as a private in August, 1875, in Co. A, of the 5th Regiment, 
when most of the officers were veterans of the Civil War, Colonel 
Oakes has seen an entire generation pass through the ranks, 
and the sons of his early comrades grow up to be staid and 
dignified officers in his later days. ‘For the past nine years,” 
writes a correspondent, “he has commanded the regiment with 
results that are as gratifying to himself as they are creditable 
to his zeal and executive ability. There has en no equal 
period in the history of the organization which has been marked 
by so many unusual and interesting events, or by a greater 
advance in efficiency and material progress. 

“At Manassas, Va., in 1904, his regiment took part in the 
maneuvers and earned high praise from General Wint, the com- 
mander of the brigade to which it was attached. In 1906 Colo- 
nel Oakes, amohg other undertakings, planned and carried out 
a visit by his entire regiment to Ottawa and Montreal, a journey 
which was performed in a most soldierly manner, marred by not 
a single instance of misbehavior, ident or unpl t in- 
cident, and winning for the Massachusetts troops the highest 
compliments of the Canadian people. Again, in 1909, Colonel 
Oakes took his regiment to Washington for the inaugural exer- 
cises, stopping en route at Baltimore, where the 5th Maryland 
Regiment extended hospitalities in recognition of similar 
courtesies on the part of the 5th Massachusetts in 1875. 

“Since taking command of the regiment, Colonel Oakes has 
seen nine of his twelve companies move into modern armories, 
and his own headquarters occupy a home of its own in the 
model structure in Charlestown. He has been a hard worker. 
devoting some portion of each day to the duties of his office, and 
in particular has given his personal attention to the welfare 
of each company in the regiment. On leaving the regiment 
he has the satisfaction of knowing that there is not a weak 
company in the dozen which make it up. 

“As one of the coterie of officers who have built up the 
militia from the modest standards of twenty-five years ago to 
its present status of an efficient fighting force, his passing from 
active service is of peculiar interest, he being one of the last 
whose names became so familiar to the public in connection 
with the revival of interest in things military during the 
eighties and nineties.”

X. Y. Z. asks: Does the term veterinarian used in G.O. 
147, 1909, refer to veterinarians of the Regular Service, or 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, or both? Does this change 
the status of veterinarians of the Regular Service as fixed by 
law, which entitles them to first class accommodations? An- 
swer: G.O. 147 refers to the Q.M.D. civilian veterinarians 
on board a transport carrying horses or mules (the Dix), and 
not to veterinarians of the Regular Service who are assigned 
quarters the same as second lieutenants. 

BE. B. asks: Will there be any vacancies at Fort Mce- 
Henry and Fort Banks, Mass., for privates, ©.A.C., about 
March 20% Answer: Undoubtedly. 

H. F. W. asks: I am thinking of studying for commissary 
sergeant. What branches of study am I required to take? 
My time will expire before I can take the examination. 
Could I go to another regiment and take the examination 
from a private, as I have been a N.C.O. the required amount 
of years? Answer: See G.O. 43, 1909. You could not 
take the examination for commissary sergeant as a private. 
That course is open only for candidates for post quarter- 
master sergeant, as per G.O. 232, 1909. 

MADISON asks: Why does the Army list give the P.O. 
address of Madison Barracks as Sacketts Harbor, when the 
Postal Guide makes it Sacket Harbor, and all mail matter 
from there comes postmarked as per P.O. guide? Answer: 
In the latest report of the United States Board on Geo- 
graphic Names, the name is given as Sacketts Harbor (two 
t’s and no apostrophe), and the note is added ‘‘not Sacket 
Harbor.’’ The United States Postal Guide is not strictly a 
government publication. It is a contract publication, and 
its publishers seem not to conform to the official rule and 
practice. However, there is a good precedent for spelling 
with one t, in the fact that the place was named after the 
family of Gen. Delos Bennet Sacket, U.S.A., and it is said 
the original spelling of the town name was without an extra t. 

INTERROGATION asks: Some time ago the Journal stated 
that the Quartermaster’s Department has purchased the last 
of the furniture for officers’ quarters. (1) What does this 
consist of outside of the dining room set, desk, easy-chair, 
and parlor table? (2) Are bookcases in the lot and how 
many will a captain draw? (3) When will they be de- 
livered? Answer: The complete list embraces iron bedsteads, 
kitchen tables, dining room chairs, dining room side chairs, 
library desks, sideboards, dining room tables, bookcases, 
chests of drawers, parlor tables and library chairs. (2) A 
captain’s house would be entitled to one bookcase. (3) 
Your post ought to be supplied in a few weeks. 

G. S. asks: When does the next course commence at the 
School of Cooks, Fort Riley, Kas.? Answer: This is in 
charge of the commandant at Fort Riley. Classes are started 
every three months. Addresa your inquiry there. 

C. Q. D. asks: Has the Government any battery, fort or 
transport named after Major Gen. Joseph Hooker? Answer: 
No. There was a transport named after Hooker. It sank 
several years ago off Corregidor Island. 

W. R. W. asks: Can a summary court-martial keep a man 
over his term of enlistment? Answer: Yes. 

B. G. N. asks: Can a re-enlisted soldier who draws the 
bonus pay of $45 purchase his discharge from the Army 
after he has completed one year of that enlistment? Answer: 
No. See G.O. 13, 1909. 

INTERESTED asks: (1) When will I get a foreign service 
detail? (2) Will I be notified a month vr so in advance! (3) 
How soon will the new post at Galveston, Texas, be garri- 
soned, and will there be quarters there for a junior grade 
sergeant major? (4) Would I stand any show of getting a 
station there if application were made on semi-annual re- 
port? (5) Am TI due for a change of station soon? Answer: 
(1) Not known. (2) You will be given all possible advance 
notice. (3) Two or three years hence. (4) The reports are 
always consulted. (5) Not known. 

DULEY.—tThe Indian campaign badge is a part of the 
Army uniform and is not prescribed for issue to Marine 
Corps men who may have had Indian campaign service when 
in the Army. 

H. E. T. asks: Are there any vacancies in the 9th Infan- 
try, and if so in what companies? Answer: Apply through the 
channel to the C.0. of the regiment, and make your question 
more clear. 

L. K. H. asks: In a recent issue of the Journal I saw 
published a decision by the Comptroller that officers in the 
Revenue Cutter Service were entitled to the same medical 
treatment as officers in the Army. What does this decision 
mean? Answer: See Army Regulations 1478, 1490, 1491, 
1493, 1495, 1497, 1500. 

J. P. asks: I was born in Austria. Would I have to wait 
one year to get citizenship papers after discharge, being 
three years in the Army? Answer: It would be necessary 
for you to establish a residence somewhere for one year 
after receipt of your honorable discharge. 

J. A. W.—As to double time allowance toward retirement 
see A.R. 133. Hawaiian service does not count, while that in 
Porto Rico counts double only for time served there prior to 
April 23, 1904. Double time is allowed for all actual serv- 
ice in China, Cuba, the Philippines, Island of Guam, Alaska 
and Panama. 

P. K. asks: A boy, fifteen years old, leaves Germany with 
a passport. He comes to the United States and is now serv- 
ing on his fifth enlistment in the Army, If he returns to 
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Germany on furlough, can he be made to do military service 
there? Answer: Yes, though perhaps if he would write to 
the American Consul at the town he desires to visit, he may 
receive permission to visit Germany for a limited time. It 
would not be advisable for him to go there without. 

HAMMER.—We cannot tell from data furnished whether 
you are entitled to Spanish-American badge. Under the ex- 
isting orders your name must be certified by your command- 
ing officer to the Adjutant General of the Army. 

A. B. C. asks: Do I get transportation to Jacksonville, 
Fla., if I applied there for enlistment and was sent to Fort 
Slocum, N.Y., and sworn in? Answer: To place of actual en- 
listment, Fort Slocum. 

F. I—Service in war chevrons are not worn by a soldier 
after the campaign badges are issued to him. Cir. 83, W.D., 
1907, governs. 


J. B. W.—G.O. 69, W.D., 1907, provides that ‘‘all enlisted 
men who have served faithfully for a period of three years 
continuously or otherwise’’ are entitled to wear service 
chevrons, except in cases where campaign badges have been 
issued (G.O. 90, W.D., 1907, and Cir. 83, W.D., 1907). Twen- 
ty-five-year retirement bills have been introduced in this Con- 
gress, but not much hope is entertained of their passage. 

PIU MOSSO asks: To whom should I apply for the position 
of bandmaster of a soldiers’ home band?! Answer: Address 
the Superintendent, care of the institution. 

R. J. C. asks: Am now a private in the U.S. Marine Corps. 
My enlistment expires January, 1912, and at that time I will 
be twenty-three years old. Will I be eligible for an appoint- 
ment to West Point at the time my enlistment expires? An- 
swer: You would be one year over maximum age, twenty-two 
years. You could, however, apply for discharge by purchase 
under Navy Regulations 1420 (7 to 9), if successful in getting 
an appointment promptly now. 

R. S. H. asks: Enlisted Nov. 13, 1906; discharged June 5, 
1907, for convenience of Government; re-enlisted June 6, 
1907, and still in the Service. Should I be in the second 
period? Answer: No; not until June 6, 1910. 

F. L. B.—yYou cannot get a commission in the Regular 
Army ‘‘with very little examination.’’ Apply to the Adju- 
tant General’s Department for the circular or order applying 
to the particular branch you wish to enter. Details to staff 
positions are made from the line, and thereafter vacancies 
may be filled by civilians passing the examination prescribed. 

COMSY. SERGT. asks: I was appointed post commissary 
sergeant Dec. 10, 1909, while serving in the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. I last served in the Philippines in 1901-1902. About 
when may I expect to be sent to the Philippines? Do I go 
to the bottom of the list for foreign service? Answer: Selec- 
tions are made with regard to different qualifications, and 
not always precisely in order of application, You will be 
given ample notice. 

G. W. X. asks: (1) If an enlisted man takes the Civil Serv- 
ice examination for ‘‘guard, U.S. Federal Prison,’’ and re- 
ceives an appointment, will he be required to purchase his 
discharge? (2) Can a bugler in the Navy hold a gun point- 
er’s certificate? (3) Is it known about what month the 13th 
Infantry will sail for the islands in 1911! (4) Suppose I 
had about six months to do when the regiment sails; if I 
signify my intentions of re-enlisting, would I be taken with 
the regiment? (5) If a man is discharged in the islands 
and immediately re-enlists, and is discharged in the States at 
the end of that enlistment, to where would he get transporta- 
tion? Answer: (1) Purchase probably. See G.O. 13, W.D., 
1909. (2) Yes, if so detailed. (3) No. (4) Yes. (5) To 
San Francisco. 

H. F. B. asks: When is the 11th Infantry due for foreign 
service? The 3d Battalion has been stationed at Fort Russell 
for six years. Answer: The service of the other battalions 
in Cuba is regarded as tropical, and the one that remained 
in the United States gets the benefit of it. The regiment 
is not due for foreign service earlier than 1911. 

R. L. F. asks: Can a soldier, after accepting on re-enlist- 
ment the bonus of three months’ pay, after serving one year 
and two months on his second enlistment, for having a good 
reason to apply for his discharge by purchase and willing to 
refund the bonus money to the Government, get his discharge 
by purchase after applying for same? Answer: See G.O. 13, 
W.D., 1909. You can now apply for the privilege of buying 
out without refunding the bonus, as you have served over a 
year since receiving the bonus. 

L. S.—When a deserter gives himself up and trial is barred 
by law, and he claims to have been in the United States dur- 
ing two years of his absence by desertion, he may apply to 
the A.G.O. for a deserter’s release. He is not entitled to a 
discharge. The statute of limitations does not apply until 
two years after end of the period for which the man enlisted. 


G. L. M. asks: (1) Is a deserter from the Army entitled 
to a deserter’s release if he lives the required two years under 
an assumed name? (2) Is a man who enlists fraudulently 
and receives an honorable discharge liable to be tried for 
it afterward? Answer: (1) See answer to L. S., above. (2) 
No, unless the fraud is repeated in re-enlistment. Trial for 
the original offense is barred by the statute of limitations. 
See A.W. 103, page 274 of the Army Regulations. 

J. H. P. asks: Was San Francisco placed under martial law 
during the late earthquake and fire, and, if so, for how long? 
Answer: Strictly speaking, it was not, though morally it was, 
as the Army, under General Funston, while present as an as- 
sistant to the civil authorities, really stood as the ‘‘big broth- 
er’’ who would not permit any overt act, or brook any in- 
fractions of the civil laws. The assistance rendered would 
fill many pages of a most glowing record of the Army’s work 
in peace times. 

M. J. asks: (1) What was the name of the ordnance ser- 
geant who died in hospital as stated in your issue of Feb. 


5, 1910? (2) How does Color Sergt. M. Sonders stand on 
the list for ordnance sergeant? (3) Will he be assigned to 
a Coast Artillery post? (4) How many took the last ex- 
amination for ordnance sergeant? (5) How many eligible are 
on the old list? Answer: (1) King D. Tucker. (2) Appoint- 
ed Feb. 15. (3) Yes; to Fort Screven. (4 and 5) This in- 
formation cannot be obtained at this time. 

ARTILLERYMAN.—As you are over twenty-seven years 
old, you are ineligible to take civilian examination for second 
lieutenancy. See A.R. 34. 

J. H. S.—Appointments as embalmer on transport are 
made from an eligible list resulting from Civil Service ex- 
amination. Vacancies seldom occur. 

INTERESTED asks: (1) Am I on the eligible list for 
appointment as sergeant major, junior grade, ©.A.C.? (2) In 
cnoosing those for appointment as sergeant major is it the 
custom to go by the highest percentage attained in examina- 
tion, or is it the custom to appoint those who have been on 
the list for the longest time? (3) Is there any set limit of 
time in which a man must be appointed or lose his eligibility ? 
Answer: (1) You are on the hist, but well down. (2) No; 
all qualifications are considered. (3) No. 

8S. D. L. asks: How do I stand on the eligible list for 
sergeant major, junior grade, C.A.C.¢ Answer: You stand 
fairly well. No vacancies, 

A. B. D. asks: (1) How many vacancies are there in the 
grade of second lieutenant in the various arms? (2) How 
many cadets are there in the first class, U.S.M.A.? Answer: 
(1) This information can be obtained only from the Adjutant 
General of the Army, through the channel. (2) 103. 

G. L., CONSTANT READER asks: When are the following 
regiments due for service in the Philippines: 2d, 10th, 26tn 
and 27th? Are any of the above organizations due for serv- 
ice in Alaska before the Philippines? Answer: The 2d 
Infantry returned from the Philippines in May, 1908. The 
10th Infantry returned from Alaska in July, 1908. ‘The 26th 
Infantry returned from the Philippines in July, 1909. The 
27th Infantry returned from Cuba in April, 1909. It is 
likely that these regiments will be ordered to foreign serv- 
ice in 1911 and 1912. 

A SOLDIER asks: (1) When will the 11th Infantry go to 
the Philippine Islands! (2) Will the 3d Battalion, 11th 
infantry, go on detached service? Answer: (1) Probably 
not earlier than the latter part of 1911. (2) Not decided. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) What are the exact dates of the 
declaration of war with Spain and the termination of same? 
(2) Does service in the United States during the above period 
count double on retirement! (3) Was the 22d U.S. Infantry 
on the first expedition to Malolos, Luzon, P.1., at the time 
of its capture, about the latter part of March, 1899? (4) 
How do I stand on the list for foreign service? Answer: 
(1) Formal declaration of war, April 24, 1898; peace pro- 
tocol concluded Aug. 12; treaty signed Dec. 10, 1898. (2) 
No. (3) Yes. (4) It depends on circumstances. It will 
probably be two or three years. 

INQUIRER asks: Am I entitled to a badge or medal for 
service in the Army of Cuban Pacification! 1 served in Cuba 
from June, 1902, untileSeptember, 1904. Answer: You were 
not in the Army of Cuban Pacification, as this served in 
Cuba only between Oct. 6, 1906, and April 1, 1909. You 
were in the Army of Occupation, for whose service no 
badges have been authorized.

READER asks: Par. 236, Guard Manual. For an example: 
‘‘Halt. Who is there?’’ ‘The answer is, ‘‘Commanding offi- 
cer and officer of the day’’ (no countersign being used). 


Should the sentinel say, ‘‘Advance one, to be recognized,’’ or, 
‘*Advance, commanding officer’’! Answer: *‘Advance one, to 
be recognized,’’ would be proper. 

K. S. asks: What is the correct position of the safety lock 
when the chamber is open. I have been instructed by a 
captain in the National Guard that it should stand up 
straight and not be thrown all the way over to the ‘‘Ready,’’ 
while a captain in the Regular Service said he had never 
heard of such a thing.

When the safety lock is up, 
that is in a vertical position, the bolt can be opened. If 
it is necessary to remove the bolt, the safety lock (when up), 
is in the proper position to withdraw it. All Regular troops 
in the vicinity of New York city raise the safety lock to 
the vertical position, that is, up, at the command ‘‘Open 
chamber.’’
